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Ossinger trial ends in disarray 


WEST NEWTON — A pre-trial con- 
ference is scheduled June 18 in the ap- 

al of Diana Ossinger’s conviction of 

‘cency charges last week. 

* Ossinger; found “guilty by Judge 
Stanley Jablonski last week in 
Newton District Court of 44 counts of 
larceny over $100 in the case of Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s missing paycheck 
funds. 

The trial came to an emotional con- 
clusion last Thursday afternoon. 

As District Atty. John Lawlor com- 
pleted his closing argument against 
Ossinger, the defendant gasped, 
beginning an emotional outburst 
which grew in intensity through 
Judge Jablonski’s find of ‘‘guilty” and 
ended with her vow to 

take revenge against Lawlor and 


Ossinger received a three-year 
suspended sentence in the House of 
Correction and six years probation. 
She was also ordered by Jablonski to 
do 15 hours per week of public service 
work for two years and to make 
restitution to the extent determined 
possible by the probation department 
of the more that $24,000 she was found 
guilty of stealing from the mayor. 


When Jablonski returned to the 
bench after a 25-minute recess and 
announced, “‘I find sufficient facts to 
find the defendant guilty on all 
counts,” there was bedlam in the 
courtroom. 


Several members of the partisan 
Ossinger crowd wept openly and Mrs. 
Ossinger’s 19-year-old son, Donald, 
sobbed loudly and had to be restrain- 


ed from going after Lawlor. 

The defendant turned toward her 
son in the specatator’s section and 
pleaded with him to stay calm saying, 
“T'l] get even with them myself.” 


As Jablonski returned to his 
chambers to determine sentencing, a 
court guard ordered the courtroom 
cleared. Ossinger was overheard in 
the corridor outside the courtroom: 
“They've ruined me, they’ve ruined 
my mother, and they’ve ruined my 
son.”” 

The case will go before a six- 
member jury in Cambridge court for 
an appeal. 

Lawlor asked that Ossinger be 
given a one-year prison sentence with 
parole after six months, but the judge 
did not follow the suggestion in his 


Connolly, Mann drop out 


Then there were five. 

What started as a 16-person scram- 
ble after U.S, Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan was forced by the Vatican to 
retire from politics has evolved into a 
four-way Democratic race and a 
single Republican hopeful. 

When the state filing deadline came 
and went yesterday, and all the dust 
had settled, three more dropped from 
the field. 

Withdrawing from the race yester- 
day were Democrats Herbert Connol- 
ly of Newton and Jon Rotenberg of 
Brookline. 

Connolly immediately threw his 
support to Waltham Mayor Arthur J. 
Clark, who shares with Connolly a 
conservative view. 

* Newton Mayor Theodore Mann 
dropped out of the congressional race 
sleaving Richard Jones of Harvard as 
the only Republican contender. 

Mann said he prefers to concentrate 
on his job as Newton’s mayor. 

The mayor said he does not intend 
to endorse anyone at this time. 

His early departure from the race 


apparently had little to do with party 
politics. Mann, a well-known 
Republican, said he doesn't know 
Jones. 

Asked why he would abandon the 
field to several strong Democratic 
candidates, Mann said “I’m com- 
fortable with the range of candidates, 
let’s leave it at that.” 

The Democratic candidates are 
Waltham Mayor Arthur Clark, State 
Rep. Barney Frank, who recently 
moved into the district, Newton State 
Rep. David Mofenson, and Robert 
Schaffer, a Fitchburg businessman. 

Mann, Frank and Mofenson are all 
comfortable with Drinan’s positions. 

Ina statement announcing his deci- 
sion, Mann said ‘I have decided that 
the responsibilities of my present of- 
fice and the challenges still awaiting 
me in it afford me the greatest op- 
portunity to serve the people who 
have been so generous with their sup- 
port over these many years. 

“My candidacy, although it would 
offer a very reasonable option, would 
require that I devote substantial time 


away from my responsibities as 
Mayor,” Mann said. 

Mann will not only stay at City Hall 
but he says he has no interest in 
higher elected office. 

Although only ten percent of the 
votes in the district are registered 
Republicans, Mann said polls taken 
several years ago by a group he could 
not remember showed him to be a 
strong contender. The polls he said 
pitted him against the incumbent and 
anumber of potential challengers. 

The mayor's decision assures Jones 
a place on the ballot, challenging the 
survivor of the Democratic primary. 

Mann had the necessary 5000 cer- 
tified signatures to have his name 
placed on the ballot but the signatures 
were not filed. 

Mann has had occasional health 
problems in recent years and was 
called to testify last week in the trial 
of his former personal secretary who 
was found guilty of stealing $24,000 
from Mann's pay checks over a period 
of several years. 

Diana Ossinger, who Mann fired

Ossinger has maintained her in- 
nocence throughout the investigation 
and trial.

Mayor Mann, contacted at his office 
last Friday morning, said he viewed

“Judge Jablonski’s decision speaks 
for itself,” the mayor said. ‘I think it 
is fair to say that for my family, my 
wife and myself, this has been a terri- 
ble experience.”

Permits could hamper low-income housing 


NEWTON — Special permits will be 
required to construct multi-family 
housing in business districts the 
Board of Aldermen decided Monday. 

The controversial zoning amend- 
ment offered by Alderman Ethel 
Sheehan has had an up and down ex- 
istence in recent weeks. 

Approved unanimously a month 
ago, the measure was reconsidered 
by Alderman Richard McGrath and 
defeated, then reconsidered again by 
Alderman Bruce Carmichael. 

Monday the amendment was ap- 
proved on a 17 to 5 vote. Sixteen votes 
were needed for passage. 

Board President Matthew Jeffer- 
son’s ruling that the second recon- 
sideration was out of order was over- 
turned by a 14-8 margin. 

It has been argued that the amend- 


ment will make it more difficult to 
build low income housing in Business 
A and Business B Districts. 

Proponents of the legislation claim 
the low income issue is a red herring; 
that the amendment is only designed 
to give the board greater control over 
developments. 

The city has obtained low income 
units in the past under the so-called 10 
percent ordinance that requires a 
housing developer to set aside 10 per- 
cent of the units for low income 
residents in exchange for a density 
bonus. 

Land Use Chairman Terry Morris 
said there is little open space left for 
construction of housing and little 
chance to employ the 10 percent or- 
dinance. He suggested the ordinance 
could be applied to housing in 


business districts 
Sheehan amendment. 

He also argued that Newton's 
village system is unique and that the 
amendment will protect business 
districts. 

There has been little effort to pro- 
mote low income housing in the past 
five years, Alderman Dominic 
Taglienti said and housing units less 
than 1,250 square feet in business 
districts already require board ap- 
prroval. 

Nonantum residents were 
frustrated by a lack of control over 
the recent construction of two apart- 
ment buildings near Adams Street, 
Alderman Joseph DePasquale said. 

Alderman Paul Daley thinks the 
amendment is an across-the-board 
reaction to an attempt to construct 


through the 


four units in Oak Hill Park. Apart- 
ments are more desirable in a 
residential setting and use of business 
zoned land for housing won't bring the 
maximum financial return, Daley in- 
dicated. 


Jefferson said there is a potential 
housing will not be built in business 
zones if Board of Aldermen approval 
is required. 


With the Oak Hill Park proposal 
“all hell broke loose,” Jefferson said 
and the Sheehan amendment the plan 
“would never see the light of day.” 


Mrs. Sheehan conceded the Oak Hill 
proposal was the impetus for the 
amendment, but not the only reason. 
Newton Centre, she said, could be ex- 
poaed to the same type of develop- 
ment.

Newton doctor starts 
acting career at 73 


BOSTON — Dr. Sam S. Berman, 
now 73, is embarking on a second 
career - acting. 

Appearing as Pa Fisher in George 
Kelly's comedy ‘‘The Show-Off,” at 
the Lyric Stage, 54 Charles St., 

* Boston, Berman (s the author of ‘‘The 
Boston Police Diet and Weight Con- 
trol Program.” 

This best-selling book, published in 
1972, was the result of a nine-year 
weight control program Dr. Berman 
undertook with the Boston Police 
Department, during which 26,000 Ibs. 
were lost by about 400 volunteer 
policemen. 

So successful was this program that 
Dr. Berman traveled nationally to 
help implement it in police depart- 
ments across America. 

Show business is a natural avenue 
for a doctor, according to Berman. 
The former ‘family doctor’’ who has 
been living in Newton for 30 years, 
says: “A lot of doctors, particularly, 
are showmen. The old family doctor 
had to act to instill confidence in the 
patient and the family.’ 

After a career of healing the sick as 
“family doctor,” extensive combat 
time in the Army’s Medical Corp in 
World War II, work with Boston’s 
Police Department on obesity and 
research on premature aging, Ber- 
man began acting with the New 
Wrinkle Theater this past year before 
his role in ‘The Show-Off.” 

“The Show-Off” is a sometimes 
neglected gem of American comedy. 
The comedy by George Kelly 
(Princess Grace’s uncle) is the story 


of a loveable braggart named Aubrey 
Piper who brings merriment and 
chaos into the quiet Fisher household 
after he marries the youngest 
daughter. Berman plays the role of 
Pa Fisher, a witty curmudgeon who 
cannot, and will not, ever be com- 
fortable with mad and merry Aubrey.

Strong moves 
by King on T 


Gov. King has finally stepped into the 
developing MBTA crisis. It is none too 
soon, since he was on a collision course 
with the system itself, management and 
unions, as well as with the Advisory Board. 

His legislative package calls for sweep- 
ing change that involves a state takeover 
of mass transit, while communities within 
the metropolitan orbit will be underwriting 
bus and trolley service linking them to the 
Hub. Fair enough. Less reliance on local 
property taxes to underwrite the T is a 
desirable objective. \ 

Under the present setup, cities and 
towns pick up half the deficit annually, 
amounting to some $160 million at the last 
accounting. Many have been getting less 
and less for their money as Chairman 
Robert L. Foster and the Advisory Board 
engaged in constant warfare, with Foster 
following a path of curtailment when he 
didn’t get budget requests approved. 

Foster’s hiring powers recently were 

...reduced and now, under terms of the King 
proposal, he could be on his way out. 
Secretary of Transportation Barry Locke 
would become the MBTA top man, with a 
general manager to require approval from 
the Advisory Board. Foster’s chances of 
gaining that would be virtually non- 
existent. 

Foster’s fate is not the important ele- 
ment, however. Of principal importance to 
the municipalities drawn into the system 
with promises of shared control has been 
diminishing influence over policy and 
growing deficits... . ; 

Although gains were made in many 
areas of the big transit facility over the 
past year, including equipment mainte- 
nance, the replacement of carriers and 
progress toward. extension, the major 
problems haven’t been effectively ad- 
dressed. 

They involve management control and 
productivity of the personnel. Generous 
union contracts have evolved over the yars 
from an alliance with the Legislature 
resulting fom patronage. Fringe benefits 
and overtime contribute heavily to the cost 
of operations. 

King’s Task Force missed this target in 
its recommendations several weeks ago. 
The governor had support of the unions in 
his 1978 campaign and there had been an 
apparent reluctance to displease. 

The picture seems to be changing. Along 
with his own proposals for remedial 
legislation, Gov. King gave full endorse- 
ment .to a bill entered by the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation 
which would restore many of the manage- 
ment rights relinquished in past negotia- 
tions. Without a more equitable labor- 
management relationship, there can be no 
serious gains in MBTA fiscal matters. 

Although preoccupied with corruption- 
related measures, the General Court has 
abundant reason to give MBTA legislation 
high priority before it ends the current ses- 
sion. Property tax relief should be upper- 
most in the minds of area lawmakers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — If Sen. Edward 
Kennedy fights President Carter all the 
way to the Democratic national conven- 
tion in August, Ronald Reagan will have 
more than two months to establish 
himself as the centrist candidate in the 
1980 election. 

What Reagan does with the time 
before the start of the fall campaign 
could be his most vital strategic deci- 
sion. 

If he can seize the broad middle 
ground of opinion and convince voters 
that his opponent is playing left field, 
Reagan could be the first since Franklin 
D. Roosevelt to deny a second term to an 
elected incumbent president. 

But the former California governor 
has a problem. He built and retained his 
popularity within the Republican Party 
as a conservative purist and the right 
ae of the party remains his power 

e 


If the Democrats can fix in the voters’ 
minds that Reagan is a rigid ideologue of 
the right, it is likely that Jimmy Carter 
will become the man in the middle. And 
that is where most winners in American 
politics come from. 

Early on, some observers thought 
Reagan’s age would hurt him. He 
answered that by with an energetic and 
wide-ranging campaign from February 
through May. 

There also was speculation that 
Reagan beat himself with his mouth. But 
such gaffes as telling a Polish joke in the 
ethnic Northeast and drawing a blank on 
parity in Kansas did him no major 
damage. 

But Reagan never really had to deal 





with the ideology issue during the cam- 
paign for the nomination. Even though 
George Bush demonstrated that Reagan 
could be beaten by a perceived moderate 
in big states like Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
Republicans elsewhere did not see that 


as a serious flaw for the fall campaign. 
Reagan went into the race as the most 
conservative of the major GOP can- 
didates and emerged the ame way. 

Itis almost certain that the Democrats 
will attack Reagan as a right wing ex- 
tremist. A likely starting point would be

Reagan's anti-government campaign 
rhetoric. 

Reagan actually has stated his objec- 
tions to government in terms of contlict 
with the old-fashioned values of 
Americanism — independence, enter- 
prise, freedom. But he has left himself 
open to hostile interpretation by pictur- 
ing government almost as an evil in 
itself, In fact, except for the defense 
establishment, he has not differentiated 
between good ani the bad in the federal 
government. 

That leaves an opening for the 
Democrats. They tell groups such as the 
elderly, the farmers, the blacks and the 
city dwellers that Reagan have avoided 
specifics because the programs and 
agencies that he wants to get rid of are 
the ones that benefit them. 

It is true that Carter‘ran an ‘“‘anti- 
Washington” campaign in 1976, but he 
was careful to talk about making 
government less burdensome and more 
efficient. He always made clear he 
wanted to houseclean in Washington, not 
abolish it. 

That is where Reagan can use the time 
he has gained by sewing up the nomina- 
tion in May. He now has the leisure to 
stake out positions that will make it dif- 
ficult for the Democrats to push him into 
an extremist corner later. He could 
begin by declaring just what activities of 
government he would kill off, change or 
continue. 

Reagan may have been able to make 
Republicans cheer with flamboyant 
broadsides against that old devil govern- 
ment, but the techniques that won the 
GOP nomination may not work as well 
when the prize is the presidency. If the 
governor doesn’t think so, he can ask 
Barry Goldwater. adv pms tues june 3 


Black magic at White House

There's more than an element of black 
magic at the White House as President 
Jimmy Carter continues to goof with 
new levels of incompetence, yet seemin- 
qly retains a strong hold on the majority 
of those voting in his party's primaries.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - If an epitaph now must be 
written for George Bush’s bid for the presidency, let it be 
noted that he campaigned with a measure of distinction, 
honor and integrity seldom seen in politics. 

The Bush campaign was a class act in a vaudeville 
show crowded with performers who couldn't match his 
accomplishments, talent or perseverance. 

With the exception of Ronald Reagan, Bush was the 
only candidate in the contest for the Republican 
presidential nomination to emerge victorious in any of 
the primaries or precinct caucuses. 

Bush accomplished that feat no fewer than seven times 
— in Iowa, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Puerto Rico and the District of Columbia — 
despite the fact that Reagan, a presidential contender for 
more than a decade, has become almost a living legend 
in the Republican party. 

Indeed, one of Bush's failings was his inability to 
develop and articulate a coherent rationale for his can- 
didacy as an alternative to Reagan's bid for the 
nomination, 

Personality differences also worked to Bush's disad- 
vantage. Reagan successfully projected an image of a 


likable, charming man while Bush too often was perceiv- 
ed as tense and uneasy. 

But on matters of substance, Bush's positions were the 
product of a sophisticated thought process. A fiscal con- 
servative and a national security “hawk,” he never- 
theless was difficult to pigeon-hole philosophically 
because he came down on the liberal side of various 
domestic social issues. 

Reagan, on the other hand, offered little more than the 
politics of nostalgia — the unfulfillable promise to return 
the nation to the supposed glories of the 1950s when the 
federal government was benign, the post-war economy 
was booming and the United States was virtually un- 
challenged as a military superpower. 

Moderates traditionally have fared poorly in 
primaries, and Bush's problems were compounded 
because he was forced to play the role of the ideological 
man-in-the-middle, trapped between the conservative 
Reagan and the liberal Rep. John B. Anderson. 

While Anderson was laying the foundation for an in- 
dependent presidential campaign and Reagan was peddl- 
ing stale nostrums, Bush was offering sensible proposals 
— but logic and common sense never have been especial- 
ly saleable commodities in presidential campaigns. 

If others are to be judged by the friends they make, 
politicians can be assessed by the staffs they assemble. 
Attracted to Bush's cause were many of the most able 





and talented people in contemporary politics — cam- 
paign manager James Baker, political organizers David 
Keene and David Sparks, press aides Peter Teeley and 
Susan Morrison and scores of others. 

On the strategic level, Bush’s great strength — and 
Great weakness — was the decision to place most of his 
political eggs in two baskets: Iowa and New Hampshire, 
the states where the selection process began early in the 
year. 

That strategy succeeded beyond even Bush's expecta- 
tions in Iowa, where he was catapulated ahead of 
everyone else in the crowded field after winning that 
state’s precinct caucuses. But he never fully recovered 
from a devastating loss to Reagan in New Hampshire. 

The ensuing months were difficult for Bush, as Reagan 
methodically picked up delegate support, widened his 
lead and forced other opponents to abandon the race. But 
Bush carried on the fight while displaying courage, per- 
sistence and grace under pressure. 

“Nobody ever said it would be easy,’ he joked on more 
than one occasion, “and nobody was right.” 

Bush’s campaign ended as it had been conducted — 
with honor and dignity, devoid of complaints or 
recriminations. Perhaps the greatest compliment that 
can be paid to him is that he consistently was — and re- 
pa _ a professional.

Will state watchdog trample rights?

BOSTON — House Speaker Tom 
McGee put the lie last week to charges 
he is stalling or telling others to stall on 
the landmark legislation to set up an In- 
spector General. 

In a carefully crafted speech, the pep- 
pery McGee urged the House Ways and 
Means committee to report out promptly 
and positively the Inspector General bill 
— with certain modifications he believes 
in passionately. 

Working with staff till 11:30 at night, 
then back at 7:30 in the morning, McGee 
put together and presented his best 
thinking on what mechanisms and what 
powers can effectively stem the tide of 
corruption vividly being brought to light 
by a special investigating commission. . 
McGee again finds himself one of the few 
major political figures in the state to go 
up front on these proposals. His Senate 


counterpart, Sen. Pres. Billy Bulger, re- 
mains silent and inaccessible, though 
privately supportive. Gov. King pro- 
mises some kind of ‘‘statement”’ during 
the week, already having been upstaged 
somewhat by his maverick Lt. Gov. Tom 
O'Neill who “‘urges action’ on the bills 
Att. Gen. Frank Bellotti, a commission 
member, naturally supports the pro- 
posals. McGee's fear about the Inspector 
General concept is its potential for 
trampling on personal rights, ‘The prin- 
ciples that embody the essence of liberty 
and security,” solemnly intoned the or- 
dinarily earthy Speaker, ‘forbid all in- 
vasion, on the part of government, of the 
sanctity of a man's home and his private 
life without good and sufficient cause... 
It is easy to become an inquisition rather 
than an investigation... This office is im- 
portant. To avoid abuses, to avoid inva- 
sions of privacy, to protect rights 
granted each citizen under the constitu- 
tion, I off offer my suggestions.” 


There are, in fact, few precedents for 
so powerful and independent a watchdog 
as has here been proposed. Mindful of 
past excesses by crime commissions, 
McGee would move cautiously ‘‘until the 
Inspector General has proven his com- 
petence... The jurisdiction of the office 
can be broadened in the future.” 

McGee has long opposed the dispens- 
ing of subpoena powers except in ex- 
traordinary cases. At this stage he would 
authorize an 1.G. to compel production 
only of books and records, not of 
testimony from private citizens. Federal 
inspectors general have similarly 
limited subpoena powers. 

Here he parts company with the com- 
mission. The Jatter claims much of its 
present effectiveness flows from its 
authority to compel testimony. Indeed, 
there is now the spectacle of some of the 
big names of prior administrations duck- 
ing subpoenas by staying outside the 
Commonwealth or delaying tactics in 


the courts. 

McGee has never waivered in his basic 
commitment to the commission. But he 
finds it disconcerting these days to talk 
privately and confidentially with com- 
missioners, only to discover them lam- 
basting him next day in public 
statements, then calling him on the 
phone to explain, ‘‘Don't be upset; we 
don’t really mean it; we have to say 
these things to make our points.” 


The W & W committee speedily 
reported out a bill extending the comis- 
sion's life another six months then fell to 
considering McGee's concepts. A redraft 
of the 1.G. bill should be on the House 
floor next week. 


The stage is thus set for a wide- 
ranging debate on putting the lid on 
governmental abuse. Given the climate

The quiet collegians — class of 1980 — waited un- 
til graduation time to show there's a little spirit of 
something besides ‘‘me first’ under the gowns and 
motar boards. 

This is the crop of students dumbfounding 
analysts. They are supposed to be apolitical; 
apathetic; me-first — the almighty dollar over all 
— and then can come God, mother, country and 
human society. 

But from the commencement scene come signs 
priorities are being shifted, feelings are surfacing, 
and that maybe the me-first tag isn’t quite right. 

At the University of Virginia, for example, little 
yellow ribbons dangled from the gowns of many in 
the commencement parade — remembrance of the 
hostages in Iran. The ‘‘yellow” showed up in other 
graduation ceremonies and included tying yellow 
ribbons around tree trunks (as in the song, to 
signify love despite separation). 

In Philadelphia, Temple University grads ap- 
plauded parents, spouses and even little brothers 
and sisters, 

Some grads skipped commencement. 


Rebatable gas tax 
proposed in Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. J. Bennett Johnston 

Jr., D-La., Monday proposed a rebatable gasoline 
tax, which might go as high as $5 per gallon, to take 
the place of the administraton’s standby coupon 
plan for rationing gas in a severe fuel shortage. 

Johnston's proposed tax would be fully rebatable 
and he said his program would cost less than the 
coupon program to implement. 

Johnston Monday gathered testimony on ration- 
ing alternatives at a session of his Senate Energy 
Committee subcommittee on regulation. ; 

The administration’s standby rationing plan will 
probably have the government send monthly 
coupon entitlements to the owners of registered 
vehicles in a supply emergency. Local banks or 
businesses would issue gas coupons at the cost of 
between $2 to $5. The coupons would be used to buy 
gasoline or could be sold for whatever price a free 
market might put on them. 

Under Johnston's proposal, the government 
would tax gasoline at the rate it thinks gas coupons 
would trade for in a given emergency. But no 
coupons would be issued and the tax money would 
be rebated to vehicle owners as a deduction from 
monthly federal payroll withholding taxes. 

At a news conference before the hearing, 
Johnston said he’d promised to ‘do everything I 
can to approve the administration plan. 

“T don’t believe it will work. But it’s better than 
nothing,” he said. 

Witnesses, including representatives of the bank- 
ing industry and Daniel Yergin, co-author of the 
Havard Business School book ‘Energy Future,” 
agreed Johnston’s plan would have the same ration- 
ing effect without an estimated §2 billion program 
cost of coupon rationing. 

Johnston said it had the added advantage that it 
could be imposed swiftly, compared to a possible 
one-year start up time for a coupon system. 

Administration studies indicate spare coupons 
might trade for $2 to $5 per gallon in the event of the 
20 percent supply shortfall needed to trigger stand- 
by rationing. 

Sen. Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz., reasoning that 
Johnston’s variable tax would reflect such coupon 
prices, found it unlikely Congresss would endorse a 
$5 tax when it has already balked at a 10-cent levy. 

Yergin said Americans would eventually have to 
choose some form of rationing, by rebatable tax or 
coupons, to cut their dependancy on foreign oil and 
vulnerability to supply disruption.

Food buying tips 


A “skipper” from a state university told a 
neighbor asking about commencement, ‘‘Ah, that’s 
a lot of — you know,” he said. Then he went back to 
polishing his motorcycle, 

But some old-timers, those getting a Ph.D. at an 
older age, did what old-timers — those with two 
previous degrees — don't always do. They marched 
in commencement parades. 

But for some reason, this year, going to the com- 
mencement was the in-thing for Ph.D. candidates 
— at least at the University of Pittsburgh. 

Paula Bern, of Mt. Lebanon, Pa., with long-ago 
B.A.-M.A. said so. She has five children on various 
Steps to the doctorates and is the wife of a Ph.D. 
candidate. The offspring include a daughter doctor, 
a son in med school, others on that trail. 

“T didn’t want to be the only one in the family 
without a doctorate,” she said, the degree mattered 
enough to go to graduation — even though she is 49.

At Yale University in New Haven, Conn., the 
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traditional show of helium-filled blue balloons in the 
graduation parade was broken up by pink and 
@reen ones with the symbol of a clenched fist, signi- 
fying demand for rights for women, blacks, 
hispanics. 

Huge letters painted on sheets hanging from 
dorms ringing the graduation common made other 
demands dissent: No nukes; no draft; end racism 
at Yale; equal rights for women at Yale; pull the 
school’s investment money out of firms doing 
business with “racist” South Africa. 

White armbands were on the left arms of about 10 
to 15 percent of the Yale class of 1980. Similar arm- 
bands were spotted at other commencements. 

The meaning: “We won't go” said some armband 
wearers. 

“How do you stand on the draft?” a graduate 
without an armband was asked. 

He answered: 

“Just say I am apolitical, I am apathetic. I am 
not against anything right now.” 

At Yale, in a major address before graduation 
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day, school president A. Bartlett Giamatti did what 
college presidents do these days — he beat the 
drums for less federal regulation, more support 
from corporations, which, he said, only give away 
Ce of its allowable 5 percent tax deductible 
unds. 

He declared the private sector is threatened — 
due to, among other things, inflation and the high 
price of oil. 

At class day the students heard what the Yale 
Daily News ‘‘commencement special" called the 
class’s “desperate” choice for a speaker — Sen. 
Bill Bradley, D-N.J. 

Bradley — Princeton grad, former Rhodes 
scholar, New York Knicks star, and the youngest 
senator at 36 — was obtained, the Yale Daily News, 
said, because of ‘the inability of the class to pro- 
cure any of the speakers suggested in a classwide 
survey.”

NEWTON — Aldermen will meet in 
special session Monday to respond to 
a Middlesex County lawsuit against 
the city to recover $1.8 million in over- 
due assessments. 

Board of Alderman President Mat- 
thew Jefferson said Wednesday the 
board must respond to the the coun- 
ty’s complaint by June 17. The Board, 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino and 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi are nam- 
ed in the action. 

Jefferson said the board could

First Baptist hosts tours 
in honor of anniversary 


NEWTON CENTRE — Each 
Wednesday from noon to 2 p.m. in 
June, the First Baptist Church in 
Newton Centre will be open to 
visitors. 


Members of the church will be 
available to give guided tours of the 
church and grounds and to explain the 
architecture and symbolism 
associated with the building. 

This activity is one aspect of the 
200th anniversary celebration of the 
church. 

The Baptist Church building is in 
the process of being accepted in the 
National Register of Historic Places. 
It was dedicated in 1888. 

The architecture of the building was 
influenced by H. H. Richardson, a 
leading architect in the country in the 
1870's, who initiated the movement 
away from the high Victorian styles 
imported from England and France. 
The newer style exhibited a basic 
simplicity of design, more functional 
shapes, more freedom of massing, 
and use of native materials. 

Religious symbolism is apparent 
throughout the church, and first 
noticeable in the four gargoyle-like 
figures jutting from the outside of the 
church tower, representing four inter- 
pretations of the life of Christ. 

The unerior is studded with 
thousands of crosses, all the way from 
the shape of the church itself to the 


small crosses at the backs of the 
pews. The stained glass windows 
depict scenes from both Biblical and 
church history. 

Two upcoming events - a free con- 
cert and a church service - are also 
part of the three-month-long 200th an- 
niversary celebrations. 

On Friday, June 6, at 8 p.m. an All 
Newton Music School String Quartet 
will present a concert of classical 
music featuring Beethoven and the 
American composer Charles Ives. 

The quartet consists of Susan 
Abrams, Elizabeth Sklar, and 
Michael Appleman, all of Lexington; 
and Bernard DiGregorio of 
Westwood. 

On Sunday, June 8, at 10 a.m., the 
church service will give recognition to 
the community involvement of the 
church over the past two centuries. 
Both Monsignor William Granville of 
the Sacred Heart Church and Rabbi 
Murray Rothman of Temple Shalom 
will take part in the service. 
Representatives from various service 
organizations have been invited to at- 
tend as honored guests. 

The 200th anniversary celebration 
has been in preparation for two years. 
It includes symposia, a musical con- 
cert series, historical vignettes, skits, 
church suppers and a picnic, a sound 
and light show, and recognition of 
community and religious affiliations 
over the centuries.

Adler said only a 
small proportion of par- 
ticipants in the 600,000 
such plans in force avail 
themselves of the 
privilege.

Visions for arebirth at Maine’s Old Orchard beach 


OLD ORCHARD BEACH, Maine 
(UPI) — For 80 years the Great Steel 
Pier was a symbol of summer to New 
Englanders who danced at its casino 
to the music of some of the greatest 
orchestras of the ‘Big Band Era.” 

The Great Steel Pier was built in 
1898, and at one time extended one- 
third of a mile into the ocean, 

The sea turned savage in the after- 
math of the Blizzard of '78 reduced the 
pier and casino to a mass of rubble. 

Old Orchard Beach a once-posh 
resort town with turreted hotels flying 


banners with names like ‘Alberta’ 
and ‘‘Velvet” had already lost some 
of its glamour, but when the pier went 
it really turned down-at-the-heels. 

Town folks who mourned the loss of 
the pier fondly remember soft sum-. 
mer nights at the casino with couples 
swaying to a Glen Miller tune or jum- 
ping to an Artie Shaw jive. 

Joe Shribman, now an agent for 
Rosemary Clooney and Rose Marie, 
booked bands into the casino for 
years. 

“Old Orchard Beach was a prime 


one-nighter for bands years ago,” 
Shribman said. ‘“‘You can’t name a 
band that didn't play there — Miller, 
Artie Shaw, Lombardo — you name 
‘em.” 

Buddy Morrow played the trom- 
bone with the Tommy Dorsey or- 
chestra at the casino ballroom, and 
returned later with his own band. 

“Tt was a beehive of activity,’’ Mor- 
row said. ‘‘The crowds there were a 
breed apart. A_ little more 


cosmopolitan, a little more hip to 
what was going on.” 


A new wooden pier opens this 
weekend and its owner has visions of 
a rebirth of Old Orchard Beach. 

“Honey, you're going to see this 
place jumping like it hasn't in 25 
years,”’ said Catherine Petit, owner of 
the Old Orchard Beach Pier Co 
“We've got every single weekend 
crammed with activities. 

“High-wire acts, concerts, animal 
shows, a circus," she said excitedly. 
“We're going to bring back the fami- 
ly. With the petroleum problem, you 
have got to be a one-stop destination 


point.” 

Mrs. Petit bought the controlling in- 
terest in what was left of the pier in 
September, and began a multi-million 
dollar project to restore it — with the 
aim of putting Old Orchard Beach 
back on the map. 

“My family has owned the pier 
since 1913," she said. ‘My grand- 
father, John W. Duffy, bought it, and 
my father Howard managed it for 
years.” 

“My father truly loved this place, 
he really did,” said Mrs. Petit. “When 
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I was a little kid, Guy Lombardo used 
to come over to the house and I 
remember how exciting the town was. 

The new pier will be dedicated in 
her father's memory this weekend, its 
unveiling celebrated with a parade, 
fireworks and an antique aircraft lan- 
ding on the +mile strip of hard- 
packed beach. 

A glassed-in restaurant serving 
lobster and prime rib at the pier's end 
will replace the casino.

Heier considered this 
very revealing of a 
substantial absence: of 
loyalty among 
employees. 

The study showed on- 
ly slightly _ higher 
degrees of worker loyal- 
ty in small businesses 
than in big corporations 
but in one significant 
section it showed that 54 
percent of workers said 
their primary loyalty 
was to their depart- 
ments not to the whole 
company. Sixty percent 
said morale was good in 
their departments but 
only 22 percent believed 
morale was good 
throughout the 
company. 

Probably not surpris- 
ingly, the workers 
generally showed a 
sharp consciousness of 
the other side of the 
coin. Fifty-four percent 
said workers did not 
give the company a fair 
day’s work and only 26 
percent believed their 
company was any more 
unfair to workers than 
the average firm. But 
only 25 percent said 
their bosses were any 
fairer than the average.

NEWTON — The Public Facilities 
Wednesday supported $500,00 in 
sewer work for the five major pro- 
blem areas in the city.

_ NEWTON — The closing of schools 
‘or parts of schools will have to be con- 
sidered unless there are temporary 
repairs to pipe insulation that con- 
tains asbestos, the health commis- 
sioner has told the school department. 

The memo from Health Commis- 
sioner Dr. J. Carolyn Zavarine said in 
part “the Health Dept. deems it im- 
perative that proper maintenance and 
temporary repair be carried out ... 
until such time as definitive correc- 
tions can be made.” 

“Tf this can not be, discontinuation 
of use of those schools or parts of 
Schools affected must be considered.” 

Damaged sections of pipe ‘“‘lagg- 
ing” (covering) in schools is a priori- 
ty, but Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser has said lagging in all 61 
municipal buildings could contain 
‘asbestos. 

The Board of Alderman Monday 
sent back to committee a $23,000 re- 
quest from Fraser to fund a study of 
pipe lagging. 

A resolution by Alderman Carol 
Ann Shea asking the mayor to request 
money for asbestos removal in 
schools passed unaimously on a voice 
vote. 

Testing by the state Dept. of 
Hygiene has turned up asbestos in 
pipe lagging in a number of Newton 
Schools. 
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may close 
schools 


A recent memo from Fraser to Roy 
Cornelius Jr., director of school sup- 
port services, outlines methods for 
removal of asbestos and adds 
workmen should assume the lagging 
contains asbestos and that they 
should wear masks. 

Aldermen had various motives for 
sending the study request back to 
committee, but arguments boiled 
down to whether the city needs an ex- 
pert to confirm what the Health Dept., 
the state , and most members believe 
-that there is extensive asbestos 
material covering pipes in city 
buildings. 

Shea said she was told by Dr. 
Zavarine the pipe covering problem is 
more serious than the asbestos insula- 
tion problem at Newton North High 
School where it has been estimated 
Temoval will cost between $6 and $8 
million. 


Fraser estimated removal of 
asbestos pipe lagging at Angier 
School will cost $25,000, Finance 
Chairman Edward Richmond said 
Temoval in all city buildings could 
cost $1.5 million and argued an expen- 
diture on that scale requires expert 
guidance. 

“Why do we have to support any 
more experts,” Mrs. Shea counted. 
“We know it’s there. It’s silly.”

Bigelow studen ts enter realm of elderly 


NEWTON CORNER — In conjunc- 
tion with the current national concern 
for the elderly, Sara Pettinelli plann- 
ed the course, ‘Insights on Aging and 
the Elderly,” for her home economics 
majors at Bigelow Junior High 
School, this semester.

The students began to discuss the 
productivity and happiness that many 
senior citizens have found and are 
continuing to find in their lives; but 
they also learned of the fears and anx- 
ieties of the more frail of the elderly 
community. 

Bigelow Principal Elizabeth Quinn 
acquainted the students with her 
practical experience in dealing with 
the elderly.

At 25, Peter Close of Newton was 
“tired of track,’’ so much so that the 
former Olympic runner didn’t even 
begin coaching the sport until he was 
36 and didn’t become a head track 
coach until he was 40. 

Yet two years after he became 
head track coach at Tufts University, 
Peter Close was selected the 1979-80 
NCAA Division III ‘Coach of ‘the 
Year” by the track and field coached 
of the New England Intercollegiate 
Amateur Athletic Association. 

“When I was running I was so in- 
tensely into track that I was due for a 
burnout,” recalled the former two- 
time IC4A mile champion who went 
on to run the 1500 meter event for the 
United States team in the 1960 Olym- 
pic Games in Rome, Italy. ‘When I 
got out of the Marine Corps in 1962, I 
really wasn’t interested in doing 
much with track anymore.” 

From 1962 through 1976, Close 
served as sports information director 
at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and listened to all the 
coaches cheer and complain about 
their jobs. 

‘“T had been out of work for 11 
years when Art Farnham retired as 
M.LT. track coach in 1973 and Gordon 
Kelly offered me the assistant coach’s 


job. I decided to try it and, once I gota 
taste of coaching, I knew I wanted to 
run my own program,” he said. 

Close was 40 years old when the 
head coach's job opened up at Tufts in 
1977. He applied and was subsquently 
chosen for the position. 

“Even my wife, Cindy, thought I 
was crazy in wanting to became a 
head track coach and begin handing 
out and collecting uniforms, sending 
out entry fees and travelling around 
the country with people half my age. 
But, for me, it was like starting a new 
life,’ he said. 

At St. John’s University and later 
in the Marines, Close had been con- 
tinually competing in big, high- 
pressured meets. Even though he had 
a fair amount of success, Close ad- 
mits that the constant pressure killed 
his enjoyment for running. 

“Tufts offered me a chance to 
work with everyone who wanted to 
compete and to create a real team at- 
mosphere. That's what I had missed 
as an athlete and that’s what I had 
come to realize was the way athletics 
should be. Here, I have a chance to 
work with athletes on all levels-fast 
runners and slow runners, high 
jumpers and low jumpers all get a

Mets pick first in draft 


The Strawberrywait is over 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The wait is 
over for Darryl Strawberry. Now, it’s 
time for a decision. 

“I was just hoping to be picked in 
the top five,” the much-heralded out- 
fielder from Los Angeles’ Crenshaw 
High School said Tuesday after the 
New York Mets made him the No. 1 
pick in the 16th annual June draft of 
high school and college players. 

“T knew the Mets were interested in 
me because they needed a power- 
hitting outfielder. I’m glad the ordeal 
is over. There has been a lot of 
pressure on me this spring. I can’t 
remember facing an easy pitch all 
season — every pitcher was trying to 
strike me out.” 

The 18-year-old prospect, already 
the subject of a national sports 
Magazine article, must now choose 
between the Mets and Oklahoma 
State, with whom he’s signed a letter 
of intent. If he signs with the Mets, he 
figures to receive a bundle of cash. 
Joe McDonald of the Mets’ front office 
is already in Los Angeles negotiating 
with the talented youngster. 

“We knew he had other options,” 
said Mets’ public relations director 
Jay Horwitz. ‘We met for 18 hours a 
day the past six days and finally 
decided to draft him first and then 
worry about options.’’ 


Strawberry, who was called ‘‘the 
best prospect I’ve seen in the last 30 
years” by Philadelphia scout Hugh 
Alexander, may well be worth all the 
money he'll be offered. In 14 games 
this year, he hit .400 with six home 
runs, 21 RBI and eight stolen bases in 
nine attempts. He is also 1-1 with 
three saves as a pitcher. 

It was the third time the Mets had 
had the first pick in the June draft. In 
1966, they picked a catcher named 
Steve Chilcott from Lancaster, Calif., 
but he never played a game in the ma- 
jor leagues. In 1968, New York 
selected shortstop Tim Foli, who had 
two tours with the Mets and now plays 
for Pittsburgh. 

The Mets had two other first-round 
picks — Nos. 23 and 24 — and selected 
outfielder Billy Beane of Rancho Ber- 
nardo, Calif. and catcher John Gib- 
bons of San Antonio. 

After the Mets picked their

Legislature okays state amendment 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
legislature has endorsed an amend- 
ment to the state constitution propos- 
ed by State Senator Jack Backman 
(D-Newton-Brookline) which bars 
discrimination against handicapped 
Persons. 

The vote by the House and Senate 
sitting in constitutional convention 
places the question on 
November'’sstate ballot. 

If a majority of voters give final ap- 
proval to the proposal, Massachusetts 
will become the first state in the na- 
tion to write protections for the han- 
dicapped into its constitution. The 
amendment prohibits any form of 
discrimination on account of a per- 
son's physical or mental disabilities. 

Passage of the amendment will ex- 
tend to the handicapped, the same 
rights and privileges enjoyed by other 
members of society. 

According to Sen. Backman, ‘‘This 


constitutional amendment will grant 
to handicapped persons the same 
rights that all citizens of the com- 
monwealth now enjoy by prohibiting 
any form of discrimination against 
persons who are mentally or physical- 
ly handicapped. 

“In November 1976, the people of 
the Commonwealth voted for an equal 
rights amendment. The ERA pro- 
hibits discrimination on the basis of 
sex, race, color, creed or national 
origin. 

“The one minority which has not 
been accorded the same constitu- 
tional protection that all other 
minorities now enjoy is the handicap- 


ped. 

last decade has seen many 
minorities receive their equal rights 
under the law. These groups have had 
the manpower and advocates to fight 
for them. Unfortunately, the han- 
dicapped, both those physically or 


We at 


mentally handicapped, have not had 
the political clout nor the strong ad- 
vocacy that is necessary to achieve 
equality in our society. 

“The handicapped have the right to 
meaningful employment, to housing 
that is readily accessible to them, to 
recreational and other activities in 
which they desire to participate. 
Without this constitutional amend- 
ment, however, the handicapped can- 
not enjoy the same rights which those 
of us who are not handicapped take 
for granted. 

“The handicapped have a lot to con- 
tribute to our society; but they must 
be given the opportunity to do so. This 
constitutional amendment is the vehi- 
cle by which the handicapped may 
begin to enter society on an equal 
basis with all others. 

“It is very little to ask, and the 
rewards will be great for all of us,” 
Backman said.

LONDON (UPI) — Noticed how nobody’s adver- 
tising those stand-by fares across the Atlantic any 
more? 

The revolution in trans-Atlantic air travel, 
started 2 % years ago when Freddie Laker flew his 
first Skytrain to New York, is quietly petering out. 

The ‘turn up and take off” Skytrain flight which 
sparked that revolution earned Laker a knighthood 
from Queen Elizabeth and made airlines 
throughout the world realize the demand for cheap 
flights. But not it is being played down — a victim of 
soaring fuel prices. 

_ The stand-by fare is still there, disguised as a 

Standard fare” on Laker to make it sound like a 
more secure reservation. But neither Laker nor the 
other major airlines across the Atlantic — TWA, 
Pan Am and British Airways — are actively adver- 
tising it. 

The change in Laker’s all-stand-by Skytrain to a 
Series of scheduled flights with triple-structured 
fares has led Sir Freddie’s rivals to call the 
Skytrain a failure. 

“Rubbish,” said Sir Freddie. ‘‘That’s typical of 
them. They tried to undercut my fares and they fail- 
ed. Now they've given up. If you notice, their fares 
recently have become much more expensive than 
mine once again. 

“Now 40 percent of the (Laker) flights are reserv- 
ed for standard (stand-by) fares. Because we've 
got more flights than when we started, there are 
more of those seats for sale than before.” 

Laker now has established itself as a scheduled 
airline carrier on the three most lucrative trans- 
Atlantic routes to London — from New York, Los 
Angeles and Miami. 

Laker began the Skytrain to fight the price struc- 


A life of riches 
to rags to riches 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Tamara Homer's family 
landed in New York in 1949 as refugees with 
“nothing but $28 and a lot of determination,” and as 
head of her own advertising firm she is a defender 
of American capitalism that made it possible. 

Mrs. Homer, president of Homer & Durham 
Advertising Ltd., which had $10 million in billings 
last year, is a soft-spoken, elegant woman who 
developed a business sense very early. 

“I was in an unfortunate position; we were 
refugees and had no money for food ... You get 
caught up in the feeling that if you don’t do 
something you won’t survive, you become 
resourceful,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer was 12 years old then — her family 
had fled the Communists to newly-liberated Austria 
— and discovered she could trade her knowledge of 
English, German and eastern languages to work as 
translator for the American occupying forces. 

“People swapped possessions for food and I found 
you could also swap talent for food. It was an early 
lesson in capitalism,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer’s family were upper-middle class 
Ukranians who lived in Poland. 

“We were rich, we lived in a castle. But that 
wasn’t important when we arrived in America — 
nobody cared what we had been. We arrived as poor 
people and we had to make it on our own.” 

She feels her early childhood helped fuel her am- 
bition. ‘Once you've had a taste of having had 
enough you don’t want to settle for less.”” 

Her parents took college for granted. “I went to 
city schools, to Hunter College, and worked at 
whatever I could find to earn money,”’ she said. 

Her jobs included babysitting, clerking at 
Woolworths, cookie maker at a bakery. ‘“‘We — my 
whole family — were very happy to work at 
anything we could do and grateful to be able to do 
so,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer’s early business career was varied, 
but she feels that every phase led up to her decision 
to start her own firm. Her first full-time job was as 
secretary at the New York office of a retail chain. 
She quickly moved into executive training as a 
buyer. 

After husband Edward J. Homer, an executive 
with RCA, finished a two-year assignment in 
California, Mrs. Homer returned to New York and 
was offered the presidency of an import-export 
firm. From there she went to the advertising agen- 
cy that ultimately launched her into business on her 
own. 

Perhaps partly because of her experiences, ‘‘I 
sought my early clients from firms that I felt con- 
tributed a useful product to the world — shipping 
and finance for example,” she said. 

She handles the administrative end of her agen- 
cy, the financial and marketing. Her partner Guy 
Durham — she retains majority interest in the firm 
— heads the creative side. 

She employs 22 people — not many for an agency 
with its billings, she admits. ‘Each person does the 
work of 1 4% employees. I pay them well. They share 
in the firm, and they earn it,” she said. In a 
business that has a reputation of ‘‘revolving-door” 
employment her turnover is “practically 
non-existent.” 

Mrs. Homer staunchly defends the American 
business system. . 

“It’s unfortunate that so many look at business as 
something that's not very nice. There's nothing 
wrong with making money and I think business 
does share — in jobs and contributing to the 
economy.” . 

But more importantly, she feels that in American 
everyone can succeed at the thing they do best. 

“You zero in on the real values — family and sur- 
vival. Once you understand that you try to apply it

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turing by major airlines, which he suid cheated the 
traveling public. Now he has been forced, however 
unwillingly, to join the fold. 

But his prices still are cheaper than his rivals’. 

There is still little love lost between Sir Freddie 
and British Airways. 

Gerry Draper, British Airways’ executive direc- 
tor, goes so far as to call Skytrain “‘one of the non- 
events of the 70s.” 

“The Skytrain concept died 17 months after it was 
born,” said Draper. ‘‘Look at his New York or Los 
Angeles service now. He has ordinary reservations, 
he carries cargo, he even has a ‘business jet’ class 
so his tariff structure is indistinguisable from ours. 

“Skytrain was a failure. If not, why has he chang- 
ed it so drastically?” said Draper. 

“No, Skytrain hasn't worked,” said TWA’s 
general manager in Britain, Laurence H. Langley. 
“The truth is only a small number of people found it 
attractive.” 

The change in Skytrain came largely because of 
the uneasy feeling that stand-by tickets give 
travelers. Instead, the pre-booked Apex fare is now 
the most popular. 

A backlash to the Skytrain concept — the 
businessman’s class — seems to hover between 
first and economy classes. British Airways is even 
scrapping first class entirely on some routes. 

With all major airlines suffering losses in the first 
quarter of 1980, travelers can expect two things this 
summer — rising fares and declining in-flight 
service. 

All airlines vigorously defend their economy 
class standards of service which, after the often 
subconscious thought of safety, is how most people 
choose between one airline and another. 

“But you see how many of the staff switch off 
their smiles halfway down the cabin with these new 
classes,” said Sir Freddie.

Fiddler’ proves immortal

Stage review: “Fiddler on The Roof” by 
Joseph Stein, based on Sholom Aleichem’s

Wolsk; starring Herschel Bernardi: at the 
Music Hall, Boston. 


“Fiddler on The Roof” is ageless. 
The production, now playing at the 
Music Hall, is as fresh and timeless as 
it must have been when it first opened 
on Broadway in 1964. Herschel Ber- 
nardi is a memorable and endearing 
Tevye, who finds that life without 
“Tradition” is as shaky as a “fiddler 
on the roof‘'. 

Bernardi, who performed the role 
on Broadway for two years, obviously 
knows and loves Tevye. Every inflec- 
tion and mannerism is perfect, and 
his rendition of “If I Were a Rich 


Man” is as bright and exciting as if 
this were the first time that he’s per- 
forming it. Bernardi, however, did 
not originate the role of Tevye. The 
late Zero Mostel, of course, was the 
original Tevye, and he performed in 
that role in the last touring production 
to play Boston, shortly before he died. 

The remainder of the cast, 
althotigh mostly unknown, is uniform- 
ly excellent. Particular mention 
should go to Rhoda Gemignani as 
Golde, Tevye’s wife, Ruth Jaroslow 
as Yente, the Matchmaker and Paul 
Lipson as Lazar Wolf, the butcher. 
Hope Katcher, Donalyn Petrucci and 
Lis Larsen are all very good as 
Tevye's three eldest daughters 
Tzeitel, Hodel and Chava. Donalyn 
Petrucci, as Hodel, displays a fine 
soprano voice in the lovely ‘Far 
From the Home I Love.”

The book by Joseph Stein is based 
on the stories of Sholem Aleichem, 
and captures the bitter-sweet world of 
the Jews who lived in Czarist Russia. 
They believed that ‘‘Tradition” would 
protect them from the extreme hard- 
ships and cruelties they faced every 
day. But while it proclaims: “Tradi- 
tion”, ‘Fiddler On The Roof” is about 
to change, and the effect of the 
modern world on the inhabitants of 
the quiet little village of Anetvka. The 
story is universal.

This is no skimpy production of

Comfort 
in new 
handbags

NEW YORK (NEA) - 

“Last year, ready-to- 
wear dictated the con- 
structed look in bags,” 
says Jeffrey Frankel, 
vice-president of Lewis 
Purses, which makes 
handbags in New York. 
. “And,” he confesses, 
“the consumer didn’t 
buy it from me or 
anybody else because 
the American woman is 
comfortable with what 
she is comfortable 
with.” 

For instance, lots are 
comfortable with real 
leather bags. And un- 
comfortable with them, 
too. Put just half of what 
you always carry in 
many genuine leather 
bags and, by the end of 
the day, the sheer 
weight of it all has you 
round-shouldered, 
charley-horsed and 
disgruntled. 

So this year, to make 
you more comfortable 
in leather, Lewis 
Purses, among others is 
taking a lighter ap- 
proach to the matter. 

“We're doing a 
‘panache’ line of bags 
using very lightweight 
leather,” Frankel says, 
“in casual soft styling. 
By lightweight, I mean 
leather that weighs 3% 
to 4 ounces, which, flexi- 
ble as it is, could not be 
used in ready-to-wear. 
Garment weight leather 
is much thinner because 
it has to be much more 
flexible.” 

So much for the basic 
cowskin. How it’s 
shaped and gussied up 
determines weight, too. 
For instance, Lewis’ 
basic clutch with the 
wristlet handle or drop- 
in shoulder strap and 
facile frame ($62), is 
light and breezy. 

So, too, are their hobo 
bags: a soft floppy one 
with zipper top, ad- 
justable shoulder strap, 
outside pocket and tab 
front closing for $115, 
and its younger sister 
for $100. 

For one thing, he ex- 
plains, “There are stay 
papers in the flaps to 
give them shape 
because this is a more 
tailored bag, which 
means it’s not supposed 
to be soft and floppy. 
That makes it heavier. 
So do the hardware han- 
dle holders on the sides, 
the rings made of 24k 
gold-plated brass.” 

The more hardware, 
obviously, the heavier, 
and, if you've got a vinyl 
lining to prevent the bag 
from getting dirty, that 
adds up, too. ‘‘That’s 
why we use faille to line 
our bags,” Frankel 
says. “It’s lighter.” 

But no matter how 
they tip the scales in 
their naked state, all 
these day bags of 
Americanleather _ will 
arrive this fall in the 
following shades, in 
specialty and depart-

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
main thrust of Saturday’s $200,000- 
added Belmont Stakes has been the 
rematch between Kentucky Derby 
winner Genuine Risk and Codex, the 
vindicated winner of the Preakness. 

But when they draw the post posi- 
tions today for the 1 4-mile race there 
will be eight others hoping to spoil the 
showdown. 

It was expected that Rumbo, a fast- 
closing second in the Derby, and 
Super Moment, who was fourth, 
would ship to New York for the final 
leg of the Triple Crown. And it wasn't 
any big surprise that Rockhill Native, 
seemingly recovered from a wrench- 
ed knee suffered in the Derby, would 
go in the Belmont. Or that a couple of 
New York horses, like Temperence 
Hill and Comptroller, would be 
entered. 

On the other hand, you have horses 
like Bing, winless in nine starts and a 
soundly defeated fifth in the 
Preakness. And Joanie’s Chief, win- 
ner of last year’s Champagne stakes 
but winless this year. The biggest sur- 
prise, however, was that the 
undefeated Pikotazo would be be 
hauled from Mexico City to New York 
and attempting to become the first 
Mexican horse ever to win the 
Belmont. 

“T don’t care where you're coming 
from,” said LeRoy Jolley, trainer of 
Genuine Risk. “If you win eight or 
nine races you've got to be able to

tacetrackers overmuch. Neither does 
the fact that he romped to a nine- 
length victory in his last race on May 
31 without ever seeing the whip. What 
does tickle their interest is the fact 
that Picotazo has been racing at an 
altitude of 7,500 feet and may have 
developed quite a set of lungs to com- 
pensate for the lack of oxygen at that 
level. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
trainer Claudino Hernandez said he 
decided to bring Picotazo to New 
York to run in the Belmont because 
he’d simply run out of competition in 
Mexico. 

“This is the finest horse I’ve ever 
trained, the finest horse in Mexico,’’ 
said Hernandez, 66, who began train- 
ing in 1949 but has never raced a horse 
in the U.S. ‘He has won all his races 
and I feel I have a superior horse.”” 

Still, most of the attention will be 
focused on the rematch between 
Codex and Genuine Risk. 

Wednesday, Maryland's 
Thoroughbred Racing Board denied a 
request Wednesday by the owners of 
Genuine Risk to overturn a stewards’ 
decision and disqualify Codex as the 
winner of the Preakness. 

The board deliberated 55 minutes 
on the third day of hearings at 
Pimlico Race Course, then voted 3-1 
to uphold the stewards’ decision that 
Codex did not foul Genuine Risk on 
the final turn. 

“What I've said before still stands,” 
said John Nazareth, the assistant 
trainer for Genuine Risk who con- 
demned Cordero’s ride aboard Codex 
right after the race. ‘I’ve said it all.”

Israeli 
blackout 


TEL AVIV, Israel 
(UPI) — A nationwide 
power failure hit Israel 
for more than four hours 
Tuesday, snarling traf- 
fic, stranding hundreds 
of people in elevators 
and cutting air condi- 
tioning in hospitals and 
holiday resorts.

The blackout came 
shortly before the after- 
noon rush hour and 
lasted well into the 
evening.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Tamara Homer's family 
landed in New York in 1949 as refugees with 
“nothing but $28 and a lot of determination,” and as 
head of her own advertising firm she is a defender 
of American capitalism that made it possible. 

Mrs. Homer, president of Homer & Durham 
Advertising Ltd., which had $10 million in billings 
last year, is a soft-spoken, elegant woman who 
developed a business sense very early. 

“T was in an unfortunate position; we were 
refugees and had no money for food ... You get 
caught up in the feeling that if you don’t do 
something you won't survive, you become 
resourceful,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer was 12 years old then — her family 
had fled the Communists to newly-liberated Austria 
— and discovered she could trade her knowledge of 
English, German and eastern languages to work as 
translator for the American occupying forces. 

“People swapped possessions for food and I found 
you could also swap talent for food. It was an early 
lesson in capitalism,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer’s family were upper-middle class 
Ukranians who lived in Poland. 

“We were rich, we lived in a castle. But that 
wasn’t important when we arrived in America — 
nobody cared what we had been. We arrived as poor 
people and we had to make it on our own.”” 

She feels her early childhood helped fuel her am- 
bition. ‘Once you’ve had a taste of having had 
enough you don’t want to settle for less.” 

Her parents took college for granted. ‘I went to 
city schools, to Hunter College, and worked at 
whatever I could find to earn money,” she said. 

Her jobs included babysitting, clerking at 
Woolworths, cookie maker at a bakery. “We — my 
whole family — were very happy to work at 
anything we could do and grateful to be able to do 
so,” she said. 

Mrs. Homer's early business career was varied, 
but she feels that every phase led up to her decision 
to start her own firm. Her first full-time job was as 
Secretary at the New York office of a retail chain. 
She quickly moved into executive training as a 


buyer.

A life of riches to rags to riches 


After husband Edward J. Homer, an executive 
with RCA, finished a two-year assignment in 
California, Mrs. Homer returned to New York and 
was offered the presidency of an import-export 
firm. From there she went to the advertising agen- 
cy that ultimately launched her into business on her 
own. 

Perhaps partly because of her experiences, “I 
sought my early clients from firms that I felt con- 
tributed a useful product to the world — shipping 
and finance for example,” she said. 

She handles the administrative end of her agen- 
cy, the financial and marketing.

But more importantly, she feels that in American 
everyone can succeed at the thing they do best. 

“You zero in on the real values — family and sur- 
vival.

Drinan extolls adult education 


NEWTON— Nearly all American 
adults know how to read. But most are 
funtionally illiterate in their 
understanding of many of the com- 
plex problems in the world today, U.S. 
Rep. (D-4th) Robert F. Drinan told an 
audience here Saturday. ; 

“If the American public is not 
educated or sophisticated enough to 
understand public policy, then our 
democtacy is doomed,” Drinan warn- 


For that reason, Drinan said, he 
favors a massive influx of additional 
federal funds for continuing educa- 


tional programs for adults. He called 
Newton's community programs “a 
model of what we should strive for.” 
Drinan’s words were met by recep- 
tive ears as he was the keynote 
speaker at the morning-long sym- 
posium sponsored by Newton Com- 
munity Schools, which runs the city’s 
continuing education programs. The 
subject of the conference was ‘‘Com- 
munity Leadership in the Eighties.” 
“The number one problem of the 
80's,” Drinan said, ‘‘is to met ac- 
curate information to 100 million 
adults in America...From where I sit, 


it seems like people want simplistic 
solutions to complex problems.”” 

The congressman added, ‘Only 
federal assistance can get what you 
have in Newton across the land. More 
federal funds can also intensify your 
program here.” 

Drinan added, “You've reached 
13,000 people with $220,000. It’s ex- 
traordinary that 66 percent of your - 
funds are self-generated. 

“‘T hope we will have a renaissance 
in learning that in America. I am pro- 
ud renaissance started in Newton, 
Mass.” 


Drinan cited two areas where he 
feels “illiteracy” is rampant: nutri- 
tion and computers. 

“We thought we were literate about 
cholesterol, but we're not,” he said. 
“I'm kind of illiterate about com- 
puters,’’ he added, saying computers 
are another subject ripe for study in 
community education programs. 

Asked after the meeting which pro- 
blems seemed to produce ‘‘simplistic 
solutions,’ Drinan said inflation and 
energy. Drinan noted that he is a co-

Residents, officials oppose 
proposed MBTA fare increase 


NEWTONVILLE — About 50 people 
attended Monday night’s MBTA hear- 
ing at Newton North High School, and 
many voiced strong opposition to the 
proposed fare hikes. 3 

Spokesmen for Mayor Theodore 
Mann, who is attending the U.S. Con- 
ference of Mayors in Seattle; Rep. 
Barney Frank, Rep. David Mofenson 
and U.S. Senator Paul Tsongas, were 
present and spoke against the fare in- 
creses increases. 

In a statement read by David 
Wilkinson Mann said, ‘‘Such an in- 
crease is not appropriate.” 

Mann noted that the added revenue 
will not make a dent in the MBTA's 
present deficit and that any increase 
should come with better T services. 

He added that a fare increase would 
mean more money poorly spent, and 
said he would not support one at this 
time. 

Rep. Mofenson (D-Newton), said in 
his statement, ‘My constituents who 
ride the Green Line are not receiving 
value for money even at the present 
rate, let alone the proposed new 
rate." 


Mofenson questioned whether or not 
the increase would be the first of 
several more increases in the near 
future and whether or not service cuts 
were being planned. 

Senator Tsongas (D-Mass. ) said the 
MBTA must control costs and in- 
crease productivity. 

A rate increase, Tsongas stated, is 
not an appropriate way to deal with 
the MBTA’s financial woes. He sug- 
gested a gas tax to make the T look 
more desirable. 


Others cited a decrease in ridership 
as a problem, including Rep. Frank, 
who stated, ‘‘A fare hike today will 
aggravate our energy problem by 
driving people away from mass tran- 
sit.” 

Frank described the MBTA as the 
most ‘‘inefficient and wasteful public 
agency in the state,” and said he op- 
poses giving it any more funds 
“whether through property taxes, 
fare increases or state revenues” un: 
til it becomes more efficient. 

Anita Capeless, president of the 
League of Women Voters of Newton, 


complained of unreliable and ineffi- 
cient gervice on the Green Line, ad- 
ding tnat the MBTA needs money, but 
that the money should come through 
savings, more efficient management 
and greater productivity of workers. . 

Henry Brown, a resident of Waban, 
agreed 

an increase in fares would not solve 
MBTA problems, but that increased 

productivity of workers adnd better 
leadership might. Fredrich 
Schewster of Auburndale, 

who is blind, told the hearing he has 
waited 45 minutes for a 

Green Line train. He also question- 
ed the 100 percent increase 

in the fare from Riverside to 
Longwood. The MBTA has proposed 
increasing all 

rapid rail line fares now 25 cents to 
50 cents, 50 cents to 75 

cents and 75 cents to $1. Fares on 
the Arborway, Beacon Street 

and Commonwealth Avenue lines 
between the surface portion of the 

line and the subway will increase 
from 45 cents to 50 cents. Fares on the 
Riverside Line will 


- also increase within zone 1, Reser- 
voir through Fenway, from 

50 cents to 75 cents; Zone 2, River- 
side through Chestnut Hill, 

50 cents to $1; between zones 1 and 2 
from 50 cents to $1; and 

between zone 1 and the subway 
from $1 to $1.25 and zone 

2 to and the subway from $1 to $1.50. 

Commuter Rail fares within the 
Commonwealth would be raised an 
average of 19 percent by raising the 
terminal charge from 75 to 80 cents 
and the mileage charge from 4 to 5 
cents, 


There is also a plan to convert the 
rapid rail system to a token system, 
which would mean tokens would be on 
sale at all collectors booths. 

The plan would go into effect Sept. 1 
for all passholders and June 30 for all 
other riders.

Frank, Clark trade potsho 


NEWTON-State Rep. sarney 
Frank and Waltham Mayor Arthur J. 
Clark are acting like they are the only 
tandidates in the Fourth Congres- 
sional race. 

In fact five candidates shared the 
stage at the Marriott Hotel Thursday 
for a debate sponsored by The Tab, a 
Newton-Brookline weekly newspaper. 
It was the first major exposure in this 
end of the district for Republican 
Richard Jones of Harvard and 
Democrat Robert Blair Shaffer of Fit- 
chburg. 

Newton state Rep. David Mofen- 
son (D), who agrees with Frank on 
major issues, escaped the potshots 
aimed at Frank by other candidates, 
perhaps because Frank's image has 
crystalized as “the liberal” can- 
didate. Arthur Clark (D), who a 
month ago counted an endorsement 
from supporters of outgoing Cong. 
Robert F. Drinan, directed most of his 
comments at Frank, who won the 
endorsement. Repeatedly 
Clark called for heavy defense spen- 
ding for military reasons, and as a 
way to create jobs in the district. A 
reliance on defense contracts for jobs 
is risky and inflationary, ‘Frank 
responded, and a repudiation of 
Drinan's policies. 

Frank and Mofenson support 
federally-funded abortions. Shaffer 
and Jones do not, although Jones said

Clark was the 
most vehement opponent of govern- 
ment funding. He said it is the most

Board meets 
oncountysuit 


NEWTON — There is substantial 
disagreement among aldermen over 
a lawsuit by Middlesex County to 
recover $1. million in overdue 
assessments, 

The Board of Aldermen went behind 
closed doors Monday to discuss a 
response to the suit and the meeting 
was reportedly heated. 

The county is seeking three overdue 
assessments, eight percent interest, 
and any money the city may have 
made by investing the withheld 
money. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk reported- 
ly suggested a settlement with the 
county that would result in the city 
paying only the overdue assessments 
and the interest charge. 

Before going into executive session, 
Alderman Mark White, chairman of 
an ad hoc committee on Niddlesex 
County, said he will ask for an ap- 
propriation to hire outside counse! to 
represent the board with an ‘“‘in- 
novative and agressive defense, 

The Board of Aldermen will meet 
again on Wednesday to continue the 
executive session, and White said he 
will recommend an appropriation of 
$10,000 for outside counsel. The city 
must answer the county’s complaint 
by May 17. 

Some aldermen are getting cold 
feet about the lawsuit and agree with 
Alderman Ethel Sheehan that the 
county has an absolute right to assess 
member communities, and that the 
city has an absolute duty to pay. Funk 
said in open session that the city is in 
violation of state statute. 

But White doesn't think the case is 
so clear cut, and he said if the state 
statutes on county government are 
taken together the county's failure to 
supply reports required by law 


becomes ‘ery important. 

Newton pays the largest assess- 
ment of any county community. The 
first assessment was withheld a year- 
end-one-half ago after aldermen ques- 
tioned the level of county service. 

Later, the board justified the 
withholding of the assessments 
because the county has not supplied 
annual reports required by law. 

The complaint filed with the state 
Supreme Judicial Count by Asst. 
District Attorney Howard Whitehead 
names as defendants the city, 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi, 
Assessors Harold J, Brady and Thad- 
deus D, Jankowski, Jr., and all 24 
aldermen. 

Before going into executive session, 
Alderman Robert Tennant said coun- 
ty officials were “blatant politicians 
saying go ‘go to hell’. We can’t find 
were the money is, where it has been 
spent.

Board of Aldermen President Mat- 
thew Jefferson said “If we're playing 
poker, it's time to play, call the hand, 
or turn it in.”

$710,000 for purchase 
of golf club endorsed 


NEWTON — The Finance Commit- 
tee Monday supported the mayor's re- 
quest for $710,000 to purchase the 
Chestnut Hill Golf Course. 

The city will acquire more than 71 
acres of the original golf course re- 
maining after construction of 42 
townhouses on Algonquin Road and 
Kenrick Street. 

In submitting the request, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann said ‘‘ I now am 
reasonably convinced that the cost of 
long-term maintenance of this 
valuable recreational resource will at 
no time in the future by borne by the 
taxpayers.” At one time the mayor 
said he would not spend city funds for 
the acquisition. 

The appropriation of $710,000 will be 
reduced by a state reimbursement of 
$125,000, and a $64,000 lump sum 
assessment to the tcwnhouse 
developer, reducing the city's cost to 
$521,000 to be bonded over a period of 
time. 

A betterment assessment on direct 
abutters will generate $200,000 over a 
20-year period. About 50 parcels are 
expected to be assessed. 

The Newton Commonwealth Im- 
provement Corportation a group of 
neighbors who bought the club for 
$50,000 at auction last April, will dis- 
band and a non-profit corporation will 
be established to lease the course to

Assessors estimate the townhouse 
construction will generate about 
$220,000 in taxes 

An annuity fund will be established 

by the Newton Commonwealth Im- 
provement Corporation with an initial 
investment of $115,000 which will be 
transferred to a non-profit foundation. 
The fund will be used to maintain the 
71 acres as open space in the event the 
golf course fails. If revenues from the 
fund exceed the amount needed for 
maintenance, the excess can be used 
to maintain other conservation land in 
the city. 

The request from the mayor was for 
310,000 more than the stated purchase 
cost, and that amount will be used for 
appraisals, title search and closing 
costs. 

The Finance Committee Monday 
also recommended adoption of a state 
statute that establishes a betterment 
district, and accepted a list of abut- 
ters to be assessed. Owners of about 
25 percent of the abutting parcels. 
have not agreed to the betterments 
although their agreement is not re- 
quired by law.

NEWTON — An invitation last 
Tuesday to striking Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital nurses from hospital ad- 
ministrators to hold talks “to help 
resolve the current strike” was block- 
ed by the Massachusetts Nursing 
Association (MNA) because hospital 
officials refused to seat them at such 
talks, said Richard Montalbano, 
assistant executive director of the 
hospital. 

Montalbano said this Tuesday that 
the invitation was sent to Janet Bar- 
ron, chairman of the Nurses Organiz- 
ing Committee, which he said was an 
ad hoc group. a 

Barron could not be reached fol 
comment. 

“We would have talked with anyone 
who came in,” Montalbano said. 
About half of the hospital’s 250 
regularly scheduled full time and 
part-time nurses went on strike May 
28 in an attempt to have the MNA 
recognized as their bargainin agent. 
The total of previously 465 nurses 
which reported to work at the hospital 
includes many who work sporadically 
or only a few hours a year, Mon- 
talbano said. 

The nurses voted for MNA 
representation Feb. 28 but the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
impounded the ballots after the 
hospital appealed the vote. Mon- 
talbano said Tuesday that NLRB of-

A serious accusation has been 
made, the chief said, adding the in- 
vestigation is a ‘top priority.” 

The South Middlesex Branch of the 
National Association for the Advance- 
nent of Colored People (NAACP) is 
supporting the Gomes’ complaint. 

In a statement about the incident, 
the NAACP said ‘‘We know this mat- 
ter is now being investigated by the 
Police Department. However, we 
have little confidence in a police 
department investigating itself. We 
demand that if the charge against the 
officer is substantiated that he be 
suspended from duty without pay for 
a reasonable time. This office of 
NAACP will support the Gomes fami- 
ly in any reasonable action they deem 


necessary to have this matter ad- 
judicated.”” 

Quinn said the alleged incident did 
not end in an arrest. The boys contend 
they were not asked to identify 
themselves although they attempted 
to explain the situation. 

The NAACP statement authorized 
by President Matthew Jefferson con- 
tends ‘‘the police officer was way out 
of line in the way he carried out his 
duty. He apparently had no reason to 
touch either of these young people.” 

“The consensus of most citizens of 
Newton is that we have a fine police 
department. Unfortunately, there is a 
growing record that shows that not all 
Newton police officers respect the 
rights and privileges of Black 
citizens. 

“If Black people of this city, as well 
as other cities, are expected to show

There is no ‘‘high 
risk” surgery being done, he said. He 
said surgery is performed five times 
daily, compared to the normal 25 
operations a day. 

Montalbano said patients are being 


referred to Waltham Hospital in 
Waltham, Glover Hospital in 
Needham, Morse Hospital in Natick 
and St. Elizabeth Hospital in 
Brighton. 

The offer to talk is ‘‘still on the 
table,’ Montalbano said. ‘Really, I 
believe the nurses still have to make 
the decision they want to resolve the 
strike or remain out.” 

He said there are no conditions the 
nurses have to meet to talk. ‘The 
hospital will welcome these people 
back with open arms tomorrow if they 
want to come back,” he contended. 
“There are no recriminations, no 
disciplinary action, nothing. Nobody 
will be fired.” 

He said the hospital appealed the 
nurses’ vote for MHA bargaining 
representation because it felt such a 
bargaining unit was “was inap- 
propriate.”

Newton seeks grant 
to train Asian refugees 


NEWTON — The School Dept. is ap- 
plying for a $77,000 federal grant to in- 
stitute an employment training pro- 
posal for 30-36 Indochinese refugees 
who recently settled in the Newton 
area. 
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School Committee members were 
presented with the proposal Monday 
night. It calls for a 30 week program 
from November to June to include 430 
hours of ESL-bilingual, 90 hours of ex- 
ploratory experiences and 450 hours 
of intensive vocational training in the 
participant’s choice of 44 programs 
available at Newton North High 
School. 


The proposal is a cooperative effort 
of the department, Newton Area 
CETA, Newton's Office on Southeast 
Asians, Friends of the Southeast 
Asians, churches and_ sponsoring 
families. 


In other business, Committee 
members were informed that con- 
solidation plans are going well for the 
closing of the Carr and Davis Schools. 

Principals for the two schools and 
the four receiving schools, Franklin, 
Burr, Lincoln-Eliot, and Horace- 
Mann said they had worked well 
together and addressed all the details. 


In addition, the committee received 
a letter from Police Lt. Charles 
Feeley that the Dept. had completed 
its safety walks to orientate those 
students changing schools to their 
new routes. 

Members also discussed the 
philosophy of ‘he. Newton Advanced 
Challenge materials, a program 
designed to give the system's most 
academically talented children the 
opportunity to explore their intellec- 
tual capacities, 

Plans for the program began three 
years ago and parts of it will be in- 
stituted in the next school year. 
Teachers from all areas of the system 
took part in deeloping new courses 
and curricula. 

Administration assistants said they 
hoped to involve university personnel 
and high technology professionals in a 
mentor type with the program's 
students.

NEWTON — A Planning Depart- 
ment study is underway that could 
provide the city with a method for 
regulating religious and educational 
developments. 

Both categories of development are 
exempt from usual zoning ordinances 
by state law. Local officials can im- 
pose reasonable restrictions but can- 
not deny requests for site plan ap- 
proval. 

The special provision in state law 
has been a concern to Newton 
aldermen because they are powerless 
to deny requests despite sigmificant 
neighborhood opposition in some 
cases. 

This week the Board of Aldermen 
approved a site plan for a nursery 
school in Newton Centre although 
neighbors and some aldermen 
thought the location was very inap- 
propriate. 

Pending is a request to build a 
church and assembly hall on Dudley 
Road for 400 persons, with parking 
facilities for 114 vehicles, and there is 
algo raajor Opposition to that pro- 


posal. 
The City of Cambridge recently ob- 
tained approval from the etate 





Legislature to impose additional 
regulations on educational and 
religious uses. The city can bar those 
uses in certain districts. 

Although Cambridge has a problem 
with institutional uses encroaching on 
housing, and a shrinking tax base, 
Alderman Edward Richmond has 
proposed similar legislation for 
Newton.

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Line crossed 
by MacKenzie 


Let Ronald MacKenzie's sad experience 
be a reminder of the temptations that go 
with election to state office if you are look- 
ing toward a political future. 

MacKenzie is an attractive, intelligent 
Lexington resident who held a State Senate 
seat for several terms. He wound up in 
federal prison with Sen. Joseph DiCarlo, 
convicted of accepting cash payments to 
alter a legislative report in favor of a con- 
tractor. Of all those who have paraded 
before the Special Commission concerning 
State and County Buildings, MacKenzie 
rates sympathy. 

MacKenzie was more candid than his 
colleague. In consequence, what he told 
the commission is far more revealing as 
an indictment of the system. The former 
senator already had paid the price in a jail 
term, wreckage of his public career and 
family embarrassment. 

Now, without excusing his actions, he 
has given guidance to those trying to 
reduce corruption in Massachusetts. 

“T predict,’’ MacKenzie said in his open- 
ing statement on an initial appearance, 
“that unless the important remedial 
legislation proposed by this commission is 
combined with a comprehensive plan for 
the public financing of political cam- 
paigns, your successors will be here 10 or 
15 years hence attempting to remedy new 
ills produced in large measure by the same 
old causes.” 

Earlier, William B. Massielo, self-styled 
payoff man on state contracts, told the 
commission ‘‘I simply operated within the 
system that was in_ existence in 
Massachusetts .. .” 

As a_ senator, MacKenzie quickly 
established himself by extensive consti- 
tuent assistance and sponsoring bills that 
got through to enactment despite his 
minority party status. He was maintaining 
himself with a modest legislative salary 
and a _ none-too-profitable insurance 
business. 

His business suffered, he said, as State 
House duties mounted. He found an ‘‘ongo- 
ing necessity” to engage in political fund- 
raising. Any number of lawmakers have 
told the same stories in visits to the 
newspaper. 

Initially, MacKenzie got involved to help 
a key contact for the MBM firm who was a 
personal friend and contributor to his cam- 
paigns. 

Friendship was “used to keep my 
defense mechanism inoperative until I had 
crossed the line that separates normal con- 
stituent assistance from improper con- 
duct,’’ he stated. 

A new legislator goes into Beacon Hill 
with shining ideals, set to ride a white 
charger in improving the world. He soon 
finds himself subjected to all kinds of 
pressure which, unless he is an out-and-out 
maverick, rests on personal accommoda- 
tion and an exchange of favors for good or 
evil. 

Lots of money is floating around. Wining 
and dining and other forms of entertain- 
ment are used to influence the members. 
Money changes hands under the table. 
Some succumb, as in MacKenzie’s case. 
Maybe public financing will help, but it’s 
only part of the job. 

Let’s get to the corruptors, too.

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Social Security discriminates against women

WASHINGTON, D.v. — A task force set up by the 
House Aging Committee, on which I serve, recently 
completed a study proving that the Social Security 
system discriminates against women in a number 
of areas. 

For instance, couples in which both spouses work 
may receive less retirement benefits than couples 
in which only the husband works, even if the total 
earnings of the two couples are identical. 

Divorced or widowed women face even more 
severe inequities. When a marriage lasts for less 
than 10 years, a woman homemaker does not 
qualify for any benefits. 

These inequities go on and on. 

I have joined with other members of the Aging 
Committee in introducing a package of bills design- 
ed to equalize opportunities for both men and 
women in Social Security. 

These bills recognize the economic contributions 
of the homemaker as well as those of the working 
woman. 

Two of the bills would establish an ‘earnings 
sharing” approach to the allocation of Social 


Security benefits and credits, to provide equal 
benefits for husband and wife. Other benefits ad- 
dress specific gaps in current coverage and would 
protect women who suddenly find themselves 
divorced or widowed. 

Ata time when 50 percent of all women are in the 
work force, the outmoded, sexist provisions of the 


Running mate woes for Ron

LOS ANGELES (NEA) — Ronald 
Reagan’s key aides here conceed their 
candidate is facing a major problem 
over his choice of a running mate. 
What’s worse, none of them has yet been 
able to figure a way out of this bind. 

Nearly everyone in the Reagan 
camp agrees that the strongest running 
mate for the former California governor 
would be Sen. Howard Baker of Ten- 
nessee. They think the Senate minority 
leader would serve as a link to the more 
moderate elements of the party, would 
likely prevent Reagan from losing many 
votes to independent candidate John 
Anderson and would make an excellent 
showing in debates with Vice President 
Walter Mondale. 

But if Reagan chooses Baker, he will 
break a direct promise to a major 
special interest, thus casting himself as 
a candidate who breaks his solemn word 
when doing so becomes politically expe- 
dient. 

Reagan has said that his running 
mate must share his views on all major 
issues. Baker and Reagan have differed 
on such major issues as the Panama 
Canal treaty, but that is considered past 
history by the Reagan camp. They now 
pronounce Baker sufficiently in agree- 
ment with Reagan on most of the issues. 

But there is one big exception: abor- 
tion. 

Reagan has long been on record as 
opposing abortion. He received much 
support in the primaries from right-to- 
life groups, which see him as the only 
major presidential candidate with a 
steady anti-abortion record.

Asbestos in Schools 

For years, asbestos was sprayed on walls and 
ceilings in schools as a safeguard against fire. 

Today, we know that it is a cancer-causing agent 
that represents a tremendous threat to the health of 
our children. 

It is estimated that 10 percent of Massachusetts’ 
schools still contain this deadly carcinogen. 

I have supported the Asbestos School Hazard Act. 
This bill, which would supply grants and loans to 
local governments, was recently approved by both 
the House and the Senate. 

It is expected that President Carter will sign the 
measure into law within the next few days. 


Medical Records 

In 1977, a presidentially appointed commission on 
privacy found that medical records are much more 
widely circulated than many patients imagine. 

This commission found that there have been 
many instances of abuse, errors, and offhand obser- 
vations by doctors that can haunt a person for a 
lifetime. 

This misinformation can affect whether an in- 
dividual is hired, promoted, insured, or licensed to 
practice. 

To address this problem, my subcommittee on in- 
dividual rights has written the Privacy of Medical 
Information Act. This bill would permit individuals 
to examine and correct their medical records. It 
would also close these records to employers and in- 





surers unless they have permission from the in- 
dividual to see them. 

Our subcommittee completed its work, and the 
measure was recently approved by the full Govern- 
ment Operations Committee. Other committee ac- 
tion is required, but I am confident we can pass this 
important piece of privacy legislation in the present 
Congress. 

As the president has noted, there is tremendous 
potential for abuse of privacy in modern informa- 
tion practices and facilities. This legislation will 
provide much-needed protection in the area of 
medical records. 

Handgun Control 

Last year a total of 8124 people died needlessly 
because of America’s failure to adequately control 
the sale and possession of handguns. For years, 
public opinion polls have shown that the vast ma- 
jority of Americans wants an end to this carnage, 
and favor stricter handgun control. ; 

However, the powerful gun lobby here in 
Washington has worked its will against the will of 
the American people. 

I have continually asked the chairman of the- 
Judiciary Committee, Peter Rodino (D-NJ), to 
schedule hearings on the Kennedy Handgun Control 
bill which the chairman and I have co-sponsored. 

This week I was notified by Chairman Rodino 
that he intends to schedule a hearing shortly. This is 
only a first step, but it is an encouraging one. 
..Congressman Drinan represents the Fourth Con- 
gressional District, which includes Newton. 


Reagan named the Panama Canal and a 
Kemp-Roth type of sweeping tax cut. 
But on abortion, he inisted that “it would 
be very hard for me to accept (a pro- 
abortion running mate) because I feel 
that we are talking about the taking of a 
human life.” 

So, a classic no-win situation has 
arisen: Choosing Baker would break a 
direct promise. But not choosing Baker 
because of the abortion issue would 
brand Reagan as a zealot, or at least as 
being so dogmatic that all the old ques- 
tions of whether he has the mind set to be 
president will be raised again. 

Reagan's staff is trying to work him 
out of the bind. To start with, they got 
Baker to say publicly that he is not very 
interested in being vice president and 
that he does not expect to be. Thus, if 
Reagan has to pass him up, the excuse 
can be made that it was because Baker 
preferred to stay in the Senate. 

In addition, Reagan pollster Richard 
Wirthlin has begun a national poll asking 
Republicans who they prefer as their 
party’s vice presidential candidate. If 
Baker is the top choice - and many in the 
Reagan camp believe, or at least hope 
fervently, that he will be - Reagan can 
choose Baker on the basis that it is the 
will of the party. 

Reagan insiders say that if the poll 
does not show overwhelming support of 
Baker for the No. 2 spot, the likely choice 
will be the man likely to cost Reagan the 
least politically. Their current thinking 
is that Indiana Sen. Richard Lugar fits 
this bill. 


Meanwhile, the Reagan camp is trying 
to broaden its base among all elements 
of the Republican Party. 

In recent days, Stuart Spencer and 


Those same groups consider Baker 
to be one of the Senate’s strongest sup- 
porters of abortion. They calculate that 
he has taken the pro-abortion side 27 
times in 28 key Senate votes on the issue 
since 1973.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jimmy 
Carter's methodical march to the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
was a mixture of smart political 
strategy, willing surrogates and pure 
luck. 

In 1976, he spent more than two years 
doggedly stumping the country to beat a 
pack of better-known contenders, winn- 
ing the nomination with home-grown 
Georgia advisers too naive to know it 
could not be done. 

In 1980, Carter gave himself a Rose 
Garden — the same one he accused 
Gerald Ford of being too fond of in 1976. 
What with Iran, and then Afghanistan, 
he said, he just couldn't leave the White 
House. A veteran party politician was 
tapped to run the campaign that never 
was. 

Summer 1979 was bleak for White 
House staffers. “The Boss" faced 
political extinction. 

First came the mysterious cancella- 
tion of a scheduled energy address to the 
nation, the 10-day domestic summit at 
Camp David, and then Carter's Oval Of- 
fice speech about ‘national malaise.” 

Whatever momentum Carter created 
was lost in the confusion of his Cabinet 
shake-up. Six departments had new top 
officers, and the country was uncertain 
about its leadership. 

Polls showed Sen. Edward Kennedy 
could have the nomination for the ask- 
ing. And some members of Congress 
were asking — wanting a strong con- 
tender to head the ticket. 

Jimmy Carter is a fighter. 

“T’ll whip his ass," Carter told surpris- 
ed congressmen at a White House din- 
ner. He knew the message would reach 
the news media. His aides gladly con- 
firmed it.

NEWTON — The Planning Depart- 
ment is seeking local funding for the 
final design of six intersections to be 
reconstructed with an estimated §1 
million in state and federal funds. 

If the $15,000 request for design 
work is approved, construction will go 
out to bid in August. 

The proposed appropriation, plus 
$12,000 in federal Community 
Development funds, will boost the 
design budget from $30,000 to $57,000. 
Community Development funds will 
be used to complete the designs for 
the Washington Street-Centre Street 
and Centre Street-Centre Avenue 
locations. 

The local share is required to com- 
plete the design for two locations on 
Commonwealth Avenue at Centre and 
Washington Streets as well as the 
Centre Street-Walnut Street intersec- 
tion. The intersection of Centre and 
Beacon Streets is the sixth Urban 
Systems Project location. 

The Public Works Department has 
requested an Urban Systems project 
for the entire length of Com- 
monwealth Avenue and the two in- 
tersections on that street scheduled 
for traffic improvements will become 
models for further work. 

The city is also trying to accelerate 
its state-aided highway reconstruc- 
tion program. 


The reconstruction of the re- 
mainder of Crafts Street will begin in 
June, and thé reconstruction of 
Chestnut Street (Beacon Street to 
Route 9) will begin later this summer.

More that $1.1 million in state-aid 
funds will be expended but the state 
program is funded on a reimbursable 
basis. 

During the Waltham and Crafts 
Streets projects city appropriations 
were necessary because the project 
required local matching funds. The 
criteria of the progran has changed 
and a local match is no longer re- 
quired but there is a delay before 
reimbursement and the Public Works 
Department 0 is seeking a $100,000 ap- 
propriation, most of which will be 
reimbursed. 

Safety improvements to eight in- 
tersections are being hampered by 
local problems. The authorized Board 
of Aldermen the improvements dur- 
ing recent years but they have not yet 
been funded. 

Several of the projects, including 
three intersections on Commonwealth 
Avenue, will be incorporated into 
street reconstructicn projects. 

Of the remaining eight intersec- 
tions, the Public Works Department 
only has enough noney, about $45,000, 
for four locationo. The projects can- 
not get underway by the end of the 
fiscal year and the department is ask- 
ing for an appropriation in that 
amount to the next fiscal year budget, 
to be offset by a turnback at the end of 
this fiscal year.

Mofenson would shift the emphasis 
from defense spending to various 
assistance programs. 

Frank said he has proved he can 
work to cut waste in government in 
the state Legislature with bills for 
MBTA and civil service reform, and 
he would cut the MX Missile program, 
increase maritime subsidies, and 
eliminate waterworks projects. 

On the national health care ques- 
tion, Shaffer did not support an across 
the board plan, but did support 
catastrophic health insurance, and 
said the country must provide for the 
8 percent of the population without in- 
surance. 

Jones said the responsibility for 
health insurance lies with the states 
and not with the federal government. 

Candidates differed on how much 
the campaign will cost. Estimates

The decline 
and fall of 
Edward Kennedy 


By DEAN REYNOLDS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— ‘We will have plenty 
of time after June 3 to 
look at our mistakes, 
what we might have 
done differently.”” That 
is Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy's standard answer 
to the question: 

“How could you have 
fallen so fast, so quick- 
ly?” 

It is a question Ken- 
nedy has faced for seven 
months. And, now that 
President Carter has 
enough delegates to win 
a first ballot nomina- 
tion, it is worthwhile to 
look at the reasons for 
Kennedy’s defeat. 





First, it should be 
recognized the polls 
were wrong. They show- 
ed Kennedy defeating 
Carter by nearly a 2-1 
margin before he an- 
nounced his candidacy 
Nov. 7. It is now ap- 
parent Kennedy was 
sole beneficiary of anti- 
Carter sentiment, and 
since he was the only 
alternative, he got all 


the support. 
The media and, more 
importantly, Kennedy 


and his advisers, were 
beguiled by the sampl- 
ings. They assumed peo- 
ple favored Kennedy 
more than they disliked 
Carter. 

The misconceptions 
about Kennedy’s appeal 
led to other mistakes. 

The campaign adver- 
tising, which came 
along later, reflected 
the idea that people 
knew and liked Ken- 
nedy, leading to a kind 
of campaign “holding 
pattern” in which a dif- 
fident candidate sought 
to offend no one. 

This led to another 
major mistake. 





Kennedy started his 
campaign like a man 
certain to face a 
Republican challenger 
in. November. His 
speeches were bland, 
failed to put distance 
between himself and 
Carter, and did not ar- 
ticulate reasons for run- 
ning, other than to point 
to the economy — a sub- 


ject even some 
economists cannot 
grasp. 


The Roger Mudd in- 
terview on CBS three 
days before his an- 
nouncement underlined 
the problem in red ink. 

Why, voters conclud- 
ed after seeing the 
show, should we choose 
someone who seems no 
different than the man 
we already have? 

Kennedy sought to 
change the perception 
with his Jan. 28 speech 
on the issues at 
Georgetown University, 
but by then events, his 
past, and his own 
recklessness filled the 
identity vacuum with 
negatives. 





Negative No. 1 was 
Chappaquiddick. The 
campaign braintrust 
underestimated its im- 
pact and Kennedy 
himself rejected advice 
to confront it at the 
outset. He said he would 
take all questions, but 
never made the first 
move. 

Instead, the issue was 
left to fester in innuendo 
and purported exposes 
that oozed through 
November, December 
and January. To this 
was added Carter's 
statement about how he 
tended not to “‘panic”’ at 
critical times.

Kennedy was unable 
to surmount the issue. 
Just last week, in the 
seventh month of his 
candidacy, a roadside 
“Remember Mary Jo” 
sign greeted his motor- 
cade in Helena, Mont. 

Chappaquiddick, 
however, fit into a 
larger, less readily 
definable category. 





Negative No. 2: 
Character. 

The tragedy on Cape 
Cod in July 1969 remind- 
ed voters of more than 
just the death of one 
young woman. It 
pointed up Kennedy’s 
perceived shortcomings 
asaman. 

Carter and his adver- 
tising friends were only 
too happy to zero in on 
this. The ad campaign 
devastated and embit- 
tered Kennedy. On radio 
one heard a voice extoll- 
ing Carter as ‘Presi- 
dent. Husband. Father. 
He Does all three jobs 
with distinction.” 

On television, regular 
Main Street Americans 
were seen expressing 
doubts about Kennedy, 
saying they did not trust 

im 


And there was Joan. 

Joan Bennett Ken- 
nedy, a strikingly pretty 
and friendly woman 
who has just acquired a 
Masters degree in 
music education, has 
suffered from 
alcoholism. It is widely 
perceived, although 
denied by the Kennedys, 
that they separated 
after 22 years because 
of Kennedy’s alleged ex- 
tramarital affairs and 
her drinking. The first 
reason is conjecture, the 
second fact. 

She campaigned 
regularly and expressed 
confidence in her hus- 
band. Audiences were 
sympathetic. But why? 
Because she had over- 
come alcoholism — and 
apparently her hus- 
band’s behavior. 


Negative No. 3: Iran. 

Kennedy, an old 
political pro, committed 
a classic blunder when 
he criticized the shah in 
December. He injected 
himself into an issue 
that might have sunk 
the president had it not 
been for Kennedy’s ill 
advised comments. 

When, on Dec. 2, he 
told San Francisco 
television station KRON 
that the shah had run 
“one of the most violent 


regimes in the history of 
mankind” and had 
stollen “umpteen 


billions of dollars from 
his country,” Kennedy 
appeared to be siding 
with the  anti-shah 
revolutionaries holding 
53 Americans hostage in 
Teheran. 

Whether right or 
wrong, Kennedy’s com- 
ments were incredibly 
ill-timed. Outraged by 
the U.S. Embassy 
takeover, Americans 
unleashed their pent up 
fury on Kennedy. He 
never was able to dig 
out of that hole. 

This week in San Jose, 
Calif., he still was defen- 
ding himself. 





Negative No. 4 in- 
cludes Kennedy's per- 
formance as a can- 
didate and the media's 
portrayal of that 
performance. 

Kennedy is known to 
believe that there will 
be many second 
thoughts about how his 
candidacy was covered 
when the year is over.

HARTFORD, Conn. 
(UPI) — Convicted tax 
rebel Irwin A. Schiff 
could face up to two 
years in prison at his 
scheduled June 20 
sentencing for willful 
failure to file federal in- 
come tax returns in 1974 
and 1975. 

Chief U.S. District 
Court Judge T. Emmet 
Clarie Monday set the 
sentencing date.

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‘Worcester’ tornado, one of worst in U. S. history 


1953 tornado 
not the first in 
New England 


WORCESTER, Mass. (UPI) — Anybody who 
thinks tornadoes don't happen in New England 


wasn’t around 27 years ago when a twister swept , 


through central Massachusetts leaving 93 dead, 
more than 1,500 injured, and property damage well 
over $50 million. 

The “Worcester” tornado actually began in 
Petersham, June 9, 1953 at about 4:25 p.m., and 


wove a 46-mile path of destruction through Barre © 


and Rutland, and Shrewsbury in a little more than 
an hour. 

It was one of the worst tornadoes in New England 
and one of the most damaging in the United States. 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower declared the 
region a disaster area. 

Mr. and Mrs. GeorgeJones of Petersham were 
among the first to see the huge black funnel sweep- 
ing towards their home. They took refuge in the 
cellar where they heard their barn being ripped 
from its foundation. 

Animals, roofs, clothing and even a car whistled 
through the air in a terror-filled variation of the 
benign tornado of “The Wizard of Oz.”” 

Workers at the Diamond Watch Co. in Worcester 
reported seeing an auto sail over an eight-foot fence 
aud land upside down on the Assumption College 
awn, 

The winds pulled things from their places and 
scattered over most of the state. A dress from a 
Worcester shop window was carried 45 miles to the 
east, landing on a lawn in a Boston suburb. 

Some debris landed by the sea in Wollaston, and a 
bundle of shingles from a Worcester lumber yard 
landed in a Boston driveway. Flying debris 
decapitated a Shrewsbury woman. 

A priest and three nuns were killed at Assumption 
College when the wind cracked a spire. A bus over- 
turned, killing one passenger and injuring others. 
Elderly pensioners at a Worcester farm home were 
killed when the walls collapsed. 

The 1953 tornado was not the first to strike New 
England. The second worst twister recorded in New 
England killed 34 people in Wallingford, Conn., on 
August 9, 1878,

Diane Guglielmo of Connecticut 


This rookie

FARMINGTON, Conn. (UPI) — Diane Guglielmo’s 
boss says Connecticut's first professionally trained 
female firefighter takes ‘‘a lot of harassment” and 
ribbing from her male colleagues. 

But Gregory N. Metcalf said Monday the teasing 
and taunting is because Mrs. Guglielmo is “the 
rookie" — not because she’s a woman. 

“In fire departments there’s always a lot of 
harassment of the rookie,” he said. “I don’t think 
what Diane's getting is any different. By and large 
it's been the rookie type of stunts.” 

And the 22-year-old woman pacesetter said the 
toughest part of her job as a firefighter at the 
University of Connecticut Health Center is finding 
clothes and boots that fit. 

Metcalf said he and Mrs. Guglielmo ‘‘spent a lot 
of time working on how she'd deal with the male- 
female thing" once she joined the department om 
April. 

st was ready to fight the battle for equality,” said 
Metcalf, the center's public safety director. ‘‘But I 
thought it was going to be a lot tougher.”” 

As an example, Metcalf relates how her co- 
workers reacted when Mrs. Guglielmo got a fire 
truck stuck in mud. 

“Naturally,” said Metcalf, ‘The inclination was 
‘What's the matter, Diane, can’t you drive it?’ But 
you see, that’s ‘cause she's the new kid, not ‘cause 
she's a woman.” 

Mrs, Guglielmo, of Glastonbury, was the first 
women to graduate from the New Haven Fire 
Training School. Two other women who began the 
six-week course with her in March dropped out. 

Mrs. Guglielmo is also believed to be the first full- 
time paid female firefighter in Connecticut. 

But she viewed her achievement more as a per- 
sonal victory than as a milestone along the road to 
equal rights. 

“T believe in women’s rights," said Mrs, 
Guglielmo, ‘‘but what's important is that I’m not 
trying to prove a point. This is something I’ve 
always wanted to do.” 

“It's something T’'ve wanted ever since I can 
remember," she said, ‘even though everybody told 
me to forget it.”

Taking 
care of 


power 
pliances 


Most small 
household electrical 
appliances are sim- 
ple devices, in- 
geniously put 
together. They con- 
sist of a switch, a 
motor, a set of gears 
and possibly a 
heating element. All 
appliances, not in- 
cluding radios and 
TV sets, fall into one 
of three categories: 
Those which have 
heating _ elements, 
those which have a 
cooling system and 
those with neither of 
these. 

By and large, these 
appliances are pretty 
reliable. One reason 
is that we really don’t 
use most of them 
very much. You may 
use a shoe polisher 
for a 10-minute 
period twice a week, 
which adds up to less 
than 15 hours of use a 
year. If you put more 
than 20 hours of use 
on an electric knife in 
a year, you are 
unusual. 

Another reason for 
reliability is the 
simplicity of the 
parts. Must  ap- 
pliances have only a 
few parts and these, 
with slight variations 
from unit to unit, 
have been used 
millions of times, so 
manufacturers have 
the advantage of a 
vast background of 
experience to draw 
on in building them. 

The great majority 
of appliance failures 
occur in power cords, 
switches and in parts 
which collect dirt and 
debris (crumbs col- 
lecting in toaster 
parts, for example), 
unless the appliance 
is mistreated in some 
fashion. Thus, if you 
know how to replace 
a power cord and 
know how and when 
to clean those ap- 
pliances which need 
it, you will have solv- 
ed a fair number of 
your appliance pro- 
blems. 

If a breakdown oc- 
curs in a switch, a 
heating element or a 
motor, you may be 
able to repair the pre- 
sent part — but the 
odds are much better 
that the part will 
have to be replaced. 
To find a replace- 
ment part, you must 
contact the manufac- 
turer or one of its ser- 
vice centers, supply- 
ing all model and 
part numbers. Parts 
which fit one maker’s 
appliances _ almost 
never fit another 
brand. In fact, in 
most cases parts are 
not interchangeable 
between different 
models by the same 
maker. 

Does it pay to 
repair the appliance? 
You can spend a lot of 
time and money for 
letters, phone calls 
and travel to service 
centers. In addition, 
you must pay for the 
teplacement _ parts, 
and they can be ex- 
pensive. All of this 
raises the question of 
whether or not it 
makes economic 
sense to repair an ap- 
pliance, either by 
yourself or through a 
service center.

A spokesman for Rep. David 
Mofenson of Newton at his head- 
quarters didn’t even bother to ask the 
candidate.

NEWTON — The Land Use Com- 
mittee Tuesday asked for a number of 
concessions in exchange for permis- 
sion to construct 42 condominiums on 
Kenrick Street and Algonquin Road.

Alderman Lisle Baker asked 
representatives of Barkan Proper- 
ties, the developer, to move the 25 
units on Kenrick Street, and the 17 
units on Algonquin Road, closer to the 
roadways to make more room for the 
golf course. 

On both roadways the proposed 
housing will be within a chip shot of 


the fairways. Not only will the reloca- 
tion lessen the danger of flying golf 
balls, Baker said, but will increase 
par from 69 to 70, and increase the 
chances the course will be a financial 
success. 


Alderman Susan Schur thought the 
1.5 spaces per unit required by city or- 
dinance may not be enough in a lux- 
ury development. Developers will try 
to include an unspecified number of 
additional spaces. 


The request for immediate repair of 
a stockade fence along Algonquin 
Road, and its maintenance construc- 
tion was during unacceptable to Atty.

Hospitals using sales promotions

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
A lot of hospitals are 
hurting for patients. 

If you try to get a bed 
in a_ big teaching 
hospital you may be put 
on a wait list. So you 
find it hard to believe. 

But it is small 
hospitals, 250 beds or 
fewer, that have empty 
beds. They lack the link 
teaching hospitals have 
with big university 
medical centers. They 
are endangered by their 
smallness and more 
limited facilities, 

Healthcare industry 
leaders predict 15 to 20 
percent of the nation’s 
hospitals — mostly 
smaller ones — may be 
forced to close during 
the 1980s. 

Hospitals need an oc- 
cupancy rate of at least 
80 percent. But the 
average occupancy rate 
now is 72 percent. It is 
not profitable. 

There is the cost of 


Hospitals also are 
hurt by the fact that the 
average patient stay is 
one day less than it was 
10 years ago. That 
deprives a hospital of 
one day’s income it 
could count on in the 
past. Bills are 
calculated on the 
number of days spent. 
The average cost of a 
day now is $230. 

So the hurting 
hospitals are turning to 
marketing or sales 
techniques to get 
customers for services 
to meet needs of people 
in their neighborhoods. 

Healthcare 
economists say it is 
smaller hospitals suffer- 
ing the biggest financial 
headaches that lead the 
turn to innovative 
programs. 

The American 
Hospital Association is 
encouraging these 
efforts. 

“For years," said 
AHA President Alex 
McMahon, “‘hospitals 
have been securing the 
latest medical 
technology to help the 


“That requires two- 
way commmunications 
and marketing. I’m all 
for it.” 

While most of the na- 
tion’s 6000 hospitals are 
the small type that are 
leading the move to 


marketing or sales 
techniques, big ones 
also are turning to such 
programs. 


Some have set up 
“wellness centers’ — 
outreach facilities that, 
for a fee, help people to 
quit smoking, lose 
weight, overcome 
stress, stay fit. 

For senior citizens, 
some hospitals offer 
courses in cooking, pre- 
retirement planning and 
where to get help. There 
also are tests of vision, 
hearing, blood pressure. 

Still others offer 
health workshops and 
specific programs to 
meet needs of business 
- pre-employment 
physicals, for example. 


Some examples of 
“marketing” or sales 
pitches to attract 
hospital ‘‘customers”’: 


experiencing 
deteriorating job per- 
formance caused by 
personal or medical 
problems. 

—In Baltimore, Johns 
Hopkins Hospital runs 
courses for doctors from 
Dupont and Allied 
Chemical.

Businesses and 
municipal organizations 
are taught how to deal

CLEVELAND (UPI) — Standard Oil 

Co. of Ohio hit customers with an 11- 
cent per gallon increase for gasoline 
today, although vast surpluses this 
month are expected to fuel competi- 
tion and drive pump prices down na- 
tionwide. 

The price increase that took effect 
at 12:01 a.m. covered only Ohio, 
where Sohio has 1,100 company- 
owned stations and 800 dealer-owned 
stations.

day because of what Sohio called ‘‘the 
imminent implementation of the 
Department of Energy’s proposed 
changes in the regulations affecting 
Alaskan North Slope crude oil costs, 
whlch are expected to be retroac- 
tive.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — American 
businesses, suddenly confronted with 
recession, have scaled down their 
plant and equipment spending plans 
for this year, a government survey 
showed today. 

According to a Commerce Depart- 
ment survey conducted in late April 
and May, the nation’s firms dint to in- 
crease their spending by only 9.9 per- 
cent in 1980 to §194.6 billion. 

Earlier this year, in February and 
March, an identical survey found 
American businesses were planning 
an 11.1 percent hike in spending to 
$196.8 billion. 

In other words. businesses have

million barrels a day in June. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
clear,” Lundberg said, ‘that rising 
petroleum prices have caused pro- .

King, meanwhile, said of the Sohio 
price hike, ‘The die is cast as far as 
the government regulations are con- 
cerned, and it is necessary for the 
company to move now in order to 
Tecover some of these increased 
costs.””

Say ex-assessors 


NEWTON — Three former 
assessors disagree with Assessor 
Harold J. Brady’s claim that little has 
been done to update property values 
in reccnt years, 

Brady recommended last week that 
the city hire a commercial appraisal 
firm to do a complete revaluation of 
city property at a cost of as much as 
$900,000. 

A revaluation by the firm of Cole, 
Layer and Trumble (CLT) completed 
is in 1975 is, for the most part, useless, 
Brady said. The study cost $345,000. 

Former Chief Assessor Leonard 
Aronson ‘now in the private sector, 
former assessor William Hen- 
drickson, assessor in Yarmouth, and 
former assessor Henry Bertelon, 
assessor in Milton, dispute a number 
of Brady's claims. 

All said property values have been 
updated and equalized in recent 
years, that Brady is underestimating 
the value of the CLT figures, and all 
said a complete revaluation is un- 


necessary and that the estimate of 
$900,000 is inflated. 

Grady, supported by state Bureau of 
Local Assessnent Chief Jane Malme, 
told aldermen there has little pro- 
gress eince been the city was ordered 
to revalue property at full and fair 
cash value in 1973 by Superior Court 
Judge Henry Chmielinski. 

The Bureau of Local Assessment 
has given the city about one week to 
submit a timetable for revaluation 
that is acceptable to the department. 
If the timetable doesn’t meet the state 
deadline for revaluation by 1982, 
Maime said, the state will hire an ap- 
praisal firm on behalf of the city and 
deduct the cost of the work from the 
city’s state reimbursement. 

Aronson was the city’s chief 
assessor between April, 1976 and 
September, 1979, and now heads his 
own firm in Brookline. He was replac- 
ed by Brady. 

Aronson said the court allowed the 
city four extensions to comply with 


revaluation because the city was 
making progress. Efforts to revalue 
property were monitored by John 
Crimmins, a court-appointed master. 

In September most property values 
had been equalized, Aronson said, and 
the city could almost have applied a 
factor to property values and com- 
plied with the state law. 

“The easiest thing to do is say the 
last administration, did a bum job,” 
Aronson said, ‘but it does bother me 
the city thinks it has to spend $1 
million (for revaluation).”” 

Aronson said property values could 
be brought up to full and fair cash 
value at a cost of $100,000 to $200,000. 
Several persons wouid have to be 
hired, including a draftsman. The 
program would take two years, and 
would only involve transferring cur- 
rent assessments to the CLT card 
system.

Chestnut Hill Country Club 
neighborhood plan approved 


NEWTON — The city Monday 
agreed to purchase some 71 acres of 
the Chestnut Hill Golf Course for 
$700,000. 

The action by the Board of 
Aldermen, coupled with approval of a 
42-unit townhouse development on the 
balance of the course, caps more than 
one year of effort to preserve the land 
as open space, 

After an unsuccessful proposal for 
highrise apartments, a group of 
neighbors purchased the club land at 
auction in April, 1979, for an initial 
payment of $50,000. 

During the intervenin9 year, the 
state Gffice of Environmental Affairs 
agreed to reimburse the city $125,000 
in federal funds toward purchase of 
the land as open space. The city's por- 
tion of the original 81-acre parcel will 
be used as a public 18-hole golf course. 

Alderman Lisle Baker was in- 
strumental in developing a better- 
ment district including nearby pro- 
perties that will generate $200,000 
over a 20-year period. 

And the Land Use Committee has 
held marathon sessions recently to 
draft conditions with Barkan Proper- 
ties, the developer, that are accep- 
table to neighbors. 

Support for the city purchase was 





unanimous’ as was the support for 
zone changes to allew the townhouse 
development. The board supported 
the needed special permits and site 
plan approvals to complete the pro- 
ject on 19-1 votes. 

The only dissenter was board Preoi- 
dent Matthew Jefferson who objected 
to the provision for low-income family 
housing included in the agreement 
with the developer. 

A city ordinance requires a 
developer to set aside 10 percent of his 
units for low-income housing in ex- 
change for a density bonus. 

In the case of the townhouse 
development, Barkan has agreed to 
provide four low-income family units; 
one on site, and three somewhere in 
the city. But the developer is allowed 
to substitute a low-income unit in the 
ward for the on-site unit. 

Jefferson said ‘‘The whole concept 
of low-income on the site is being 
destroyed.” Other developers have 
provided low-income family housing 
on the site, Jefferson said, but 
predicted low-income tenants would 
never live in the townhouses. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan said the 
initial townhouse proposal was for 60 
units, and that a low-income unit on 
the site would not be economical. 


For Joanne Lyons and Susan Lunin, 
both of Newton, costume designing 
has been quite an experience.

The Druker Co. of Boston has 
presented ‘, plans to city officials and 
residents for a major revitalization of 
Newton Corner which include the 
demolition of the Goren-Leeder pro- 
perties and a parking garage at the 
cost of $29 - $34 million. . . . City of- 
ficials say the revitalization project. 
will generate jobs, encourage private 
investment and provide elderly and 
middle income citizens with sorely 
needed housing. housing. The Druker 
plan includes construction of eight 
new buildings, including 325 units of 
elderly and middle income housing. 
The area involved in the project is 
east of the Paramount theater on 
Washington Street, going around the 
corner and involving both sides of 
Centre Street. Stressing the impor- 
tant location of the area, Newton Cor- 
ner Alderman Robert Gaynor said, 
“This is the best project to be under- 
taken by the city since I've been 
here.” Gaynor added, “I think the 
project will act as a catalyst for the 
remaning area.” Gaynor said the 
development project will mean a 
tremendous increase in economic 
vitality, noting that real estate values 
should increase considerably. Steve 
Gartrell, the Newton Planning

Corner, said the response to the pro- 
ject has generally been favorable. D 
“The only direct opposition I have run 
into is with tenants from the Goren- 
Leeder properties.” Gartrell said the 
project could mean 200 - 400 new jobs 
for Newton. 

Gartrell asserted that the project 
has started on a ‘‘positive note’ and 
praised Druker Co. for being sensitive 
to neighborhood concerns. 

Citing the decay in Newton Corner 
as a “‘disgrace ,” Mayor Theodore 
Mann said that the revitalization 
“potentially means many millions of 
dollars to residents of this county.” 

Mann said, ‘‘The future of the peo- 
ple and the lives of the people who live 
there are veryseriously threatened by 
the decay of the Newwton Corner pro- 
perties.’ 

Mann added that he has requested 
“maximum consideration’ be shown 
tenants of the Goren-Leeder proper- 
ties. 

“This should be a showcase for 
community involvemeng. It does not 
mean everybody will ggree, but it 
does mean the right to be heard will 
be observed.” 

Mann said the project will ‘‘act as a 
counterbalance to inflation’ and 
allow the city to provide many vital 
human service programs.8

Nurses’ 
strike 
settled 


The Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s 
nurses’ strike ended Monday evening 
with a tentative settlement reached 
between hospital administrators and 
the 380 striking nurses. According to 
Richard Montalbano, assistant ex- 
ecutive director of the hospital, both 
sides have agreed to abide by the 
decision of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board on whether or not the 
hospital should ‘recognize the 
Massachusetts Nurses Association as 
the bargaining agent for the Newton- 
Wellesley nurses, which has been the 
main issue in the labor dispute. 

Montalbano said both sides voted 
unanimously in favor of the agree- 
ment after meeting together. 


The nurses and hospital administra- 
tion met for the first time last Friday 
to discuss a settlement to the strike. 
The talks then were described as cor- 
dial and productive by Montalbano. 
Negotiations were deadlocked until 
then because the nurses wanted an 
MNA representative at the meetings, 
though the hospital refused. 


When hospital administrators 
agreed to have an MNA represen- 
tative present, nurses saw it as a vic- 
tory for them and interpreted it as 
hospital recognition of the MNA. Mon- 
talbano would not confirm this, say- 
ing that recognition was not an issue 
at Friday's meeting. According to the 
settlement agreement, duty on ‘as 
needed” basis was to begin calling 
nurses back to NWH_ beginning 
yesterday. The hospital opened its 
cardiac, intensive care, and pediatric 
units, which had been shut down since 
the strike began May 28, according to 
Montalbano. 


According to Montalbano, the issue 
of MNA recognition will rest until 
June 30. If the NLRB has not made a 
decision by then, conditional negotia- 
tions will begin, Montalbano said. But 
if the NLRB should later rule in favor 
of the hospital, then the contract will 
be null and new contract negotiations 
will then begin.

Does recycling save?

Recycling question of the week: Does recycling save energy? 


Yes, recycling saves energy, according to numerous studies made by 
both government agenices and private institutions. The energy savings of 
reycling in metropolitan areas such as this one has the potential of saving 
“226.5 trillion BTU's or 1.8 billion gallons of gasoline, enough to make 
Nearly 7 million trips a year from New York to San Francisco on the basis 


of 13.3 miles a gallon. “ 


Aluminum recycling shows the most dramatic energy savings. Recycl- 
ing aluminum requires about 5 percent of the energy needed to produce 
primary aluminum, an energy savings of 95 percent. Aluminum, 
however, represents a small percentage of waste from communities like 


Newton. 


Paper is the largest component of urban waste. Close to half our trash 
is paper. According to the National Association of Recycling Industries, 
the use of recycled fiber rather than virgin pulp in papermaking results in 
energy savings ranging from 60 to 70 percent. 

There is also energy savings in recycling glass and steel cans. It re- 
quires two to three times the energy to manufacture a steel product with 
virgin ore rather than with recycled scrap. And according to a 
spokesman from the Glass Container Corp. in Dayville, Conn., ‘‘the 
recycling of old glass reduces air pollution, saves fuel and prolongs fur- 


nace life.” 


Recycling our trash saves energy for several reasons, When materials 
are recycled, the energy expended in the initial extraction process is 
“reused” rather than duplicated in further extraction for new products. 

Furthermore, recycling is an industrial activity with markets close to 
the source of supply. Most paper and metals are collected and processed 
for recycling within short transportation distances from the consuming 
mills. Most virgin materials, however, are produced far from the final 
manufacturing facilities they serve. 

In Newton, we recycle only about 15 percent of the bottles, cans and 
paper that could potentially be recycled. 

In this era of energy shortages and high prices, we must strive to do 
better. Increased recycling is a simple first step.

Keep an eye 
on tax limits 


There is a clear recollection of benefits 
promised from Question No. 1 on the ballot 
in the 1978 state election. Property tax- 
payers were supposed to get a break from 
assessment classifications, a system that 
has been adopted. 

Unfortunately, it is still waiting to be im- 
plemented in most municipalities. That’s 
because fair market valuations, loosely 
defined as 100 percent, had to be estab- 
lished first. Progress toward full value has 
continued at a snail’s pace, as it has since 
the 1974 Sudbury landmark decision. 


More recent court orders haven't in- 
creased the pace notably. Older, congested 
cities with low assessments and high tax 
rates have been the most laggard. No ap- 
preciable benefits are apparent, therefore. 
Confusion and inequities still abound. 

This fall, the same arguments about 
relief will be advanced in behalf of ballot 
questions dealing with tax limits. The prin- 
cipal one is Proposition 2 %, which has 
been around quite some time in the after- 
math to California’s Proposition 13. 

Citizens for Limited Taxation, the spon- 
sor group, had no difficulty acquiring peti- 
tion names. Who can resist a chance for 
tax relief? The small print details of what 
is sought make it more complicated, rais- 
ing anumber of questions from skeptics. 

A principal one is how to effect the tax 
slash prescribed and maintain the level of 
services. The CLT plan would require 
gradual reduction of property taxes to 2 % 
percent of fair value. The limit could be 
raised by a two-thirds local vote in a 
general election. 

Take a municipality with a current 
valuation total of $700 million, averaging 
40 percent of real worth, and a budget of 
$50 million. Even with a doubling of the 
market value, the municipality would be 
looking at a budget limit of $35 million. 

Where to do the curtailment of services? 
Law enforcement, fire protection, 
garbage-rubbish collections and education 
would face cutbacks which doubters 
charge make it a “preposterous” 
measure. It is indeed if the proponents 
can’t come up with a rationale. 

The 2 ¥ is also to be applied as an annual 
cap on tax increase. School Committee 
autonomy would be wiped out and fire- 
police binding arbitration limited. Local 
revenue from excise taxes would be cut 
from $66 per thousand to $25. 

Public employees, understandably, are 
in the forefront in opposition, but there is a 
growing citizen awareness as the subject 
gets into serious discussion. 

Three other propositions to establish tax 
limits have surfaced. Two ways to achieve 
restraint are available, one by constitu- 
tional amendment in the Legislature and 
the other by voter mandate. The General 
Court has its own ideas on tax caps, so the 
avenue most likely to be effective has to be 
by referendum. 

Cities and towns will do well to under- 
take thorough inquiry. We strongly sug- 
gest open forum-type meetings sponsored 
by civic organizations like the League of 
Women Voters.

Gold watch time in Peking

There have been some amazing 
developments out of China in the few 
short years of its turnabout from 
xenophobic keeper of the ultra-radical 
communist faith to cooperative member 
of the world community. 

It has turned from reviling the in- 
dustrialists of the capitalist world to in- 
viting their business and advice. 

Instead of slamming its door on the 
outside world, it is now promoting itself 
as a tourist attraction. 

After decades of squaring off against 
the American paper dragon, it is now a 
virtual ally. 

An authoritarian society in which 
there is only one truth and that is the one 
laid down in Peking, it even briefly ex- 


perimented with semi-free speech. 

But the most amazing may be yet to 
come. 

Deng Xiaoping, the diminutive vice 
premier who is the political giant of the 
post-Mao regime, has repeated his inten- 
tion to retire from his government post 
shortly. To be sure, he will remain Com- 
munist Party vice chairman and thus in 
position to continue exercising real 
power. 

But even this job he intends to relin- 
quish by 1985. By that time, he an- 
ticipates he won't be functioning so ef- 
fectively and, as he recently told visiting 
American journalists, he wishes ‘‘to live 
alittle longer.” 

An attitude that many Western 
leaders, political and business, will find 
not the least bit inscrutable. Deng by 
then will be 81, so there is nothing 
unusual in thinking of retirement. 


Dukakis wants to

Former Governor Michael Dukakis was 
enormously invigorated by Bill 
Masiello's gratuitous praise of the in- 
tegrity of the Dukakis, administration, 
Says an associate. 


Quite unexpectedly, as he was winding 
up his testimony before the Ward cor- 
ruption commission, Masiello 
volunteered that to get contracts for his 
architectural firm, he could no longer 
grease palms under Dukakis as he had 
under Governors Sargent and Volpe. 


No sooner had this hit the papers than 
a “‘new influx” of support was registered 
for Dukakis. 


At this juncture, there’s no question 
Dukakis wants to return to office. 
Sources say the signs are all there: a 
careful cataloguing of everyone who has 
written him since he left office in 1977, 
people who are potential new activists in 
a campaign to regain the governorship: 
careful scouting of talent for a return to 
power. 


The marching orders, says this 


source, are “restraining till the next 
election,” i.e. low-key things till 1981. 
Dukakis won six years ago after two 
solid years of campaigning at first ‘“sot- 
to” voice and then all out. He lost a 
reelection bid because he took it for 
granted that his good works would shine 
so brightly, he didn’t need to hit the cam- 
paign trail as he had before. He remain- 
ed gubernatorial till it was too late. 

BY he won’t make that mistake 
again. 


However, despite wheeler-dealer 
Masiello’s imprimatur of respectability 
on his administration, as some 
observers say, it wasn’t all that lilly 
white. There were some campaign ir- 
regularities that came to light, but they 
were never developed into scandals. 


Sources say that the behind-the-scenes 
skirmishing among Massachusetts 
Republicans for delegates seats at the 
July GOP national convention would 
make one’s hair turn gray. 


Diehards in the defunct campaign of 
Cong. Phil Crane are maneuvering to get 
to the convention by becoming Reagan 
delegates.

But there definitely is so in the context 
of Communist leadership. In opting for 
voluntary withdrawal from the active 
exercise of supreme power, he has for all 
practical purposes no predecessors.

Everybody agrees that this is the 
strangest political year in memory, so 
maybe we shouldn't be surprised if the 
final winner of the White House proves to 
be— John Anderson. 

What will be surprising, though, is if 
he wins because he’s the only candidate 
who accentuates the positive while 
everyone else pounds away on the 
negative. 

Right now, it looks like Anderson is the 
only one who plans a positive campaign, 
one that tells the people what he’s for 
rather than who he’s against. Jimmy

In the midst of all that, anyone saying, 
“Yeah, okay— but what are you guys 
for?” is liable to be ignored. And, if so, a 
lot of people may turn to John Anderson 
who won't be wasting his time attacking 
Carter and Reagan, but will, instead 
spend his time presenting his view of 
where America should be headed. 

Maybe the arter people know that, and 
that’s why they're running a different 
sort of ‘negative campaign against 
Anderson already, reportedly budgeting 
more than $200,000 in legal efforts to 
knock Anderson off the ballot in major 
states. One such effort is underway in 
Massachusetts, where a legal challenge 
has been brought against the 100,000 
signatures collected to put Anderson on 


the Bay State ballot in November. 

Old pros in the Democratic party like 
Carter campaign Chairman Robert 
Strauss know that kind of thing can 
boomerang, can ‘‘make Anderson a 
martyr”, as Strauss put it. 

So, too, can a lot of negative advertis- 
ing this fall backfire on Reagan and 
Carter. As John Deardourff says, 
“There may be an opportunity for 
Anderson to say ‘All we're hearing from 
the other two candidates is how bad the 
other guy is— and I want to spend my 
time talking about what we can do’.”” 

Tf Anderson takes the high road, and 
Reagan and Carter the low, Anderson 
may be such a difference he might get 
himself elected.

Older parents are disinheriting their 
grown children these days for new motives, 
ones that are likely to increase because of 
current social changes. 

Jeffrey P. Rosenfeld, a sociologist at 
New York State’s Nassau Community Col- 
lege, reached that conclusion after study- 
ing the wills filed for probate between 1973 
and 1978 in Nassau County, a suburban 
area near New York City. 

The proportion of wills involving 
disinheritance was small — only 3.5 per- 
cent of the total. Some involved a pattern of 
motives that has been familiar throughout 
history: a desire to punish children for 


brink of a name-calling, mud-slinging 
“anti” campaign that may turn off the 
majority of the American people. 

If that happens, people might turn 
from Republican Reagan and Democrat 
Carter to Independent Anderson as a 
candidate with something positive to 
say. 

Campaign experts predict we're about 
to see one of the most “negative” 
presidential campaigns in our history, 
most of it played out in paid media. 

“Negative” advertising is a fairly new 
development. Coke never used to admit 
Pepsi existed; now, you can see Coke 
ads knocking Pepsi. Same thing with 
soap-suds; you not only learn that Duz 
does everything, you also hear that Wisk 
isn’t as good at anything. The style is not 
only to say your product is wonderful, 
but that the other guy's is no good. 

That's happening in politics too. ‘'I ex- 
pect this to be the most negative media 
year we've ever seen," says Jimmy 
Carter's pollster, Pat Caddell. ‘‘Politi- 
cians have seen that negative works, and 
most will have a go at it,” says 
Republican strategist John Deardourff. 

Sure, it’s fair game to point out a can- 
didates' mistakes, or inconsistent 
statements, or switches on a particular 
issue. But it’s something else just to belt 
him around because he happens to be 
running for the same job you want. 
That’s what seems in the offing between 
Carter and Reagan. 

Reagan's going to claim Jimmy 
Carter’s over his head and hasn't got 
what it takes to be President, and Carter 
is going to claim Reagan doesn’t know 
anything about foreign affairs and has 
domestic programs that are over- 
simplified and out of date.

longstanding differences. But a significant 
number of wills reflected a newer 
rationale. 

; Thirty-one percent of the disinheritances 
in the study were what Rosenfeld calls 
“benevolent.” The will-writers had been 
motivated at least in part by a feeling that 
other people needed the money more than 
their children did. 

One 79-year-old widow wrote, “I 
specifically have in mind but make no pro- 
vision for my son, Randolph, who has been 
amply provided for by me during my 
lifetime. I know my son will understand, 
but there is a friend of mine who could use 
the money more than he.” 

Almost half of the people in this category 
were living in retirement communities. 
Most of their legacies went to friends or 
neighbors in the same community, though 
one person willed a substantial legacy to a 
friend who was so ill he could not continue 
living there. 

Twenty-two percent of the 
disinheritances fell into a pattern that 
Rosenfeld calls ‘‘disinheritance by 
default,” because of the uninvolvement 
preceding it. Most of these parents had no 
current idea of where their children could 
be reached. 

Though this mode of disinheritance was 
not necessarily prompted by feuding, there 
was little or no evidence of an amicable 
relationship. Parents and children in this 
group had been out of touch for an average 
of eight years, and one mother had not seen 
her son for close to 17 years, 

Close to three-quarters of the parents in 
this group chad been living as “social 
isolates,” without meaningful ties to other 
people, or had been receiving long-term 
nursing care at the time they wrote their 
wills. Their beneficiaries tended to be 
friends they had met in their hospitals or 
nursing homes. Parents who disinherit 
seem to be older than parents who do not, 
Rosenfeld found. Of the will-writers in the 
study who bypassed family heirs, 63 per- 
cent were 75 or older,

Unobtrusively, he has aided other 
foreign-born students in their ad- 
justments to the United States, advis- 
ing them about course work, and, 
most recently, how to succeed at disco 
roller-skating. 

He has actively participated in the 
International Club. During the May 
Arts Festival dinner, he worked early 
to late, lending a help hand. 

He offered to act as an interpreter 
for a group of Mainland Chinese 
educators visiting our school, bridg- 


ing not only cultures, but political 
viewpoints.

Never before in the history of 
Newton South had a student arrived 
with no formal education.

It was a peaceful, slow-paced, 
agrarian way of life. She had never 
been to school, had never seen a traf- 
fic jam, ice-cream cone, Tv show or 
snow. 

Her life changed radically when 
Viet Cong soldiers overran her village 
and ordered her father to leave. When 
her father refused, she saw a soldier 
put a gun to his head and kill him. The 
family, mother, two older brothers, 
their wives and children; two 
youngers sisters and a younger 
brother, was forced to leave. Her two 
married sisters remained behind. 


For many weeks the family walked 
over treacherous terrain; exhaustion, 
hunger and fear of meeting Viet Cong 
or Communist soldiers plagued them. 

In the dark of night, they paddled 
across the Mekong River on a bamboo 
raft into Thailand and freedom. A 
refugee camp was their home for

void, he said. Montalbano added

He added that 
Statements such as,” We want 
Newton-Wellesley closed down 
forever,” were made.

GROTON, Conn. (UPI) — Frank Scheetz believes 
in striking while the iron is hot. 

The iron in question is the USS Nautilus, the 
world’s first atomic-powered submarine, which 
made history crossing beneath the geographical 
North Pole in 1957. 

Scheetz says the big sub already has been deac- 
tivated by the Navy and he says if it isn't brought 
back to Connecticut now, there’s no telling what 
will happen in the two years it may take to prepare 
its display site at Goss Cove. 

President Carter has approved returning the sub- 
marine to its birthplace here as a national monu- 
ment, but Scheetz says Carter left it to Navy 
Secretary Edward Hidalgo to give his final bless- 
ing. 

“Carter could be out of office by the end of the 
year. If that happens, we'd have to have all these 
stumps to dig all over again with the Republicans in 
there,"’ Sheetz said. 

The Nautilus is tied up at the Mare Island 
shipyard in California and that’s not doing Scheetz 
and people like former Gov. John N. Dempsey of 


back here, tie it up at the Croaker mooring, and 
weld her hatches shut so it’s secure. Then it will be 
so much easier to raise funds. People will be able to 
see something tangible,” he said. 

The Navy wants to maintain physical control of 
the submarine for a number of reasons, mainly 
security. Parts of the boat are still classified. It 
plans to keep two officers and a 22-member honor 
crew aboard at Goss Cove. 

Recently Sheetz pushed back the blue baseball 
cap with the yellow number 246 on the crown — the 
Croaker’s number — and explained to a visitor that 
an estimated 90,000 people visit the tourist attrac- 
tion annually, many of whom come from the 
historic Mystic Seaport nearby. Admission pro- 
ceeds are used for the Croaker's upkeep. 

The old sub’s popularity may fall off with the 
Nautilus’ arrival and Scheetz said, ‘If things get 
really rocky down here, the only thing I can do is 
petition the government to put the Croaker next to 
ne itn at the base. I need this like a hole in the

‘Porsche’ of the 
destroyer fleet 


AT SEA ABOARD THE USS MORISON (UPI) — 
For years, Larry J. Anders has wanted a Porsche 
—a fast, maneuverable sports car. 

Gazing to the horizon from the wrap-around 
bridge of the new guided missile frigate Samuel 
Eliot Morrison, the Navy captain now feels he has 
something even better: a sleek and powerful 
frigate, the newest of its kind. 

“This is the Porsche of the destroyer fleet,” he 
said. “I can’t believe I’m being paid for this ... The 
Navy ought to charge me for this experience.” 

Anders, 42, of Pasadena, Calif., is a 20-year Navy 
veteran. His previous command was the 
minesweeper Dominant. Now he is the pros ctive 
skipper of the 445-foot Morison, seventh of a new 
class of 54 computerized escort ships designed to 
clear sea lanes for convoys in wartime. 

It is so automated that under wartime steaming it 
can operate efficiently with just 22 of its 150-man 
crew on watch. Its two main gas-turbine engines 
can reach more than 30 knots. 

The ship, named for the late Harvard scholar, ad- 
mira), and Pulitzer-prize winning naval historian, 
underwent two days of rugged testing in the Gulf of 
Maine by men of the Bath Iron Works, shipbuilders 
for the Navy since 1890, 

Anders prowled the vessel, poking into every 
nook and cranny, asking knowledgable questions in 
a quiet, crisp way. , 

“We're going to have to learn to put this ship to its 
best advantage. We just know what she's designed 
to do and she meets the design criteria,” he said. 

He spoke of the Morison's vast technical capabili- 
ty and of the expertise of its basically hand-picked 
crew. “It gives you a good feeling inside if you to go 
out there and do your thing,” he said.

NEWTON — Water Commissioner 
Verne Porter wants to replace 23,000 
of the smaller water meters in the city 
at a cost of $1.8 million. 


Three-quarters of those meters are 
at least 20 years old and many are 40 
years old, he said. As the meters age, 
they measure less water, and the city 
looses revenue. 

The replacement, Porter says, even 
under current water rates, would 
result in an additional $170,000 an- 
nually in billings, and savings of 
$104,000. 

Although Porter said ‘This will pay 
for itself. This won't cost the city a 
cent” Alderman Paul Coletti said the 
overall replacement program is 
necessary because the meters were 
not maintained over the years. 

Coletti said the proper approach

may be to fix leaks that contribute to 
the loss of 30 percent of the water in 
the system. Porter said the leaks are 
important, but that faulty meters also 
account for the missing water. 


When Quincy switched to new 
meters compatible with a computer 
as Porter plans, a reorganization of 
the water department was necessary. 
The computer system is very com- 
plex, Alderman Richard McGrath 
said, and created some problems 
while solving others. 


Porter said the reorganization in 
Quincy was partly due to the new 
meters, but also because the depart- 
ment was “in shambles.” He also said 
the computer in Quincy does not have 
the capabilities of the Newton 
municipal computer.

NORFOLK, Va. (UPI) — The 
longtime, multi-million dollar 
cigarette smuggling route from 


Virginia and North Carolina to New 
York is on the verge of being nearly 
snuffed out, a New York official said 


Wednesday. 


Alf red Donati, director of special in- 
vestigations for the New York State 
Tax Department, said this week’s 
crackdown against two major smug- 
glers, coupled with a 1978 federal anti- 
bootlegging law, is driving many out 


of the trade. 


“The federal act scared off several 
bootleggers and what we did yester- 
day and the mopup operations under- 
way, will practically eliminate the 
cigarette bootlegging business in New 
York," he said in a telephone inter- 


view. 


New York and federal authorities 
Tuesday crushed two major cigarette 
smuggling rings that transported an 
estimated $15 ‘million worth of 
cigarettes the past four years from 
Virginia and North Carolina to New 


York. 


The crackdown was hailed as one of 
the biggest ever and was the result, in 
part, of a six-month, federal under- 
operation in

Chesapeake, Va. 


The federal bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms estimated the 
two outfits made up to $20,000 per 
week profit since 1976 while costing 
New York about $6.5 million in lost 


cigarette tax revenue. 


Federal indictments were brought 
against seven persons and officials 
said charges were pending against an 
undisclosed number of others from 
additionalbootlegging operations.

Smugglers have !ong been lured by 
the huge disparity in state cigarette 
taxes in Virginia and North Carolina, 
compared to New York — a difference 
they turned into quick cash. 

The state cigarette taxes in Virginia 
and North Carolina are the lowest in 
the nation, 2.5 cents and 2 cents, 
respectively. The levy is 15 cents in 
New York and 23 cents in New York 


Since the mid-1960s, smugglers 
have hauled cigarettes from Virginia 
and ‘‘arolina to New York, where they 
sold them for an estimated annual 
profit of $10 million to $20 million. 

Disjointed state efforts failed to 
place any real dent in the business but 
in 1978, at the urging of New York Tax 
Commissioner James Tully, Congress 
passed the Cigarette Contraband Act. 

The measure brought ATF into the 
business of investigating bootleggers 
and also stiffened fines and prison

Nolan Douglas, special agent in 
charge of ATF’s Virginia district, 
agreed with Donati that the bust will 
be a deterrent, but reserved judge-

“This will definitely put a crimp in- 
to the business, but it’s not going to 
take all the steam out of it,” he said. 
“I'm not sure whether it will stop 
some of the hard core.” 


Donati said since the act took effect 


last spring, New York has already 
noticed an impact. He said cigarette 
tax revenues have risen about 10 per- 
cent and attributed most of the rise to 
reduced smuggling.

GYPSY MOTHS 


by JOAN A. SIEGEL 


If the leaves on your trees nave holes, they may 
not be sick. More likely, they have been eaten by a 
Gypsy Moth caterpillar. These insects come out 
every year, but this season they seem particularly 
bad 


Eventually it will become a moth, but at its pre- 
sent stage, ‘the Gypsy Moth is a caterpillar,” 
states Mrs. Joan Irish, from Public Service In- 
formation at the Massachusetts Audobon Society. 
The caterpillar goes through four basic stages. 
From the end of August until the beginning of 
September the female lays several egg cases on 
various hard surfaces outdoors. These egg cases 
are a brown/tan color and suede looking. They are 
about the size of a quarter, but are oblong, not cir- 
cular. They stay on the surface until April. 

Sometime around the end of April, the eggs 
hatch, around the same time as the shad bush 
blooms. During this period molting occurs and con- 
tinues until the end of June, when the final growth 


occurs. 


This is the pupa stage (which lasts two weeks), 
when the caterpillars appear as hard, brown, ball- 
like objects on the trees. In the second week in July, 
the caterpillars become moths. The females are 
white and remain on the trees. They don’t fly

GROTON, Conn. (UPI) — Frank Scheetz believes 
in striking while the iron is hot. 

The iron in question is the USS Nautilus, the 
world’s first atomic-powered submarine, which 
made history crossing beneath the geographical 


North Pole in 1957. 


Scheetz says the big sub already has been deac- 
tivated by the Navy and he says if it isn’t brought 
back to Connecticut now, there’s no telling what 
will happen in the two years it may take to prepare 
its display site at Goss Cove. 

President Carter has approved returning the sub- 
marine to its birthplace here as a national monu- 
ment, but Scheetz says Carter left it to Navy 
Secretary Edward Hidalgo to give his final bless- 


ing. 


“Carter could be out of office by the end of the 


year. If that happens, we’d have to have all these 
stumps to dig all over again with the Republicans in 


there,” Sheetz said. 


The Nautilus is tied up at the Mare Island 
shipyard in California and that’s not doing Scheetz 
and people like former Gov. John N. Dempsey of 
Groton much good as they try to raise money for the 


local site, Scheetz said. 


“When you go to a businessman and say ‘I want a 
couple of hundred dollars to help create a site for 
the Nautilus,’ the standard reply is, ‘When you get 
her closer to home, I’ll think about giving you 


$200.""

because they are heavy with eggs. They emit 
pheromone, a “‘perfume” which attracts males, 
(who are small and tan) and after mating, the 
female lays the eggs and both die. 

Right now, the caterpillars are in the molting 
stage, which is their most damaging stage, when 
they eat through leaves. At this point, there isn’t 
anything you can do, aside from sweeping them into 
an ammonia and water solution. 

There are several control methods for the other 
stages, For the egg cases, Mrs. Irish recommends 
scraping them off and putting them into a con- 
tainer, which you should either bury or burn. A 
good tool for this is a coffee can, bent to the shape of 
the tree. Another method is to “‘paint”’ the egg cases 
with either turpentine or kerosene. 

During the early part of the molting cycle, you 
can use Dipel (trade name), which is a bacterial 
preparation. This is only harmful to moths. 
However, Mrs. Irish warns, ‘Some people are 


allergic to it.” 


In the pupa stage, the pupae can be scraped off 
and put into the ammonia and water mixture. 

As moths, these insects are not harmful. They are 
an outside insect and do not eat clothing.

ed in the Pennsylvania coal mines until he was 12, 
retired as a Navy chief after 21 years. 

It's a fight he has fought, and won, before. 

He persuaded the Navy to let his non-profit cor- 
poration display the USS Croaker, a conventional 
World War II submarine, as a memorial. That site 
is three miles down river on the Thames from the 
Navy’s sprawling submarine base and Goss Cove. 

Sheetz says it would be fine to tie up the Nautilus 
next to the Croaker temporarily. 

“What we're proposing to do is to bring that boat 
back here, tie it up at the Croaker mooring, and 
weld her hatches shut so it’s secure. Then it will be 
so much easier to raise funds. People will be able to 
see something tangible,’’ he said. 

The Navy wants to maintain physical control of 
the submarine for a number of reasons, mainly 
security. Parts of the boat are still classified. It 
plans to keep two officers and a 22-member honor 
crew aboard at Goss Cove. 

Recently Sheetz pushed back the blue baseball 
cap with the yellow number 246 on the crown — the 
Croaker’s number — and explained to a visitor that 
an estimated 90,000 people visit the tourist attrac- 
tion annually, many of whom come from the 
historic Mystic Seaport nearby. Admission pro- 
ceeds are used for the Croaker’s upkeep. 

The old sub’s popularity may fall off with the 
Nautilus’ arrival and Scheetz said, ‘If things get 
really rocky down here, the only thing I can do is 
petition the government to put the Croaker next to 
the Nautilus at the base. I need this like a hole in the 


head.”

The farm adjacent to 
the Gettysburg Civil 
War battlefield was the 
only home Eisenhower 
and his wife Mamie ever 
owned and was where 
he spent much of his 
time after leaving the 
presidency. The 
Eisenhowers officially 
ttansferred the proper- 
ty to the government in 
1967 and it was 
designated a national 
historic site, but Mrs. 
Eisenhower had the use 
of it as her home until 
her death last year. 

To see the Eisenhower 
farm, visitors should go 
to the Gettysburg Na- 
tional Military Park 
visitor center on 
Taneytown road. Free 
tickets are distributed 
on a first-come, first- 
served basis until all 
scheduled tours for the 
day are filled; no ad- 
vance reservations may 
be made.

Crime rate 
down on “‘T’’ 


Operation Rainbow, the MBTA’S 
new anti-crime effort, has reduced 
robberies on the Orange Line by 60 
percent after being in effect for a 
month, Acting Police Chief Robert 
Cochrane announced today. 

Robberies were also lowered 33 per- 
cent systemwide after May 7 when the 
program was initiated. A Boston man 
has been sentedced to a year in jail 
after being apprehended by “Rain- 
bow” officers. 

Operation Rainbow places under- 
cover male and female police officers 
on trains and in stations. 

The second phase of Rainbow in- 
volves speedy prosecutions by the 
District Attorney’s office and the 
recommeniatton for punitive senten- 
cing. 

During April, the month previous to 
the ‘‘Rainbow”’ strategy, there were 
37 robberies reported on the Orange 
Line. During May, robberies were 
slashed to 15 on the Orange Line and 
four of those robberies occurred prior 
to May 7 when Rainbow commenced. 

The systemwide robbery count was 
reduced from 6] in April to 40 in May. 

Cochrane said, ‘Operation Rain- 
bow has been highly effective in 
reducing crime on the T and making 
our mass transportation system safer 
to ride. I am especially pleased with 
the close cooperation the MBTA has 
been receiving from District Attorney 
Flanagan’s office and the Boston 
Police in making this joint effort suc- 
cessful.”” 


Children’s museum 
helps the deaf 


Deaf persons with access to a TD- 
DTTY machine (telecommunications 
device for the deaf) can now call the 
Boston Children’s Museum directly 
for information. 

The museum recently installed 
TDD equipment which enables the 
museum’s switchboard operator to 
talk directly to a TDD user who is 
deaf or hard of hearing. 

Messages are typed on a keyboard 
and appear at the other end on a 
digital display screen or on paper. 

Museum staff are currently con- 
ducting a mafor study of museum ac- 
cess by people who are hadndicapped, 
and the TDD installation is part of the 
project, which is funded by a grant 
from the Massachusetts Developmen- 
tal Disabilities Council. 

“One of the critical problems facing 
people who are deaf is the difficulty of 
communicating with the hearing 
world, “‘ says Janet Kamien, director 
of the study. ‘Our new equipment is 
both a practical and symbolic step to 
improving their access to the 
museum.”

Users of the new solid 
state TDDs are asked to depress the 
space bar when a connection is made 
with the museum operator, This 
alerts the operator that a TDD call is 
in progress.

They want their 
street back 


NEWTON — A lot of people come to 
City Hall to get their streets ac- 
cepted; Neshobe Road neighbors 
want the city to give theirs back. 

The request is unique, but not the 
first precident in the case of Neshobe 
Road. It was one of the first streets 
the city ever accepted that was not 
completed. 

The Public Facilities Committee 
Wednesday recommended rescinding 
the Board of Aldermen order accep- 
ting the street and committee Chair- 
man Richard McGrath said it was a 
case of reaping the harvest of a hasty 
decision several months ago. 

Alderman Carol Ann Shea said 
when the board accepted the street 
some of the conditions in the board 
order were not legal. One of the condi- 
tions called for extension of a traffic 
island on Washington Street to im- 
pede through traffic on Neshobe 
Road. 

The board had no control over the 
traffic island, and when the state re- 
jected the request to extend the island 
the issue of acceptance rekindled. 

Neighbors objected to the cost of the 
betterments that come with the ac- 
ceptance of the street, estimated at 
$80,000 by one resident. Land takings 
are also necessary for acceptance and 
are unpopular. 


One resident said he has suffered 
water damage in the basement 
costing more than $4,000 since the : 
street has been accepted and regrad- 
ed, and he objected to the plan to 
remove anumber oflargetrees. _ 

Once the city did a rough regrading 
of the street, basically to fill a ditch in 
the road, traffic increased, other 
neighbors said. 

McGrath said the Neshobe road 
Road petition had been before his 
committee for more than a year. It 
was finally accepted, he said, without 
debate, under a suspension of the 
rules, and before the street had been 
completed. 

City departments recommended 
against accepting the street, McGrath 
said, and contractors have already 
bid on the project. A number of 
streets were accepted at the same 
time as Neshobe Road. 

“T hope a lesson has been learned 
that the proceedure of accepting the 
betterments was definitely im- 
proper,” McGrath said. 

Also of concern to neighbors is the 
possibility of development of a 2.5- 
acre parcel at the foot of Neshobe 
Road. It was suggested that im- 
provements to the road increased the 
possibility of development.

Cable T.V.award challenged 


NEWTON — The awarding of 
Newton's cable television license to 
Continental Cablevision Inc. will be 
appealed to the State Cable Commis- 
sion. 

Warner Amex Cable Communica- 
tions Inc., one of three finalists com- 
peting for the Newton license, filed an 
appeal of Mayor Theodore Mann's 
decision on a license this week. 

Warner charges that the Newton 
Cable Advisory Commission followed 
a set of guidelines issued by the State 
Cable Commission that contain errors 
of law in reaching its decisions on the 
nominees and Mayor Mann deviated 
from the other specifications of the 
state commission in reaching his final 
choice for the license. 

HI. Grousbeck, president of Con- 
tinental Cablevision, said Thursday 
his firm thinks the Warner appeal 
“lacks merit and will be denied by the 
Massachusetts CATV Commission,” 

“Warner's charge that the mayor of 
Newton erred in his conduct of the 
licensing process is unfortunate,” 
Groubsbeck said. ‘The City of 
Newton conducted its cable licensing 
process in a most thorough and cons- 
cientious manner and in complete ac- 
cord with state regulations.”” 

A total of eight firms submitted bids 
for the Newton CATV license. After a 


series of meetings and hearings, three 


were selected as finalists by the 
Newton Cable Advisory Commission 
and recommended to Mayor Mann, 
the licensing authority, for a final 
determination. 

The three were Contintental, 
Warner and Teleprompter. 

On May 19, Mann issued a report 
declaring Continental the winner. 

During proceedings before the 
Newton Cable Advisory Commission, 


another of the eight firms in conten- 
tion, Newton Metrovision, questioned 
the legality of certain ‘“‘in-kind 
benefits” being offered the city by 
some cable bidders. 


Four firms, including the three 
finalists, offered’ over and above 
cable television service, in-kind 
benefits such as a $1 million media 
center, to be paid for by subscribers, 
from Continental, and $800,000 over 15 
years from Warner to help the 
Newton Free Library system. 


On May 2, the State CATV Commis- 
sion issued an advisory opinion, in 
response to a request for clarification 
from Mayor Mann that said, ‘‘No pre- 
judice can be attached to the in-kind 
offers of the three applicants 


(Newton’s three finalists) reviewed 
herein.” 
However, in Mayor Mann's report 


on the awarding of the license, he took 
great pains throughout to emphasize 


“in-kind benefits” had not been con- ' 


sidered when reviewing the ap- 
plicants, perhaps in anticipation of a 
challenge by Newton-Metrovision, not 
a finalist, if he did consider them. 
Warner now contends that the cable 


licensing process is similar to a bid- 
ding process, and to eliminate ar- 
bitrarily one portion of a bid changes 
the nature of that bid unfairly. 


The State CATV Commission must 
now set a hearing date for Warner’s 
appeal. Warner has also, in its com- 
plaint, retained the option to appeal 
the state commission’s ruling, to state 
or federal court, 


Howard Levine, attorney for 
Warner Amex, explained Thursday 
that the company is concerned about 
clearing up gray areas in licensing 
guidelines and has challenged the 
awarding of the Newton license partly 
with this end in mind. 

“This is not sour grapes,” Levine 
said, ‘The company really feels it has 
acredible case.”

$350,000 to reassess 
Newton property by ‘82 


NEWTON — The Board of 
Assessors last night asked for $350,000 
to revalue property in the city within 
two years. 

If the Board of Aldermen authorizes 
the appropriation, and the plan is ac- 
ceptable to the state Bureau of Local 
Assessment, new property values will 
go out with the June, 1982, property 
tax bills. 

The Bureau of Local Assessment 
has ordered the city to submit a 
tinetable for revaluation by June 30. 
During a special meeting of the board 
Tuesday, Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
told aldermen City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk has decided the state agency 
has the authority to demand the city’s 
compliance. 

Bureau Chief Jane Malme told 
aldermen at a June 11 meeting that if 
the city’s timetable doesn’t meet the 
state deadline for revaluation of pro- 
perty at full and fair cash value the 
state will hire an appraisal firm on 
beha,-f of the city and deduct the cost 
of the work from Newton's state rcim- 
bursement. 


By hiring 11 additional workers in 
the Assessing Departnent, the city 
will complete a revaluation process in 
280 days that was ordered by Superior 
Court Judge Henry Chmielinski in 
1972 as the result of a citizens’ suit. 

To comply with a recent state law 
that requires the Bureau of Local 
Assessment to verify every two years 
that communities are at full cash 
value, the Assessing Department will 
require two additional full-time 
workers at an annual cost of $60,000. 

The board asked the mayor to pre- 
sent a plan to meet the state deadline 
after Chief Assessor Harold J. Brady 
said little has been done to update pro- 
perty values in recent years, and 
after he recommended the city hire a 
commercial appraisal firm to do a 
complete revaluation of the communi- 
ty at a cost of as much as $900,000. 

Later the mayor said Brady made 
his comments without fully consider- 
ing the information that remains from 
a 1975 revaluation of the city by the 
firm of Cole, Layer and Trumble 
(CLT). 


Although Brady was at Tuesday's 
meeting, Mann said Thaddeus D, 
Jankowski, Jr., the city’s other 
assessor, would be the spokesman for 
the revaluation program until a pro- 
gram manager is hired. The third 
spot on the Board of Assessors has 
been vacant for some time. 

When Alderman Mark White asked 
why Brady wasn’t answering the 
questions, Mann said ‘,This is just the 
way they decided to do it.” 

Brady said he has had more time to 
study the data, and concludes some of 
the CLT material is valuable, but he 
still contends assessors will have to 
visit every home in the city. 

The question of why it has taken the 
city seven years to get to this point 
surfaced several times during the 
discussion. White asked how the city 
can be revalued in two years when 
Newton's has successfully argued 
before Chmielinski for six years that 
the process should be delayed. The 
judge has granted four extensions. 
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Newton loses on cherry sheet 


NEWTON — The budgetary im- 
pact of reduced local aid and in- 
creased assessments from the 
cherry sheets will mean a loss of 
more than $1 million for the city, 
according to Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

After a preliminary review of the 
cherry sheet figures yesterday, 
Mayor Mann said that the reduced 
local aid and the increase in 
assessments alone will mean a $3 
increase in the city’s tax rate. 

Mann said city estimates in- 
dicate that before collective 
bargaining there could easily be a 
$12 - $15 increase in the tax-rate 
and speculated that the increase 
could be as high as $20. Mann said, 


“There will be a substantial tax- 
rate increase because of this and 
inflation.” 

The key factor in the loss of 
$1,100,000 for the city from last 


year’s cherry sheet figures are an 
increase of over 30 percent for both 
MBTA and county assessments 
and a 53 percent reduction in 
receipts from the county for the 
highway fund, according to city of- 
ficials. : 

City Budget Officer David 
Wilkinson said the increase in 
MBTA assessments amounts to 
$750,000; the increase in county 
assessments amounts to $400,000; 
and the loss of aid from the 
highway fund amounts to $270,000. 


Mann said, ‘‘The state clobbers the 
city of Newton on the cherry 
sheets. That is what happened.” 
Mann said the cherry sheet figures 
are another example of the state 
dictating ‘‘do8 not do as I do, do as I 
say.” Mann said the city did not 
predict the increased assessments 
and decrease in local aid and called 
it “Unprecedented.” 


Wilkinson stressed that the city 
is still analyzing the cherry sheet 
figures and the that they are based 
on the budget which the Governor 
must still sign. 

The Massachusetts Senate 
agreed to give Gov. Edward King 
more time to review the $5.9 billion 


state budget Monday. 

Although King has 10 days to sign 
the budget it is reported that the 
legislature will get the budget 
sometime today. 

Wilkinson explained that the 
cherry sheet figures are still ten- 
tative and could change. ‘ Wilkin- 
son said the city is investigating 
the figures to see if $12 million from 
the MBTA is included which the ci- 
ty is presently contesting. Wilkin- 
son said the city is a plaintiff ina 
suit with several cities and towns

NEWTON— The city. is presently 
negotiating with the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers (NCSC) to 
complete the sale of the vacant Dayis 
School. 

The Board of Alderman last month 
asked Mayor Theodore Mann to sell 
the Davis School to the NCSC for 
$225,000. 

The Mayor shocked aldermen by 
seeking proposals for the reuse of the 
building. Under ordinance, details of 
the sale rest with the Mayor. 

Mayor Mann said last week that he 
will not be ‘‘stampeded”’ into selling 
the school to the NCSC. 

James Hickey, the city’s chief ad- 
ministrative officer, said the major 
point of disagreement with the NCSC 
is the move of the West Newton 
Library to the Davis School. 

He said, “‘If the decision is made to 
sell the building we want to make sure 
the West Newton Library is included 
in the existing library space of the 
school.” 

Hickey added, ‘It would be an asset 
to the city if we were able to sell the 
existing West Newton Library.” 


Reaching across the language barrier 


When = 19-year-old © Xoumoua 
Mouacheupao, a recent graduate of 
Newton South High School, arrived in 
Newton, she was a frightened 
Southeast Asian refugee who spoke no 
English, knew no written language, 
and had no contact with modern socie- 
ty. 
But after attending South High 
School for three years, where she was 
taught to speak, read, and write 
English as well as adjust to a new en- 
vironment by her teacher and friend 
Marcia Ratner, she is no longer a 
frightened refugee. 

For nearly all her life, Xoumoua, 
now known as Sue, lived on the family 
farm in northern Laos where she 
farmed corn and rice, worked in the 
fields weeding and made long, tradi- 
tional skirts. 

Sue had never been to school, or 
seen a shopping mall or highway. The 
closest marketplace was several 
miles away. Sue led a peaceful, 
agrarian life. 

But it changed dramatically when 
communist soldiers overran Sue's 
village, killed her father when he 
refused to leave, and forced the other 
members of Sue's family to leave. 

After walking for weeks through 


« 


dangerous terrain, jungles, and 
mountains, always fearing that they 
would meet Viet Cong soldiers, Sue's 
family arrived in Thailand, free. 

Her family spent 18 months in a 
refugee camp before they were spon- 
sored by the Baptist Church in 
Newton Centre and journeyed to 
Newton, 

Sue, who married a Laotian man 
several weeks ago and now lives in 
New Jersey, was taken to South High 
School after one year at the Interna- 
tional Institute in Boston. At the high 
school, she was introduced to Ratner, 
who teaches English as a second 
language. 

Says Ratner of her first meeting 
with Sue, ‘‘ When she came into my of- 
fice, she looked numb with fear.” 

Sue still spoke no English, ac- 
cording to Ratner. Sue and Ratner 
first communicated through pictures 
before using the English language, 
said Ratner, who does not speak a se- 
cond language herself. 

“I spent one classroom period with 
her each day, one more regular 
period, and also spent a lot of time 
with her independently,” says 
Ratner. ‘There was just so much this 
girl had to learn.” 
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Ratner took Sue to drugstores, 
supermarkets, department stores, 
and banks. ‘She had to learn what she 
could buy in a drugstore, for in- 
stance,” Ratner says. She also taught 
Sue the use of banks, which Ratner 
was anxious to do since another 
refugee family she knew was robbed 
of their savings which had been hid- 
den under a mattress. 

Sue and Ratner visited museums, 
libraries, restaurants, and shopping 
malls. Sue learned to use public 
transportation, how to find books in a 
library, and how and what to shop for 
in stores. 

“One time I took her back to my 
house and taught her to use a vacuum 
cleaner, broom, and mop. I thought 
that was important, too,” says 
Ratner. 

Ratner helped Sue with all her 
studies by translating text books into 
simple English. Sue learned quickly. 

“Her motivation to learn is enor- 
mous. In three years she has been 
able to compress aspects of 12 years 
of education,” says Ratner. 

Although Sue had become an ex- 
cellent student who was deeply in- 
volved in school, particularly through 
the international club, there were still 


signs of the girl who had learned to 
withstand so much pain and hardship. 
One Friday afternoon, Sue had fallen 
on a patch of ice, striking her neck 
and seriously injuring herself. 
Although she was in pain, she did not 
tell anyone, according to Ratner. 

When she came in to school the next 
Monday, Sue was still in pain, and 
Ratner took her to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. The pain was diagnosed as a 
bruised neck, with injury to the vocal 
chords as well. 

“It was in her background to act 
this way,”’ says Ratner. Sue is a 
member of the Hmong tribe, who, ac- 
cording to Ratner, are reputed to be 
very strong le. There is a saying, 
she adds, that Hmong people are too 
tough to cry. “‘She is a very happy 
person, always a smile on her face.” 

“Sue loved to learn,” says Ratner, 
whose undergraduate degree is in 
English and speech and hearing 
therapy and whose master's degree is 
in speech and hearing therapy. She 
recalls Sue's amazement when she 
learned that the earth was round and 
that there were oceans, and the first 
time she saw Laos on a map, ‘‘All she 
really knew was farming and sew- 
ing,” says Ratner. 


Mayor Mann has confirmed that the 
city is considering the Davis School or 
parts of the building as a home for the 
West Newton Library, the police 
department, the health department 
and the community schools program. 

Hickey said the city is still consider- 
ing ‘‘all options” for the police sta- 
tion, including an addition and 
renovation of the department's ex- 
isting building in West Newton and 
the ible use of the Davis School. 

Hickey said the city is conducting a 
“general analysis” to determine if the 
Davis School will meet the needs of 
the police department. 

Police Chief William Quinn has in- 
dicated he is interested in the use of 
the Davis School for the department. 

Public Facilities Chairman Richard 
McGrath said the plans for the $1.3 
million addition and renovation of the 
police ,held and reevaluated” at the 
department are being ‘ administra- 

tion’s request. 

Recent rumors that the future of the 
police station, the Davis School, and 
perhaps the West Newton Library are 
connected were bolstered last 


Wednesday when Police Chief Quinn 
did not appear before the public 
facilities committee to argue for the 
addition. 

McGrath believes the administra- 
tion will request funds to hire a con- 
sultant to assess the needs of the 
police department. .. The sale of the 
West Newton Library land would 
return 

. the parcel to the tax rolls. The 
Mayor estimated that the land is 
worth $250,000. n 

If the police department moved 
from its Washington Street building 
next to the Courthouse. That building 
might become a professional office 
building, the Mayor said. 

At one time it was proposed that the 
court use the Davis School as an an- 
Nex but that plan wasvetoed by the 
state, according to the Mayor. 

The Mayor has indicated that he 
wants a larger portion of the Davis 
School for city use.

Newton maps open space 


NEWTON — The Planning Depart- 
ment has a draft Open Space Plan 
that includes a five-year projection of 


improvements and acquisitions 
throughout the city. 
Conservation Commission Ex- 


ecutive Secretary Helen Heyn said 
the plan has been expected for six 
years and it must be submitted to the 
state Division of Conservation Ser- 
vices by this summer to avoid funding 
problems. 

Missing from the 140-page docu- 
ment are recommendations on 
parcels larger than 20 acres, such as 
golf courses and larger wetlands. It is 
not known when the information on 
the large parcels will be available. 

Land acquisition proposed for next 
year includes 9.7 acres on Staniford 
Street; more that 3 acres of Temple 
Beth Avodah land on the south side of 
Saw Mill Brook; 4 acres bordering the 


Charles River in Upper Fallo; and 
more than 21 acres on Winchester 
Street bordering South Meadow 
Brook. Another large acquisition, 14.5 
acres of Mt. Benedict Cemetery land 
bordering Saw Mill Brook is proposed 
for 1983. 

The five-year plan calls for conser- 
vation restrictions on 21 other spots 
throughout the city including a 
restriction to assure permanent 
public access to Hammond Pond. 

Other sections of the plan propose 
the dredging of Silver Lake, 
Bullough’s Pond and the City Hall 
ponds, the development of passive 
recreation in conservation areas, 
completion of the southside relief 
sewer infiltration study and improved 
catch basis maintenance. 

Some of the active recreation 
recommendations include _im- 
provements to the Crystal Lake swim- 


ming area, preparation of the 
Novitiate land for use as a public 
park, and development of ball courts 
at Cold Spring Park. 

Improvements are proposed for 
Hunnewell Playground, Allison Park, 
Winchester Street Park, Richardson 
Playground, Brewer Playground, 
Joseph Lee Playground, and addi- 
tional tennis courts are planned for 
Meadowbrook Playground. 

Cabot Park is scheduled for lighting 
in 1984, and development of 
playground and playfield facilities at 
the old city dump site on Pine Street is 
scheduled for 1981. 

Some of the passive recreation pro- 
jects for the next five years include 
construction of a Charles River 
Pathway and acquisition by the city of 
some necessary easements. 
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Neighbors oppose cemetery growth 


NEWTON — The Community 
Development Authority will go ahead 
with plans to demolish two Grove 
Street houses but the future of the 
land remains undecided. 
to extend its cemetery by purchasing 
the 5,615-square-foot lot from the 
authority.

week that would see the church ac- 
quire the property but with a number 
of conditions acceptable to neighbors, 
but disagreement over the distance of 
the setback blocked progress.

Lurenski said at one point he thought 
the compromise would be acceptable 
but that the church was not willing to 
agree to the 17-foot setback from the 
street requested by neighbors. The 
church was willing to accept a 10-foot 
setback. 


Another vote on the controversial 
item is not planned, and Lurenski sug- 
gested the church and the neighbors 
will have to get together and try to 
reach an agreement on their own. 

There are reportedly between 10 
and 13 families in the area who oppose 
the sale of the land to the church.

iNewton woman 


a victim of 
elderly abuse 


NEWTON — An 81-year-old woman 
recently became a victim. 

She was not the victim of a thief or a 
mugger, but was reportedly the vic- 
tim of a young, professional woman 
she employed due to a heart ailment. 

The woman, whose name is being 
withheld by police for her own protec- 
tion, was allegedly the victim of elder- 
ly abuse, a growing problem in the 
state and country. 

Human service officials throughout 
the country are becoming increasing- 
ly aware of physical and verbal 
abuse, neglect and exploitation of 
senior citizens, often by their own 
families. 

A state official said the elderly are. 
abused in 85 percent of the case by a 
family member or a friend Ant @het 
abuse occurs 75 percent of the time {h 
their homes or places of residence. 

Officials also noted that the in- 
stances of abuse tend to be recurring. 

City Director of Human Services 
Howard Lipton said there have only 
been six reported cases of elderly 
abuse in Newton in the past year. 

However, Lipton explained, there 
are many case that go unreported. 

Lipton said there are limited ser- 
vices that can be provided, adding the 
situation can often be abated by pro- 
viding a homemaker to help care for 
the senior citizen. 

Lipton stressed that counseling is 
also very important. 

“We must get people to recognize 
the problem,” he said. 

In a survey conducted by Legal 
Research and Services for the Elder- 
ly, funded by the state Department of 
Elder Affairs, 55 percent of 
respondents said they had seen a case 
of elderly abuse. 

Fairlie Dalton, a spokeswoman for 
the organization, located in Boston, 
said people who encountered elderly 
abuse most frequently were home- 
care professionals and visiting 

nurses. 

Ms. Dalton said, “We are trying to 


get the message out that the elderly 
do not need to take this abuse.” 

She said many senior citizens are 
ashamed and afraid to say they are 
abused. Less than 25 percent of the 
cases were reported by the senior 
citizen involved, she noted, because 
the senior citizen fears retaliation 
from a relative who is the caretaker. 

In addition, the survey showed that 
in 75 percent of the cases the abuser 
was experiencing some kind of stress; 
often financial burdens and other con- 
straints with regard to care of the 
senior citizen involved. 

Ms. Dalton said in one case a family 
was going away for a weekend and 
tied the senior citizen to the bed. 

A senior citizen’s best chance for 
help is passage of Senate Bill No. 2162, 
which was filed earlier this year by 
State Rep. David Mofenson (D- 
Newton), State Sen. Jack Backman 
(D-Newton-Brookline) and State Sen. 
John King (D-Danvers), Ms. Dalton 
said. 

The legislation would provide 
counseling and services for abused 
senior citizens and make it man- 
datory for physicians and other pro- 
fessionals who recognize the problem 
to report it to the Department of Elder 
Affairs, 

In, the bill would help protect 

senior citizens in long-term-care 
nursing homes. Myrna Malec, an aide 
to Rep. Mofenson, 

who helped work on the legislation, 
said, ‘I think we have seen 

only the tip of the iceberg on this 
problem.” Ms. Malec pointed out that 
with more 

publicity, it will become apparent 
the problem is widespread. According 
to statistics, 500,000 elder 

persons are being abused in the 
United States each year. Officials 
urged senior citizens to contact the 
Department of Elder Affairs, or a 
local agency, if they believe they are 
subject to abuse, neglect or exploita- 
tion. —S, Burke

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51 right-on-red 
signs come down 


NEWTON — The Board ot 
Aldermen has approved a Traffic 
Committee recommendation that 
signs prohibiting right turns on red be 
removed from the majority of the ci- 
ty’s intersections. f 

Of the 57 intersections where RTOR 
is prohibited, 51 signs will be remov- 
ed. Signs will be left at six intersec- 
tions where it would be dangerous and 
confusing for both drivers and 
pedestrians, according to city traffic 
engineer David Tannozzini. 

The traffic committee originally 
suggested that four intersections be 
excluded from the proposal, though 
the Board of Aldermen added more to 
the list: Waverly Ave. at Kendrick St. 
and Woodward St. at Chestnut St. 

The four intersections proposed by 
the committee to be excluded are: 
Wachuset Rd., northbound on Com- 
monwealth Ave.; Homer St., west- 
bound at Walnut St.; Park St., 
northeast-bound at Centre St.; and 
Stuart Rd. at Waverly Ave. 

Discussion on the proposal began in 
March when the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
changed its standards regarding the 
RTOR Ordinance, according to Tan- 
nozzini. ‘The DPW left the decision 
up to the aldermen,” Tannozzini said. 

The committee futher recomnended 


that the changes take place during the 
summer of 1980 so the police depart- 
ment would have ample time to 
educate children on crossing at the in- 
tersections. 

The main argument of the proposal 
is that there is a lack of uniformity in 
having some intersections with signs 
prohibiting RTOR and other intersec- 
tions where it is not prohibited. 
“Drivers have to make.too many deci- 
sions when they come to an intersec- 
tion,”’ Tannozzini said. 


The police department has already 
educated children throughout the city 
on the new ordinance, according to 
Officer Robert Braceland. Braceland 
visited all the private and public 
schools in the city three months ago, 
when the police department first 
heard that the DPW was changing its 
standards. 

Braceland said he does not an- 
ticipate safety problems. “All the 
other states in the country have it and 
it doesn’t cause any problems,’ 
Braceland said. 

Robert Sandman, chairman of the 
Newton Energy Conmission, spoke in 
favor of the proposal, noting that the 
commission would support the 
measure because it would be a step 
towards energy conservation. 


Deadline set for 
school reuse report 


NEWTON — The School Committee 
requested a report for the potential 
reuse of three north-side junior high 
schools and several elmentary 
schools. 

The committee unanimously ap- 
proved the request for a formal report 
from the Planning Department and 
set Oct. 1 as the deadline for the 
report. 

The elementary schools that will be 
involved in the study along with the 


three north-side junior high schools 
are Cabot School, Claflin School, Zer- 
vas School and Mason-Rice School. 

School Committee member Howard 
Spergel of Ward 1 speculated that it is 
likely that by 1983 at least one of the 
schools will be forced to close because 
of declining enrollment. 

Spergel said, ‘‘What we are doing 
now is getting an early examination of 
the options if any of the schools are 
closed.”

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Evaluations help teachers, 
administrators do better 


NEWTON — The School Depart- 
ment’s tenured staff evaluations are 
helping teachers and administrators 
to do a better job, 

This is the message Hope 
Danielson, assistant superintendent 
for personnel for the department, 
gave to the School Committee Mon- 
day night. 

Ms. Danielson said that as a result 
of the evaluation process, which was 
implemented in 1975, the strength and 
weaknesses of the professional staff 
are being more clearly defined. 

The evaluation is not related to 
declining enrollment or a reduction in 
personnel but is. solely to determine 
the needs of the staff in the area of 
professional development, according 
to school officials’ 

Two years ago 133 members of the 
staff participated in the evaluation, 
while this year 164 participated. 

Ms. Danielson said that approx- 
imately 90 percent of the tenured staff 
who were evaluated and responded 
felt that the evaluation process was 
helpful. F 

Mowever, she pointed out that 
many staff members felt that the 
evaluations would be more effective if 
the” evaluation had been more closely 
followed.” 

During the staff evaluations the 
supervisor works with the staff 
member to evaluate performance and 
to identify strengths and weaknesses. 
The staff member is given a copy of 


the criteria to be used in the evalua- 
tion. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink stressed that the evaluations are 
intended ‘‘as a vehicle for com- 
munication.”

UPPER FALLS — Plans for a 
restaurant in the long-vacant building 
at the intersection of Chestnut and 
Oak streets have been abandoned. 

Boston restauranteur John Polcari 
Jr., who hoped to open a pizzeria 
there, has withdrawn his request for a 
special permit to waive parking re- 
quirements.

Priority bills 
on King’s list 


Since the legislative leadership is now 
pushing for a windup before the July 4 holi- 
day, the rush is on to obtain priority for 
favored bills. Gov. King has made it known 
that he has ticketed eight measures for af- 
firmative treatment. 

MBTA reorganization has to be well out 
front. If the two houses agree on a bill that 
greatly bolsters management rights, shifts 
more of the deficit burden to the state to 
prevent service cutbacks, and puts more 
budget control in the hands of the Advisory 
Board, count us with the governor on 
enactment. 

Relating the allocations of deficit to local 
service makes considerable sense. It could 
discourage a trend toward the estab- 
lishment of community self-service bus 
lines, either by expanding on school bus 
use or by buying mini-buses. 

There is merit in several anti-crime pro- 
posals which bear the administration im- 
primatur. A $19 million capital outlay pro- 
gram for construction projects at correc- 
tional institutions, including Walpole and 
Concord, is sorely needed. Substandard 
conditions and congestion are breeders of 
prison violence. 

Stiffer penalties for auto thefts already 
have been endorsed in this space. 

King’s secretary of public safety, 
George A. Luciano, is working hard for 
passage of House Bill 6652, which would 
provide mandatory terms of imprison- 
ment for major drug traffickers, habitual 
drug violators, and distributors of 
dangerous drugs to minors. Jail terms are 
prescribed on the basis of quantities 
possessed as well as the kind. Passage 
could be a telling blow against organized 
crime. 


Condo bill dies 


Those communities dragging feet on 
local ordinances controlling condominium 
conversions on the chance that.a statewide 
law might be enacted have reason to be 
disappointed. A model bill will die this ses- 
sion, the House leadership has decreed. 

Tenant advocates scored a victory in the 
rebuff. They felt it would be of no help to 
low and moderate income renters, prin- 
cipally because it could weaken strong 
condo laws affording a lot of protection 
against landlords in Cambridge and 
Brookline. 


Community Development Director 
Byron Matthews, former Newburyport 
mayor, drafted the legislation. He agreed 
with real estate organizations which felt it 
represented a “healthy start toward 
establishing uniform, statewide stan- 
dards.” 


Along with prohibiting eviction of elder- 
ly tenants, the proposed law would require 
12-month notice to low and moderate in- 
come tenants and all others six months; 
first refusal on units to existing tenants; 
permit requirements in cities and towns 
with more than 10 percent conversions of 
units. 

Sounded pretty sensible. Secretary Mat- 
thews should carry the fight into the next 
annual session.

Nuclear safeguards need a watchdog 


- WASHINGTON, D.C. — At his inauguration, 
President Carter pledged to work towards the 
elimination of nuclear weapons world-wide. Soon 
after taking office he imposed strict limits on the 
sale of atomic fuels and wastes. But now it appears 
he has abandoned this position. 

A few days ago the president agreed to sell 38 tons 
of enriched uranium to India, a country that in 1974 
exploded a nuclear device and added a chilling new 
dimension to that area’s traditional rivalries. His 
decision overruled an unanimous vote of the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. The National 
Security Council and the Council on Environmental 
Quality also opposed the sale. 

Congress now has 60 days to stop the transfer of 
the enriched uranium to India. I have already 
cosponsored a Resolution of Disapproval which I 
hope will have wide support in the House. We must 
prove to the nations of the world that the United 
States is serious about nuclear safeguards and 
non— proliferation. 

If this sale goes through, our efforts to discourage 
other countries such as Pakistan from developing 
nuclear weapons will be substantially weakened. 

Petroleum Reserves 

After the Arab oil embargo of 1973, Congress 
created a Strategic Petroleum Reserve, or SPR, 
within the continental United States. The purpose of 
this reserve was threefold: first, to discourage 
foreign nations from using the ‘‘oil weapon’ and 
cutting off oil; second to give America enough oil to 


withstand such an embargo for at least a few mon- 
ths; and third, to pean price gouging during 
emergencies through partial control of the crude oil 
market. 

However, due to pressure from Saudi Arabia, and 
the administration’s efforts to balance the budget, 
efforts to build the reserve stopped last year. Many 
of us in the Congress believe that the SPR 
represents our greatest protection against future 
OPEC blackmail, and so House and Senate con- 
ferees have added to the Synthetic Fuels Bill 
language instructing the president to continue 
building the reserve. 

I will be voting in favor of the SPR when it comes 
before the House, and will fight any administration 
efor te remove this provision from the Synthetic 

uel Bill. 


Social Security 
For years I have opposed the Social Security ear- 
nings limitation which says that Social Security 
recipients lose $1 for every $2 they earn above the 
$5,000 limit. This limit removes useful people from 
our workforce, and lowers our nation’s productivi- 
ty. It also discriminates against the elderly poor, 
since people receiving unearned income from 
stocks, bonds, and pension plans are not penalized. 
As a cosponsor of legislation to do away with the 
earnings limitation entirely, I am pleased that an 
Aging Subcommittee, on which I serve, will hold 
hearings on the subject this week. 
Tam confident that the evidence developed at this 


hearing will move the Congress towards elimina- 
tion of tais unjust, counter-productive limit on the 
earnings of older Americans. 

Toxic Waste 

At Love Canal, N.Y., nassive health problems, in- 
cluding chromosomal damage, have been linked to 
chemical waste buried beneath homes. Even after 
the danger was revealed, some families were re- 
quired to stay on in their contaminated homes while 
all sides fought over who was to blame. It is clear 
that the ultimate financial burden for health costs 
and relocation of these victims should fall on the 
polluter. 

In answer to this problem, I have joined in spon- 
soring a bill to give the Environmental Protection 
Agency the power to declare a Hazardous 
Substance Emergency, and empower the federal 
government to take the immediate steps necessary 
to protect the public. The bill would provide for 
relocation of victims, medical treatment, and 
financial conpensation to those victims whose in- 
come is disrupted. 

.The bill would also provide the government the 
right to sue the polluting company to regain the 
costs that the company is found responsible for. 

Love Canal, unfortunately, is not an isolated inci- 
dent. There are 50,000 other chemical dumps na- 
tionwide. We must be ready to protect other 
families whose health and lives may be in danger.

The carter White House doesn’t admit 
it is involved, claiming that the effort to 
keep Anderson off the ballot is the work 
of the Democratic National Committee. 


Anyone who believes the DNC is acting 
without White House support also 
believes in the Easter Bunny and tooth 
fairy. It’s the White House, all right, 
whatever mask it’s wearing. 


And no wonder the Carter people want 
Anderson off the ballot in key industrial 
states: every vote for Anderson is pro- 
bably a vote that would otherwise go to 
Jimmy Carter, even though Anderson 
has been a Republican. There’s no 
reason to think Anderson supporters 
would be going for Ronald Reagan, who 
is too conservative and “‘over the hill” 
for their taste. 


But Carter's critical choice comes 
down to this: should he try to block John 
Anderson if he's not positive he can win? 


To make the fight and lose will give 
Anderson a bigger boost than Anderson 
can give himself. 


It works this way... 

Knocking Anderson off the ballot in 
key states would be a big plus for Carter 
because there’d be no leakage of Carter 
votes in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 


Connecticut, New York, and other states 
that a Democrat needs to offset 
Republican strength in the mid-and far 
West. 


But trying to knock Anderson off the 
ballot and failing will make Anderson 





More important than he is now. 
Evidence comes right out of the Ander- 
son camp. David Garth, an Anderson ad- 
viser, commenting on Carter efforts to 


block Anderson, says, ‘‘I think what they 
are doing is terrific.” 


Why? Because an all-out effort to deny 
Anderson a place on the ballot creates 
sympathy for him, calls great attention 
to his campaign, raises his visibility ina 
way his own relatively small campaign 
war chest could not. In a sense, every 
knock from Carter is a boost for Ander- 
son because it makes it look like Carter 
is afraid of him, and if the President is 
that worried about Anderson, he must be 
areal threat. 


Or. as Republican strategist John 


Sears puts it, ‘‘Anderson is in a position 
where he cannot assist his political stan- 
ding as much as others can do it for 


him.” And that’s just what’s happening 
if the Carter forces wage war to keep 
Anderson off the ballot. When news leak- 
ed that the Demorcratic National Com- 
mittee had budgeted nearly a quarter of 
a million dollars to keep Anderson off a 


number of state ballots, sympathy, 


money, and public attention started go- 
ing to Anderson. 


Jimmy Carter, along with all his other 
problems, must sit in the White House 
these nights and focus on the question: 
Unless I'm sure I can win this fight 
against John Anderson, should I get into 
it at all—because if I lose, I've done 
Anderson more good than harm. 


It's a tough political call for the Presi- 
dent to make. 


Man can snap back still

A recent brief report from the Mount St. 
Helens area is in a way more dramatic 
than the eruptions that are keeping that 


particular big story on the front pages. 

Even as the volcano continues to blow 
its top, life insists upon returning to its 
slopes. Vegetation, a National Forest 
Service biologist reports, is poking up 
through the ashes. 

The survivors are perennial plants 
that had not yet emerged from winter 
dormancy at the time of the initial erup- 
tions. Also some hardy varieties that lost 
their tops but had deep enough, and thus 
protected, roots to enable then to make 
a comeback.

Revaluation 


Mann said the delay has been a 
benefit to those who would be most 
hurt by a revaluation, the poor, the 
elderly and the handicapped.

At a committee meeting Wednes- 
day, Community Schools Commission 
member Dr. Edward Landy said

Schools 


Program Director William Slotnick 
sketched a number of financial ad- 
vantages for Community Schools that 
would come with a merger.

But under the umbrella of the 
School Department the program 
would get funding for the first time for 
its work with handicapped, and would 
qualify for other state assistance that 
is geared to local school systems’ Slot- 
nick said. 

In terms of education, Slotnick 
thinks both parties to the merger 


might benefit. Answering Alderman 
James Miller, Slotnick said he didn’t 
think a rnerger would spell the end of 
municipal service programs that are 
not strictly educational. ‘ 

After a merger the Community 
Schools program would be subject to 
the School Committee, but Dr. Landy 
said there has always been a strong 
desire in the Newton school system 
for autonomy at the local level, and he 
said that philosophy is deeply-rooted 
in the community. 


Transportation cited as 
biggest problem for elderly 


WEST NEWTON — At two senior 
forums in late May, over 200 elders 
from the towns of Belmont, Brookline, 
Needham, Newton, Waltham, Water- 
town, Wellesley and Weston gathered 
to vote on the 10 greatest needs in the 
area. 

The ballots are now tallied. The 
results show transportation, especial- 
ly for medical appointments, shopp- 
ing, and other chores, to be the big- 
gest need by far, with 1,449 points. 

In second place, with 699 points is 
housing for elders with low rents, rent 
control, alternative housing ar- 
rangements and just more housing 
units being the major concerns. 

More affordable medical care is the 
third greatest need with 599 points. 
Better coverage by Medicare and na- 
tional health insurance were the ma- 
jor concerns expressed. 

The remainder of the 10 greatest 
needs as voted by the elders attending 
the forums were: security, 527 pts.; 
more personal care-home care, 484 
pts.; more group recreational ac- 
tivities, 289 pts.; tax breaks for 
elders, 278 pts.; better services for the 
handicapped, 261 pts.; more informa- 
tion and referral, 229 pts.; more 
visitors to shut-ins, 182 points. 

The senior forums were sponsored 
jointly by West Suburban Elder Ser- 
vices (WSES) and the local councils 
on aging. The results of the vote will 
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help determine where WSES uses its 
resources in serving elders. Also, 
these results will go to the Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs as one of the 
first steps in preparing for the White 
House Conference on Aging scheduled 
for December 1981. 


WSES plans to continue its efforts in 
this area with future senior forums 
devoted to the needs which were voted 
on.

The great egg debate

A major nutritional 
controversy has 
arisen over eggs — 
specifically, the high 
cholesterol content of 
their yolks. 

“Eat too many 
eggs and you in- 
crease your risk of 
heart attack,” say 
some scientists. 

“Nonsense,” rebut 
others. “The 
cholesterol in the egg 
yolk will not affect 
your health one way 
or the other.”” 

Eggs are a 
valuable food. They 
supply first-class pro- 
tein as well as such 
other nutrients as 
vitamin A and iron, 

Until one side or 
the other prevails, it 
will be up to you to 
decide whether or not 
to eat eggs. If you 
decide to do so, you 
then must determine 
how many eggs you 
will eat each week. 

The best advice for 
now is to use common 
sense. Unless your 
doctor instructs you 
otherwise, you will 
probably be playing 
it safe by limiting 
yourself to one egg 
every other day. 

Another advantage 
of eggs is that they 
are one of the most 
economical _ protein 
sources. Currently 
they are near their 
lowest price of the 
year. 


If you opt for eggs, 
you may want to try 
some of the recipes in 
Robert Ackart’s 


handsome new book, 
“Souffles, Mousses, 
Jellies and Creams” 
(Atheneum, $11.95). 

Many of Ackart’s 
recipes combine eggs 
with vegetables. (No 
matter what their 
stand on eggs, all 
nutritionists advise 
that we eat more 
vegetables. ) 

Ackart's souffle 
recipes are so clear 
that almost anyone 
can be sure of a hand- 
some and unusual 
dish, Most of the 
main-dish __ souffles 
call. for three or four 
eggs. 

Among his recipes 
are souffles featuring 
green pepper, water- 
cress, zucchini, 
winter squash and 
mustard greens. And 
green peas, green 
beans, collard 
Greens, cauliflower, 
even carrot. 

Other souffles in- 
clude meat, poultry 
and fish. 

Ackart does not 
limit himself to souf- 
fles, of course. He 
also devotes much at- 
tention to cold main- 
dish mousses, His 
avocado mousse with 
watercress, for ex- 


ample, makes a 
delightful summer 
dish, 


So, egg eaters, en- 
joy the recipes in 
Ackart's book. But 
try to limit yourself 
to just one serving. 
That's a practically 
painless way to cut 
both calories and 
cholesterol.

Girls, sex, all of 
that.” 

Lucas smiled. The principal said 
Shaw, a leader among students, was 
the boy the girls most wanted to sit 
next to in the cafeteria, 

Shaw’s grin was gone now. He was 
talking of deeper feelings. His life 
aims were to ‘'be pleasant, to work 
and support my family and go with 
God.” 

Tn the past year he had begun going 


to church ‘mostly to please my 
mother. Now I go to please myself. It 
makes me feel good.’ 


Did he have fear? ‘National securi- 
ty. Can we have two more years 
without a war? I don’t want to fight.” 


In the office Lucas told Annette 
Wilson, 18, she will be the class of '60 
valedictorian. She hugged him. How 
did she see the future? 


“We all will have to work for what 
we get. Nothing will be free. The 
world's a mess, of course. To be able 
to wake up in the morning isa victory. 


“Most of us are ready for the world, 
though. There are a few who think the 
future will be a big party.” 

She smiled. ‘Poor idiots,” she said.

Her students 
benefit from 
her handicap 


BETTENDORF, Iowa (UPI) — Kathy Nielsen’s 
handicap gave her a special power to cast light in 
the dark worlds of the blind and visually impaired 
children she teaches. 

She gives them hope and inspiration unmatched 
by the average teacher. Her students learn nothing 
is impossible when their own teacher is blind, too. 

“I think it helps because they can see I'm still 
useful,"’ Mrs. Nielsen said. “If I can manage, they 
learn they can manage, too. I’m able to 
philosophize to them and help them with hangups 
and problems.” 

Born with congenital glaucoma, a disease which 
builds up pressure inside the eye, she began losing 
her sight while attending elementary school. In 
1978, both her eyes had to be removed and replaced 
with acrylic eyes. 

“T] did have medicine down through the years, but 
I knew eventually something was going to have to 
go. And it did,’ Mrs. Nielsen said. 

“It's traumatic. I had one eye removed in the spr- 
ing and one in the fall. It was a lot harder the second 
time because I knew I didn’t have a spare.” 

Mrs. Nielsen, who calls herself a ‘migratory 
teacher,” travels 350 miles each week to schools in 
Bettendorf, Davenport, Muscatine, Clinton, Wilton 
and Maquoketa. An assistant drives Mrs. Nielsen to 
each location and reads material aloud for her to 
transcribe into braille. 

Mrs. Nielsen, 39, instructs her eight students, 
depending on their degree of blindness, in braille, 
typing and visual discrimination. Three of her 
students are totally blind. 

“There are some disadvantages because I'm not 
able to see print, drive myself, and do my own 
transcribing,” she said. ‘But they’re not big 
hurdles, obviously, because I’ve been doing it.” 

In addition, Mrs. Nielsen takes her students on 
“tactile tours” of places such as the Bettendorf 
Museum. She gave the museum a four-page braille 
catalog of museum items which can be touched to 
encourage more blind people to visit. 

Mrs. Nielsen, a graduate of Clarke College in 
Dubuque, said she decided to pursue a career in 
special education teaching because she was in- 
spired by another blind teacher, Dorothy O' Leary, 
who taught her when she attended the Towa Braille 
and Sight Saving School in Vinton. 

Now one of Mrs. Nielsen’s former students is at- 
tending college and seeking a career in special 
education. , 

Her teaching triumphs also have been recognized 
by the Davenport and Bettendorf branches of the 
Pilot Club International, which selected her as the 
1979-80 Handicapped Professional Woman of the 
Year. 
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Host families neededfor students 


NEWTON — Host families for 20 
French students are needed within 
two weeks, according to Newton 
North High teacher David Phelan, 
coordinator for the North Atlantic 
Cultural Exchange League (NACEL) 


Phelan has already placed some 80 
French students who will stay with 
Greater Boston families between July 
5 and July 31. All of the French 
students have had between four to 
seven years of English in class and 
they range in age from 14 to 18 years 

Phelan teaches French and 
Spanish at Newton North High School 


If host families can’t be found, 
several French students who have 
been waiting since March will not be 
able to visit 

Phelen encourged families with 
teenagers to act as hosts even if the 
American teens are planning to work 


The French students are coming 
here to find out what America is all 
about and most American teenagers 
work during the summer. There are 
usually other family members, 
relatives or friends to fill the void 
when teenagers are not available,” 
said Phelan. 


Interested families should contact 
Phelan immeately at 508 Farm Rd., 
Marlboro, or call him at 1-481-6516. 

Phelan added. ‘The visiting 
students are expected to become a 
part of the family during their four- 
week stay. They can be expected to 
participate in all of the family ac- 
tivities including vacation trips and 
the performance of household 
chores." 

Although NACEL is not an ex- 
change program per se, each year 
more and more American teenagers 
are invited back to France for a 
similar program, Phelan said. 


Panel backs Mrs. Joyalas health chief 


NEWTON — The Human Services 
Committee Wednesday unanimously 
endorsed the appointment of Bernice 
R. Joyal as city health commissioner. 

She will replace Dr. J. Carolyn 
Zavarine who will retire July 1. 

The interview with the committee 
skipped over her lengthy resume to 
touch on overweight police officers, 
lice, mosquitos, caterpillars and the 
middle-aged man. 

Alderman Eodney Barker asked 
Mrs. Joyal if she would support com- 
pulsory exercise for police officers 
and firefighters. Barker said Euro- 
peans are shocked at the condition of 
American police officers. “Some are 
so fat they can’t get out of the cars,"” 
he said. 


The commissioner-designate said 
she prefers diet clinics and voluntary 
blood pressure checks. A voluntary 
exercise program is preferable, she 
said, and compulsory exercise could 
lead to union problems. 


Contracts for both departments are 
under negotiation and the time is 
right to institute a program along the 
lines of the Canadian Royal Air 
Force, Barker said. 


Mrs. Joyal recommended instead 
that the board require weight and 
blood pressure guidelines, if some 
kind of legislation is proposed. 

After the caterpillars are through 
munching on Newton foliage it will be 


time for the mosquito season, but 
Mrs. Joyal said either insect is only a 
concern to the Health Department in 
terms of spraying and its effect on 
humans. 


Most sprays used, if they are allow- 
ed at all, are not effective, she said’ 
and powerful insect deterrents need 
sanction from the Center for Disease 
Control. 


Head lice  iefestetions among 
Newton school children has been a 
problem in recent years and Mrs. 
Joyal plans to step up educational ef- 
forts aimed at parents, particularly 
the parents of students in the early 
grades.

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June Ferestien running out of opponents —

If you had happened to have been at the Longwood Cricket Club last 
Thursday morning, you would have witnessed a microcosm of an entire 
week's proceedings. The New England Lawn Tennis Association Women’s 
Championship was being contested, and that last word is used loosely. 

Actually it was more or less a tournament to determine who would be fed 
to June Ferestien in the finals. Ferestien, a West Newton resident who just 
completed her junior year at Newton North H.S., was the two-time defen- 
ding champion. Her third straight title was all but a foregone conclusion, but 
the show had to go on. 

And last Thursday, Lillian Peltz had won the rather dubious honor to play 
Ferestien in a semi-final match. If you didn’t see the bombing of Pearl Har- 
bor, Ferestien’s systematic destruction of an overmatched Peltz was a 
reasonable facsimile. The only difference was the attack was undertaken in 
a much less noisy manner. Nt that it was a sneak attack, but the match did 
last just 29 minutes. Only 58 points were played. Peltz won just 10 points. 
Digest that for a moment. Some of the breaks between the games were 
almost as long as the games themselves. It was a nice easy day for Feres- 
tien, who happened to be celebrating her 17th birthday. 

The present came 24 hours later. Ferestien won her third straight NELTA 


Women’s Championship, dispatching Chris Cunniff with ease, 6-2, 6-1. 
Ferestien's five straight-set bombardments were accomplished while drop- 
ping just 10 games. If that seems ridiculously simple, be advised that — con- 
trary to her humble protestations — it was. 

She is the big fish in the small pond of New England women’s tennis. She 
dominates it as few others have, those others of recent vintage being Andrea 
Voikos and Una Keyes. There are no challenges left for June in this neck of 
the woods. It is time to move up to the Big Pond. 


She is head and shoulders above her age group in New England, and three 
straight New England titles attest to the fact she is the Queen of the tennis 
hill in this region. Although she is nationally ranked in her age group, she 
has not yet become a traveling teanage tennis prodigy. She has not followed 
in the sneakersteps of successful truants like Tracy Austin, Pam Schriver, 
and Andrea Jaeger. 


“I think Austin is one in a million,’ Ferestien says. “‘Andrea’s good too, 
but not overwhelming. I think a let of junior players could do well if they 
played full-time.” 


June belongs to the education-first school of thought. She attends school on 
a full-time basis although, ‘‘I miss a lot of school because of tournaments. 
Fortunately, the teachers are really good about it, because it eems like I’m 
always trying to catch up! 

“Everybody says ‘Why not move to Florida?’, but I don’t think doing that 
would improve my game all that much. It’s true I don’t play the top girls 
enough, and it is hard for me to improve since I don’t play them enough. The 
girls in Florida and California are strong, but the girls in New England are

getting stronger. Right now, I think it has been better for me to stay nere 
and keep on top. I’m sure I have continued to improve. I've been beating op- 
ponents more decisively than in the past and I have set personnel goals like 
trying to be mentally tougher and consistently better on each point.” 


On Thursday, for example, she went into her match against Peltz with the 
attitude that “I wasn't going to lose a game,” and proceeded to match her 
lofty expectations. The 5'7” bomber wears her dark haiir in a ponytail and 
under a white brimmed tennis hat on sunny days, But as tame as that makes 
her look, she goes after her opponents with all the subtlety of Machine Gun 
Kelly. Her powerful forehand and two-hand backhand come off her graphite 
racket with deadly topspin and her deep placements keep opponents routine- 
ly pinned well behind the baseline. Even when she is nervous and overhit- 


ting, she does not let up. She hits out on virtually every shot, occasionally 
throwing in a drop shot or a top-spin lob to keep an opponent honest. She has 
the killer instinct. ‘‘That’s what they tell me,” she smiles. ‘But you need it 
to win.” 


She will get plenty of chances to play the top female teanagers in the 
United States this summer. On Saturday she will be in San Diego to par- 
ticipate in tryouts for one of a dozen spots on the Junior Wightman Cup 
Team. If she makes the team — ad she is a good bet to do so — she will travel 
with other team members to play in a number of national tournaments this 
summer with all expenses being picked up by the U.S.L.T.A. 


Even if she doesn’t make the team, she will still undertake her heaviest 
summer tennis schedule yet on the national level, courtesy of her father. 
“T’ve put a lot of time and effort into this and my parents have made a lot of 
sacrifices.”” 


She hopes to repay them, first by parlaying a successful summer tour into 
a tennis scholarship at one of the national collegiate powerhouses like Stan- 
ford, Trinity-Texas, USC, or UCLA a year from now, and eventually by turn- 
ing pro. 

She has had a taste of both the pro circuit and international competition 
already, having participated in a pro ‘futures’ tournament in Atlanta and a 
junior team match on grass in Australia earlier this year. ‘It’s high up in 
the future,” she says of the possibility of casting her lot with the pros. “I 
have to gain more experience. I think I’m mentally pretty sound. It helps to 
stay calm. I’ve learned that much because I've choked a few matches here 
and there.” 

Most likely ‘there’, wherever and whenever those matches may have 
been. Because ‘here’ in New England she is undeniably the best women 
amateur tennis player. Just as Lillian Peltz. Or Chris Cunniff. Or... 
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Newton West LL

The ins and outs of babysitting 


BOSTON — Instead of idling away 
their free time, 16 Junior Cadettes of 
Newton spent two days of a recent 
school vacation training in first aid, 
accident prevention, and child care 
procedures and entertainment. They 
were among 50 local youths enrolled 
in Faulkner Hospital’s babysitters’ 
training course. 

Under the direction of the hospital’s 
health educator Bettie Hirshom, the 
course was offered to youngsters dur- 
ing school vacation periods. 

According to Hirshom, the 
workshop is designed to foster a pro- 
fessional outlook on babysitting. 
“There is a great deal of responsibili- 
ty involved in caring for someone 
else's child,” said Hirshom. ‘Our ob- 
jective then, is to ensure that sitters 
are qualified for what they do, and 
that they are prepared for situations 
they may encounter.” 


been babysitting for two years,"’ said 
one 14-year-old, ‘“‘but until now, I’ve 
always been afraid of caring for in- 
fants.” Thirteen-year-old Cy Rolbin of 
Brookline was surprised to learn that 
not all diapers are plastic-lined and 
disposable. ‘‘We found out that you 
could wash them,”’ he said wincing. 
“That's news to me.” 

Home safety was discussed with 
help from local police and fire depart- 
ment representatives. Lieutenant 
Charles Feeley of the Newton Police 
Department advised the group to plan 
ahead in case of fire. ‘‘Always assess 
where the exits and phones are, 
should you have to escape quickly. 
Remember,” he cautioned, ‘‘in case 
of fire or smoke, lie low.” 

Hirshom, a registered nurse with 
children of her own, advised that 
“during emergencies, the calmer you 
are, the more will get done.”’ She 
described specific hazards for each 


age group with an emphasis on 
prevention. Should problems arise, 
students were trained in proper 
responses to burns, cuts, choking, and 
other mishaps. 


Time was also devoted to proper 
handling of phone calls or visits from 
strangers. Students listened intently 
as Hirshom and the officers address- 
ed them. ‘“‘When a stranger calls, 
what kind of information should you 
give?” she asked. The answer evolv- 
ed through discussion with the class: 
Don’t say you're alone with the 
children and don’t say where the 
parents or mother has_ gone. 
“Likewise, if someone comes to the 
house and you don’t know who they 
ares she advised, ‘don’t open that

Police from area towns suggest a number of things residents can do 
to protect their homes from potential burglars. 

Suggested rules on what to do and what not to do include the follow- 
ing: 


* Remove your name from your door, mailbox, or from anywhere else 
on your property. All an experienced burglar has to do is write 
down your name and street number and then call you later to 
verify if you are at home. 


* Women who do not answer éhe telephone because ‘‘they’re tired of 
talking and want to clean before supper” may give a scouting 
burglar the impression that no one is home and thereby encourage 
a surprise unwanted guest. 


* Cut down hedges and remove stockade fences that may shield your 
property from the view of neighbors and passers-by. 


* Do not leave shades drawn when you leave the house. If concerned 
about the sun fading the carpets’ colors, you may shield them with 
contractor paper, which comes in rolls, 


* If you are going away on a trip, call the police to let them know, but 
do not ask them to check your home more than once. Police say 
criminals quickly learn the check pattern and time their invasions, 
A watch cruise can spot the entrant better than a uniformed officer 
rattling the doorknob. 


* Set and use an automatic variable light system that has a ‘“‘dense”” 
pattern. Don't leave a single-patterned light, even if it is 
automatic. 


* Leave a radio talk show on. 
© Stop all deliveries. 


* Lock all windows. Strike a nail between lower and upper sashes. 
Place a screw in the track of sliding doors. Place a drop bar across 
a wide glass window or door or use a metal grill. 


* Though it stretches and will eventually become opaque, plexiglass, 
police advise, is the perfect barrier to prevent window entry. Plex- 
iglass is relatively inexpensive and easy to install. 


Replace locks with dead-bolts. However, if you are at home, leave 
keys in their locks to facilitate exit in case of fire. 


Leave outside lights burning if you are out for the evening. During an 
extended vacation, leave them on an automatic circuit. 


* Do not allow newspapers to include your name in advance publicity 
of a club’s or organization’s event. 


* Install a dual alarm that can detect both smoke and forced entry. 
Post doors and windows with notices that your residence has such 
alarms. 





Most metal cabinets require little effort to twist open. A 
piece of wood can be used as a crowbar to reach valuable 
papers or money locked in the filing drawers. 


The criminal does not usually enter with gentility. A forced entry is 
just that. In this case, the burglar split the door open where the glassed 
section meets the wooden half, snapping the chain lock.

* Photograph furniture, jewelry, art, and anything else of value. One 

» copy of each photograph should be in a safe deposit box or in an 
equally safe place outside your home; another should be with your 
insurance agent. 


* Include large items such as oriental rugs in your photographic inven- 
tory, since identification is almost impossible without them. 

* Put small valuables in a safe deposit box. 

¢ Register all serial numbers with police or your insurance agent. 


* Do not give information to strangers over the phone, On wrong 
number calls, do not tell the caller your number. Ask the caller 
what number he wants, his name, his number, and tell him that he 
has misdialed. If wrong number calls persist, notify the telephone 
company. 

* Report broken street lights. 


* Report to police strangers who ask questions about your neighbors 
and their whereabouts. 


Burglars use a tablecloth or pillowcase to make transporting the stolen 
articles easier. It’s the only time they’re concerned about being neat. 


© Let Police know about anything that is not usual in your 
neighborhood—strange cars, etc. Police would rather respond to 
many false alarms than miss one burglary. 


Burglars change 
as society shifts 


Crime carries a big price tag, one that is growing larger as society 
changes and criminais change with it. 

The cost to the criminals when caught is high, but the cost to the 
community is higher still. 


° Tell a neighbor when you will be away and how to reach you in case 
of an emergency. 


* Do not leave keys under doormats or in mailboxes or milk boxes. If 
you want, leave a key witha friend or neighbor. 


* Make sure all cellar windows and doors have dead-bolt locks. 


* Remember to stop all deliveries, including mail. The post office will 
hold your mail and deliveries for you. 


* Neighborhood crime watches are successful deterrents, according to 


In 1978, the nationwide loss totaled $1.6 billion. The average dollar 
loss per burglary of a residential home was $526. 

Nationally, adults were the offenders in 66 percent of the cleared 
burglaries, while persons under 18 were responsible for 34 percent. 

The number of burglaries in Needham was 159 in 1978, 198 in 1979, 
and, as of April, 69 in 1980. 

Dedham's burglaries numbered 227 in 1978, 292 in 1979, and 69 for 
1980 up to the end of April. 

Westwood had 160 burglaries in 1978, 170 in 1979, and 33 for 1980 for 
the same period of time—January to the end of April. 

Norwood patrolman Albert Bishop, chief clerk, stated, ‘‘We (Nor- 
wood Police Department) don’t keep track of the number of 
burglaries, though I used to. It became too much work.”

* Ifyou are victimized, call the police from a telephone that is in an un-

* If you are called to court as a witness, police emphasize, do testify.

On some streets, he said, as many as 20 houses are empty during the 
daytime.

The 
combination of privacy and the assurance that a home will probably be 
empty all day make the burglar’s job much easier, Sgt. Roman stated. 

Today's sophisticated criminal is frequently looking for a specific 
item, for which he has an “order”. 

According to Needham Police Lt. William Slow, a burglar will break 
into, enter, and leave empty-handed if, for example, he has an order 
for a 25-inch color television and finds only a 15-inch model. 

The burglar of the 1980s may not exactly fit the image most people 
might have of him. 

“He's usually well-dressed,” Sgt. Roman said, ‘‘in a sports jacket or 
three-piece suit, and may carry an attache case, the latest emblem of 
respectability. And he’s practicing his vocation between 9 a.m. and 5 





p.m. 
“In fact,” Sgt. Roman added, “if you go by appearances, you'd be 
pleased to have today’s thief take your daughter to the school dance.” 
Frequently, the person who decides to make crime his vocation is a 
school dropout.

Dropping out of school ‘‘could well be a signal that he has moved 
away from society,” Sgt. Roman said. He added that this does not 
mean that all who leave school are going to become repeat offenders, 
but youths are less likely to find work without at least a high school 
diploma.

The teenager who commits a crime may have been “turned on” ata 
party or by peer pressure. He may have begun by pulling a prank or 
acting on a dare. 

Lt, Slow also wondered if there were another factor, ‘Is there more 
social tolerance for the culprit’ and less concern for the victim, he ask- 
ed.

The burglar of the 1980s, according to Slow, has more sophistication, 
is more knowledgeable about his marketplace, and has more mobility, 
which means that out-of-towners have the ability to move in and out of 
various communities with ease. 

Another new development, Slow said, is that more women are in- 
volved in crime than in the past. A 

Just as criminals have become more knowledgeable, the police have 
developed scientific skills for more sophisticated investigations, 

From the moment a call comes into headquarters, the police begin 
preparing for a “crime scene search.” Footprints, fingerprints, palm 
prints, matchbook covers, identification of tools have all played a part 
in apprehending persons responsible for local housebreaks. " 

After conviction and imprisonment, a common thief, according to 
Needham Police Chief Louis Roman, may learn from fellow convicts 
how to become more adept in his ‘chosen field”, but generally will not 
graduate to more severe crimes such as armed robbery. 

“He has chosen his field,” the chief said, ‘and not only will stay 
within it, but will either keep the habits that helped us apprehend him 
in the first place, or accrue another simple format.” 

And, according to Chief Roman, a thief, after release from prison, 
usually returns to the community with which he is familiar or goes to 
another similar locality. 

All police departments agree that preventive measures are 
necessary and the best way to prevent an illegal entry is to place as 
many barriers as possible between the household and the potential in- 
vader, 

The longer it takes a criminal to gain entry, the less likely he is to 
complete the crime. 

Police also say that the more visible the home is, the greater the 
chances of apprehension, 

Sgt. Roman stressed another prevention factor. 

“We think that neighborhood awareness is a big help in apprehen- 
ding a burglar before he has a chance to leave the scene,” Sgt. Roman 
said. 

“If a neighbor sees a stranger at a home, knowing the owners are 
away, and notifies us at once, there’s a good chance we can not only 
prevent another burglary, but we frequently find that a single arrest 
will clear (solve) a number of pending similar offenses.” 

Lt. John Ford of Westwood concurred. ‘On a personal level,” he 
said, “my neighbor and I watch each other’s home during summer 
vacations which we coordinate as much as possible. However, if I have 
to be away during his two weeks, a third neighbor watches both houses.

Parents’ talking helps = 
youngsters learn to read _ 


By ALICE NOBLE 
ST, LOUIS (UPI) — A 
national reading 
specialist says parents 
can help their children 
learn to read by con- 
stantly talking and 
reading to them. 

“Reading is all 
around us,"’ said Carole 
Riggs, a consultant 
from Dekalb County in 
Georgia and author of a 
new textbook series on 
the subject. 

“You can read the 
labels in the grocery 
store or stop signs on the 
ride home. 


“You should spend a 
lot of time talking to 
children and listening. 
Sometimes we just talk 
to the child rather than 
listening to him."” 

Mrs. Riggs said 
parents should start 
educating their children 
from infancy, surroun- 
ding them with things 
that challenge the mind 
and cause them to think. 


“In the beginning it 
may just be things that 
make the child’s eyes 
move or a game for the 
child to find a hidden 
toy,” she said in an 
interview. 

Mrs. Riggs said the 
ability to read is essen- 
tial because “‘if you are 
unable to read, you are 
unable to function in to- 


day's society. 

“Reading means get- 
ting meaning from a 
page, not just getting 
words,” she said. 
“Children can decode 
words but often cannot 
comprehend. We need to 
recognize our ultimate 
goal is to get meaning.” 

Mrs. Riggs, who did 
her doctoral thesis at 
the University of 
Georgia on parental in- 
volvement in reading, 
has developed a five- 
part program called 
CHILD. 


““C’ stands for com- 
municate,” she said. 
“You should com- 
municate acceptance 
and positive things like: 
‘like you. You may not 
be all I want you to be, 
but I like you.’” 

Mrs. Riggs said ‘‘H” 
means the parent should 
help his child unders- 
tand word relationships 
such as on-off and oral 
language development. 


“vr stands 
interest. 

“You should interest 
your child in reading by 
Teading to him," she 
said. “Help him to learn 
what language is and 
that what is said can be 
read.” 

“L" is for library. 
Mrs. Riggs said 
children should be sur-

“D" is for developing = 
a sense of responsibili#= 
ty. Mrs. Riggs said 
parents should ‘‘help the. 
child recognize he iS 
responsible for himself ~ 
and his actions.” . 

She stresses the im- 
portance of parents as 
role models. Parents’ 
attitudes toward 
reading — especially if = 
parents dislike reading 
— will be picked up by 
the child, she added. 

Timing is also impor> 
tant, she said. me 

“There is a teachable 
moment, when the child 
shows _ inquisitiveness. 
and wants to learn. 
Rather than stopping 
children in the middle of 
play to teach them 
something, you should 
answer questions and 
respond to their 
interests." 

She said involvement 
also helps _ parents 
recognize the child as a 
person. = 

“They're sometimes 
seen as a thing or an ob- 
ject, not as a person 
with feelings and per- 
sonality," she said. 
“Educational games. 
help parents become = 
aware of the uniqueness» 
of the individual.”

GRAND _ RAPIDS, 
Mich. (UPI) — The 
home where Jill and 
Tom Newhouse live is 
bright, sunny and airy. 
It also is three-quarters 
underground. 

Newhouse, an in- 
dustrial designer, quit 
his job and spent five 
months building the 
earth-sheltered home 
west of Grand Rapids. 

The solar house has 
three sides nestled into 
the side of a hill. It is 
covered with a thin 
layer of sod. It won a 
federal Housing and Ur- 
ban Development 
design award. 

“Underground homes 
— so many of them are 
miserable looking,” 
Newhouse said. ‘‘People 
don’t live well in caves. 

“Natural light is re- 
quired by people. Truly 
underground homes are 
not pleasant but earth- 
sheltered homes make 


conscious because you 
need hills,” _said 
Newhouse, 30. ‘‘We’ve 
done minimal en- 
vironmental change and 
our energy comes from 
all free, renewable 
sources.” 

The poured concrete 
home has a wall of large 
windows and is solar 
heated. Newhouse said 
he uses a wood-burning 
stove on cold winter 
days and on occasion 
turns on his electric 
heat backup system. 

Newhouse said it cost 
him $35 to heat the en- 
tire home during the col- 
dest month of the 
winter.

Life in river milltowns told by senior citizens 


NEWTON — Just before Louis 
Belval of Northbridge passed away 
last year, he was interviewed at 
length for the first issue of Spun 
Yarns, a journal devoted to preserv- 
ing the memories of senior citizens 
living in the 15 mill towns along the 
Blackstone River in Massachusetts. 

A history text might list the fact 
that the Blackstone Valley was bustl- 
ing with mill activity around the turn 
of the century. Spun Yarns is much 
more personal. 

When he was 12, Louis Belval 
helped his sisters work at the Linwood 
Mill. ‘I had four of my sisters weav- 
ing at the Linwood Mill. My sisters us- 
ed to sit on the end, and all the 
machines were driven by belts, and 
on the end of the loom was this huge 
pulley, with a big belt ‘that went 
around. It circulated air, Course it 
was hotter than blue blazes because, 
in order for cotton to be ablé to stay 
together and be able to work it, you 
had to have a high humidity and a 
high heat. In other words, most of 
them mills ran on 80-80: 80 degrees 
and 80 percent humidity,” he said. 

“This is not so today,” Belval’s 
story continues, ‘because when you 
see a piece of fabric for a shirt, or 
anything else, it'll say 60 percent cot- 
ton and 40 percent polyester.’ But 
they don’t put that polyester in for 
your benefit. You know what they put 
the polyester in for? The polyester 
fibers are so much stronger than the 
cotton fibers, they can double-speed 
the looms, double-speed the spinning 
frames, and get twice as much fabric 
out.” 

From age 16 to 19, Louis Belval 
worked at the Whitin Machine Works 
as an apprentice toolmaker. “And for 


an hour! This was in 1924...I was hop- 
ing that maybe soneday I would make 
a penny a minute.” Belval worked for 
the Whitin Machine Works for ‘50 
years, 6 months, and 5 days,” retiring 
in 1970. 

All the other stories of everyday life 
and work are told in the same per-
